Trunk  and  Hudson  Ray  Company  for  the 
extension  of  the  St.  Paul  and  racific 
Railroad  and  International  Telegraph  to 
Tembina  and    Fort   Garry.     The    (ilobe 

says : 

M'c  published  vcstcnlay  a  short  parafrraph 
trom  a  speech  of  Mr.  llicc,  the  Snpcriiiteml- 
ent  of  the  St.  Pnnl  and  Anoka  Ilailroad.  But 
thoiifih  shi)::,  i  v..i.>  if  i;reat  importance. 
Mr.  Uiic  stated  that  the  company  with  which 
he  is  coniucioil  h:u'  .  ...itraetcd  to  eonstnut  a 
telegraph  line  fmm  ht.  Paul  to  Pembina,  lie 
also  statetl  that  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company 
hail  otl'ercd  to  construct  "  t)ur  rt>ad  to  Fort 
Carry."  The  words  used  by  Mr.  Bice  are  in- 
ileliiiitc  in  some  partienlars.  He  does  not 
state  jiositivelv  that  the  Hudson's  Hay  Com- 
paiiv  intend  to  continue  the  telei^rajdi  line 
from  Pembina  to  Fort  Garry,  but  no  other 
cimelusitni,  wc  apprehcnti,  can  be  deduced 
Ironi  his  wortls  than  that  they  liave  ajjreed  to 
ih)  this.  Ami  when  he  says  that  the  c(mipany 
olfered  to  construct  a  railway  to  Fort  (hirry, 
it  was,  we  suppose,  aceompaiiied  by  the  pro- 
)H)siti(m  that  a  railway  should  be  lirst  built 
between  the  present  American  railway  termi- 
nus ami  the  lM)uiulary  line,  to  be  continued 
by  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  from  that 
li'oint  northward.  But  whatever  may  be  the 
laecise  rentleriii^'  of  the  offer  maile,  this  at 
least  is  clear,  that  the  new  company  give  the 
lirefeience  to  the  American  route  over  the 
Canatlian.  The  case  appears  still  stronger 
when  we  take  the'  letter  of  Mr.  Br>-dgo.s  m 
tonnection  with  the  tleelaration  of  Mr.  Uice. 
It  is  true  that  Mr.  Brvdges  declaims  any  au- 
Ihoritv  to  speak  otlicially  onbehalf  of  the  new 
cotnpanv,  but  it  would  seem  after  all  tliat  he 
untlerstimds  pretty  well  their  intentions.  If 
not,  the  coincidence  between  his  views  and 
those  of  the  company,  as  expressed  by  Mr. 
Uice,  is  very  remarkable. 

The  Globe  anticipates  momentous  con- 
set  [uences  as  the  result  of  this  little  ar- 
rangement : 

M'e  believe,  and  we  think  all  who  have 
thought  upon  the  subject  will  jtdn  in  the  be- 
lief, that  the  movement  which  has  now  been 
mstitiiteil  for  tlic  purpose  of  facilitating  com- 
munication between  the  lied  River  anil  the 
State  of  Minnesota,  is  nothing  mt)re  nor  less 
t.ian  the  handing  over  of  the  vast  Northwest 
territory,  nor  only  commercially,  but  politi- 
eallv  to  the  United  States. 

We  will  speak  of  the  politio.il  aspect  of  the 
(lucstion  lirst.  For  a  long  time  past  a  strong 
feeling  in  favor  of  annexation  has  Iwen  nvow- 
eilly  grt)wing  in  the  Red  River  Set'lcment. 
.Vgain  anil  again  have  wc  heard  the  warning 
vttice ;  again'and  again  has  it  been  repeated 

bv  us.

With  the  offer  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Com- 
pany before  them ;  with  the  wealth,  present 
anif  i>rospectivc,  of  the  vast  regions  of  the 
West  within  their  reach,  it  will  not  be  long 
before  the  railwav  spoken  of  by  Mr.  Rice  will 
be  CI  nsinicted  bv  the  Americans.  Alreaily 
tliev  have  taken  i)osscssiim  of  nearly  all  the 
lands  av.iilab'e  for  settlement  on  this  side 
of  the  great  tlesert  track  between  them  and 
the  Rockv  Mountains,  and  are  now  looking 
for  some"  other  outlet  for  the  perennial 
stream  of  emigration  from  east  to  west.  That 
outler  can  be  none  other  than  the  valleys  oi  the 
Red  River  and  Saskatchewan.  Once  let  the 
railway  be  built,  and  the  whole  country,  cut 
otr  froin  anv  but  a  roundabout  and  costly 
comnnmication  with  Canada,  will  speedily 
liecome  Americanized.  As  it  now  is — neg- 
lected bv  the  Colonial  Otlicc,  all  their  efforts 
at  a  I'nion  with  us  thwarted,  even  by  a  large 
party  amongst  us  treated  with  distlain,  hav- 
ing iio  friends  able  to  give  them  practical  aid 
save  those  of  the  State  of  Minnesota— the  peo- 
ple of  the  Red  River  already  talk  with  famil- 
iaritv  of  Union  with  the  States.  So  far  as 
Englantl  is  concerned,  it  matters,  may  be,  lit- 
tle to  her  whether  the  Nor'-wcst  continues  to 
flv  the  British  flag  or  not ;  but  to  us  it  is  of 
vital  concern.  There  is  yet  time  for  us  to 
make  uj)  in  a  great  measure  for  that  which 
has  been  lost.  And  if  wc  are  not  the  most 
stupidlv  supine  of  any  peojile  in  existence, 
wc  shall  prove  c  lual  to  the  occasion. 

But  the  question  is  not  only  one  which  con- 
cerns U3  politically  ;  it  concerns  us  commer- 
cially. The  shorter  route  to  the  Selkirk  Set- 
tlement, and  consequently  to  the  Pacific,  is 
via  Lake  Superior  and  Fort  William.  Be- 
tween the  Western  extremity  of  Lake  Supe- 
rior antl  the  Iteil  River,  there  is  a  tract  of 
country,  which,  in  its  present  condition,  is 
practicallv  iinpas.sablc.  There  is  no  road  of 
any  use  for  purposes  of  commerce.  Should 
the  Americans  Imilil  the  railway  contempla- 
ted, they  will  absorb  all  the  tratrie  of  the  re- 
-iion.  "The  trade  of  the  gold  settlements,  of 
the  one  hundred  million  acres  of  fertile  land 
there  Iving,  will  all  pass  into  their  hands. 
We  shall  not  even  share  it  with  them.

On  the  first  of  April,  1SG2,  Clarence  R. 
Yonge,  a  native  ot  Washington  City,  appear- 
ed at  the  Legation  of  the  United  States  in 
London,  anil  desired  to  reveal  the  secret  his- 
tory of  the  Alabama.  His  deposition  con- 
tains matter  of  much  interest,  as  the  follow- 
ing extracts  will  show :

It  was  signed  by  Cai)tain  Bullock 
on  one  part,  and  Messrs.  Laird  on  the  other. 
1  made  the  copy  at  the  instance  of  Captain 
Bullock  troin  ifie  original,  v.liich  he  has.  The 
.shij)  cost,  111  United  States  money,  abt*nt  two 
hundred  and  lifty  tliousand  dollars.  This  in- 
cluiled  provi.>ions,  t<cv.,  enough  for  a  voyagi- 
to  the  East  Indies,  which  Messrs.  Lairtl  were, 
by  contract,  to  provide.  The  payments  were 
all  made  biforc  the  vessel  sailed,  to  the   best 

of  mv  belief. 

When  the  vessel  sailed  from  Liverpool  she 
had  her  shot-racks  fitted  in  the  usual  places  ; 
she  had  sockets  in  her  decks,  and  ilic  pins 
fitted  which  helil  fast  frames  or  carriages  lor 
the  pivot  guns,  and  breaching  bolts.  These 
had  been  plaectl  in  bv  the  builders  of  the  ves- 
sel, Messrs.  Laird  &  Co.  She  was  also  full  of 
provisions  and  stores  enough  for  a  four 
months'  cruise.  When  i^he  sailed  she  had 
beds,  beddin*,  conking  utensils,  and  mess 
utensils  for  oiie  hundred  men,  and  powder- 
t  mks  fitted  in. 

We  sailed  from  Liverpool  on  the  "iDth  tlay 
of  July,  1SG_'.  This  was  some  three  or  four 
ilavs  sooner  than  we  expected  to  sail.  The 
reason  for  our  .sailing  at  this  time,  before  we 
contemplated,  was  on  account  of  iiitonuation 
which  we  had  receiveil  that  i>roceedings  were 
being  c  ;iuineiicetl  to  stop  the  ve.s.sel  from  sail- 

hig. 

There  were  about  seventy  or  eighty  men  in 
the  vessel  at  this  time,  niider  Capt.  Butcher, 
WHO  had  iKcn  in  command  of  the  vessel  for 
more  than  a  month  before  she  sailed. 

Cai)taiii  Bullock,  Lient'juants  North  and 
Sinclair  were  on  board  ;  also  the  two  Messrs. 
Laird,  Mr.  A.  E.  Byrne,  and  live  or  six  ladies, 
(including  two  Misses  Laird,)  and  some  other 
gentlemen  whom  I  do  not  know.  When  we 
"sailed  it  was  not  our  intention  of  going  to  sea, 
and  so  understood  by  us  all.  The  hulies  and 
passengers  were  taken  on  boartl  as  a  blind.

A'ter  wc  got  on  board,  one  of  the  Messrs. 
Laird,  who  built  the  vessel,  came  to  me  and 
gave  me  three  humlred  ami  twelve  pounds  in 
English  gohl.  Captain  Bullock  came  and 
asked  me  if  Mr.  Laird  Inul  given  me  the  mon- 
ey ;  that  he  had  some  to  give  me,  which  1 
must  put  in  the  safe.  1  told  him  I  had  not 
received  it  and  went  to  ^Mr.  Laird  and  got  it. 
Laird  counted  it  out  fur  ine,  and  1  gave  him 
a  receipt  for  the  amount.  Mr.  L;iird  gave  inc 
a  number  of  bills  and  receipts  at  the  same 
time,  for  things  he  hatl  been  purchasing  lot 
the  vessel — beds,  blankets,  tinware,  knives, 
and  forks,  for  the  ship;  all  of  which  he  (Mr. 
Laird)  had  piirchaseil  irom  various  parties  on 
account  of  the  .ship.  My  understanding  was 
that  the  money  given  me  was  the  balance  of 
the  money  left  after  making  these  i)urchases 
The  bills  "and  receipts  wluch  Mr.  Laird  gave 
me  on  this  ocia.-ion,  on  account  of  the  pur- 
cha.ses  he  had  made,  were  left  on  the  ship, 
and  were  handed  over  by  me  to  Francis  L. 
fialt,  who  has  succeedei.1  ine  as  paymaster  on 
the  ship. 

There  was  a  tug  boat  in  attcJidancc  when 
we  left  LiveriKiol  on  the  'J!)th  of  Julv,  in 
which  the  ladies  and  all  the  pas.-^eiigcrs  left. 

We  ran  down  immediately  for  Moltie  Bay, 
antl  lay  there  all  that  night,  lUl  the  next  day 
and  next  night,  until  three  o'clock  on  Friday 
morning.  1  copied  a  letter  of  instructions 
from  Captain  Bullock  to  Captain  Butcher,  in 
which  Captain  Butcher  was  directeil  to  pro- 
ceed to  Porto  Praya,  in  Teneira,  one  of  the 
Azores,  where  it  was  intended  that  we  should 
i;o  to  receive  the  armament. 

Wc  saileil  from  Molfic  bay  at  three  o'clock 
on  Friday  morning.  We  went  out  through 
the  Irish"  Channel.

There  was  no  transfer  of  the  vessel,  or  any- 
thing of  the  kind,  there.  The  bark  Agrijipi- 
na,  from  London  arrived  there  with  part  ol 
the  armament,  all  the  ammunition,  all  the 
clothing  and  coal.  This  bark  is  owned  by  the 
Confederate  Government,  bnt  is  nominally 
lielil  by  Sinclair,  Hamilton  ^:  Co.,  of  London, 
and  sails  under  the  15ritish  flag.  This  firm  is 
connected  with  the  Confederate  Government. 
Early  the  following  day  the  bark  Agrippina 
hauled  alongside,  and  wc  commenceil  to  take 
guns  on  board.  Two  or  three  days  after  this 
the  Bahama  arrived  with  the  ofliccrs.  This 
steamer  was  in  command  of  Capt.  Tpssier. 
She  also  .sailed  under  the  British  flag.  The  Ba- 
hama c.ime  in,  and  Captain  Butcher  went  on 
board  and  received  orders  to  sail  to  Angra. 

The  Raliama  took  the  bark  in  tow,  and  we 
all  went  round  to  Angra.  After  we  got  there 
wc  were  ordered  away  by  the  authorities. 
We  went  out  and  continuetl  discharging  and 
taking  in  all  that  ilay,  and  at  night  we  and 
the  bark  ran  into  the  bay,  the  Bahama  kcej)- 
ing  outside.  By  this  time  we  had  got  all  the 
guns,  ammimitfon  and  cargo  from  the  steamer 
and  bark.  During  all  this  time  the  three  ves- 
sel- were  sailing  under  the  British  flag.  We 
finished  coaling  c>n  Sunda.y,  the  24th  of  Au- 
gust, at  about  1  o'clock.  We  received  from 
the  bark  Agrippina  four  broadsinc  guns,  each 
.'i'2-pounders,  and  two  pivot  guns — one  (iS- 
poumler  solid  shot  gun  and  one  100-pounder 
rifletl  gun — I (K)  barrels  of  gun-podwcr,  and  a 
number  of  Enfield  rifles,  two  cases  of  pistols, 
anil  cartridges  for  the  same.  All  the  clothing 
for  the  men  was  also  received  from  the  Agrip- 
ina,  and  the  fuses,  piimers,  signals,  rockets, 
shot,  shell,  and  other  munitions  of  war  needed 
by  the  ship ;  also,  a  quantity  of  coal. 

We  received  from  the  Bahama  two  32- 
pounder  broadside  gun.s,  a  bale  of  blue  flan- 
nel for  sailoi's'  wear,  a  fire-proof  chest,  with 
$  J0,()00  in  English  sovereigns  and  .§■  J0,000  in 
bank  bills. 

Captain  Butcher,  or  Mr.  Low,  the  first  mate, 
toltl  me  that  Mr.  Klingendcr  had  been  direct- 
ed to  purchase,  in  Liverpool,  where  Mr.  Klin 
gender  resides  and  does  business  as  a  merchant 
such  supplies  of  liquor  and  tobacco,  »is  were 
reqniretl  tor  the  ship's  use.  I  made  out  the 
advance  notes  for  the  nu  n  at  Liverpool  on  the 
28th  of  July,  1862,  while  she  was  lying  at  the 
Birkenhead  ilocks,  which  were  made  payable 
by  Cunard,  Wilson  &  Co.,  at  Liverpool.  The 
half-pay  notes  whicli  J  mailc  out  in  Moiiie 
bay  on  board  the  No.  2!>0,  were  made  payable 
at  Liverpool  by  the  aforesaid  M.  (J.  K'.  ingen- 
der.  After  we  arrived  at  Angra,  and  ha  1 
armeti  the  ship  and  were  Ic.-.ving  that  port  to 
enter  upon  the  cruise,  we  were  still  under  the 
British  flag.  Captain  Semmes  then  had  ail 
the  men  called  aft  on  the  quarter-deck. 

The  British  flag  was  then  hauled  tlown  and 
the  Confederate  one  raised.  He  then  and 
there  made  a  speech,  ipaU  hjs  t^jmmission  to 
them  as  a  commander  in  the  Confederate  na- 
vy, told  them  the  objects  of  the  vessel  and 
what  she  was  about  to  do,  mentioned  to  them 
w'lat  their  proportion  ot  prize  money  would 
be  out  of  each  S'l  "0,000  worth  of  i)roperty 
ciptured  ami  ilestroyed;  said  he  had  on  board 
II  100,000,  and  asked  iliem  lo  go  with  hjm,  at 
the  same  time  appealing  to  them,  as  British 
sailors,  to  aid  him  in  defending  the  side  of  the 
weak.  I  had  two  sets  of  articles  nrcp!i red- 
one for  men  shipping  for  a  limited  time,  tlif 
Other  for  those  wifling  to  go  dur'ng  the  war. 
The  articles  were  then  re-signed  while  the 
vessel  was  in  Portuguese  waters,  btit  under 
the  Confederate  f]ag.  This  was  SuTiOay,  tf)e 
24th  August,  186'J.  At  tlie  same  time  Captain 
Semmes  announced  that  the  ship  would  be 
I  called  the  Confederate  States  vessel  Alabama. 
Tfie  guns  which  wore  brought  out  to  the  No. 
of  290  in  the  Agrippina  and  the  Bahama,  were 
made  and  furnished  by  Fawcett,  Preston  & 
Co.,  of  Liverpool.  Tho  ammunition  and  en- 
tire armament  of  the  vessel,  as  well  as  all  the 
outfit,  were  purdiased  In  England. 

We  then  entered  upon  our  cruise.  Out  of 
the  eighty-four  men  1  believe  there  were  not 
morjj  than  ten  or  twelve  Americans.  There 
was  one  Spaniard,  and  all  the  rest  were  Eng- 
lishmen belonging  to  the  royal  naval  reserve, 
as  they  informed  me,  and  as  was  generally 
understood  by  all  on  Ijoartl.    Four  at  least,  of 


the  oflicers  were  E/)i/!hh— that  is  to  say,  John 
Low',  fourth  lieutenant ;  David  Herbert  Lle- 
wellvn,  assistant  seigcon ;  George  T.  Full- 
man  master's  mate,  and  Henry  Allcott,  the 
.  snilmaker. 

1      The  first  port  wc  went  into  after  leaving  the 
I  Western  Islands  was  Port  Royal,Martinuque, 
1  where  we  went  to  provision  and  coal.    The 
bark  Agri|ipa  was  lying  with  coals  for  ns,  be- 
!  iiigthe  same  vessel  that  took  out  the  arma- 
ment.   We  did  not  i)iovision  or  coal  there, 
but  we  went  out  ami    at'terwanls  met    the 
Agrippina  at  the  Island  of  Blaneo.belongmgto 
Venezuela.    We  took  in  coal  there.    Weth  B 
proceeded  to  Are;is  Keys.near  Yucatan  Banks, 
where  we  lay  about    ten   d:'.ys;    where    we 
painted  the  ship  and  recoalcd  from  the  Agrip- 
pina, ami  gave  the  men  a  run  on  slun-e. 

We  thence  steered  tor  Galveston,  whore  we 
destroyed  the  United  states  gunl>oat  Hatteras 
whicirwas  the  last  vessel  we  destroyed  before 
I  left  her.  As  soon  as  we  got  the  prisoners 
from  the  Hatteras  on  b  >:ird,we  started  straigl  t 
f;or  Jamaica  (Port  Roval.)  There  we  provis- 
ioned, coaled  and  rej'aired  ship.  I  heard  no 
objection  from  the  authorities  in  Jamaica  to 
our  icpairini:,  coaling  or  provisioning  the  ship 
in  Port  Roval ;  but,  on  the  conirary,  we  were 
receiveil  wi"th  all  courtesy  and  kindness.  We 
were  there  al);)Ut  a  week. 

Whilst  wc  were  there  the  English  Admiral 
at  Port  Roval  paid  a  visit  to  Captain  Seniines 
on  board  the  Alabama.  I  was  on  shore  on 
duty  at  the  time  of  the  visit ;  but  I  heard  of 
such  visit  immediately  upon  my  return  to 
the  ship,  for  it  was  tlie  subject  of  much  con- 
versation and  remark  amongst  theotlicers; 
and,  in  particular,  I  remember  Mr.  Sinclair, 
t!ic  master,  speaking  of  it.  1  also  know  that 
Captain  Semmes  paid  a  return  visit  to  the  Eng- 
lish Admiral  cm  the  ilav  that  the  Alab.iina  left 
Port  Royal.  1  myself  saw  him  start  for  the 
l)Urpo.>.e.  My  connection  with  the  ship  termina- 
te ]  ;it  Port  Royal,  and  I  sub.«equently  eaiue 
to  I'.nglaud,  where  I  arrived  on  22d  Mareli, 
1863.

THE    REBEL    CONSCRIPTION. 


All  White  Men  Between  18  and  45 

Declared  to  be  in  the 

Service. 


The  following  is  a  synopsi.s  of  the  Con- 
!«cription  Rill  that  has  passtMl  the  rebel 
Senate  in  secret  session  : 

The  first  section  ot  the  Senate  liill  declares 
all  white  men,  resnlents  of  the  Confeilcrate 
States,  between  18  and  I)  years,  in  the  mili- 
tary service  of  the  Confed.rale  States  for  the 
war. 

Sec.  2  All  persons  between  4'>  and  ;'<.)  not 
now  in  the  army  shall  enroll  themselves  with- 
in a  i)eriod  to  be  preset  ibcd  by  the  Presitlenf, 
under  ))ain  of  being  conscribed  into  the  army 
in  the  field;  and  all  tletails  for  provost  and 
hospital  guards,  Commissary,  (.hiarterniasters, 
and  Niter  Bureau  agents,  clerks,  anil  guards, 
and  tor  service  in  enforcing  the  Ctmscript  acts, 
&c.,  shall  be  taken  from  those  jiorsons  who 
are  between  4;)  and  f>'>  not  ni")W  in  the  army, 
and  from  those  below  4.>  who  are  unlit  for 
military  .service  in  the  field  by  reason  of  phy- 
sical ilisability,  within  ."iO  days  from  the  jias- 
sagc  of  this  lift:  Provided,  that  in  the  Trans- 
Missi.ssippi  Department  the  time  for  the  en- 
rollment af'ores.iiil  shall  be  GO  days.  And  pro- 
vided further,  that  all  jiersons  named  between 
1)  and  •")•>  shall  only  be  plaeetl  in  the  .service 
to  act  as  details  as  herein  i)rovideil. 

Si:c.  3.  Discharges  from  the  army  to  be  of 
no  elfect  unless  the  disability  on  aicoiint  of 
which  the  I'ischargcs  were  obt.iincd,  still  ex- 
ist :  Provideil,  that  persons  cxemptcil  on  ac- 
count of  religious  oi>inions,  ami  who  have 
l)aid  the  tax  levied  on  them  as  such,  shall  not 
be  conscrilicd. 

Si;r.  1.  Rei^eals  all  laws  granting  exemp- 
tions, antl  provides  that  hereafter  none  shall 
be  exempt  except — 

I.  All  who  shall  1)C  held  unfit  for  military 
service,  under  rules  to  be  i)rcscribeil  by  the 
Secretary  of  War. 

II.  The  Yice-Presidcnt  of  the  Confederate 
States,  the  members  of  Congress,  and  of  the 
State  Legislatures,  and  the  (.fticers  thereof, 
and  such  other  Confederate  and  State  olliccrs 
as  the  President  or  the  f  Jovernors  of  the 
states  respectfully,  may  declare  to  be  neces- 
sary for  the  p'-oper  atlministratitm  tif  the  Con- 
federate or  State  (>overnnients..

Siu — I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the 
receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  7th  of  January, 
with  its  enclosures,  Lc. 

The  disingenuous  manner  in  which  you 
have  misconstrued  my  letter  of  the  3il  has 
disap[)ointed  me.  The  suggestion  you  claim 
to  have  adt>pted  was  in  words  as  follows,  viz  : 

"I  presume,  however,  the  great  object  ami 
end  in  view  was  to  hasten  the  day  of  peace. 
I  respectfully  suggest  for  your  consideration 
the  proprity  of  commiinieating  any  views 
that  your  Government  may  have  on  the  sub- 
ject through  me,  iather  tljan  by  huudbids 
circulated  amongst  our  soldiers." 

This  sentence  repudiates,  in  its  own  terms, 
the  construction  which  you  have  forced  upon 
it.  Let  lue  icmiinl  yuu,  i  jo,  th:4t  the  spirit 
and  tone  of  my  letter  were  to  meet  houurablt. 
sentiments. 

'ihc  absolute  want  of  pretext  for  your  con 
struction  of  the  letter  induces  me  to  admon- 
ish you  against  trilling  over  the  events  of  this 
great  war.  You  cannot  pretend  to  have  an- 
swered my  letter  in  the  spirit  of  frankness 
due  to  a  soldier,  and  yet  it  is  hard  to  believe 
that  an  ofliccr  commanding  an  army  of  veteran 
soldiers,  ua  wiiosu  shoul,iori  rests,  in  i^o 
small  part  the  destiny  of  empires,  could  so 
far  forget  the  higlit  ot  this  great  argument  at 
nrms,  and  so  betray  the  dignity  of  his  st.atioii 
as  to  fall  into  a  contest  of  jests  and  jibes. 

I  have  read  your  order  announcing  the  fa- 
vorable terms  on  w]:icli  dcjcrtcrs  ^vili  be  xe- 
ceivcu.  Step  by  step  you  h  ive  gone  on  in 
vj  liation  of  the  laws  of  honorable  warfare. 
Our  fanns  Inive  been  destroyed,  our  women 
and  children  have  l)een  rol.'bcd,  and  um 
homes  have  been  pillaged  and  burned.  You 
have  laid  your  plans  and  worked  diligently 
to  produce  senile  insurrection.  And  now  the 
most  ignobie  of  all,  you  propose  to  d*^p»i>dc 
tl;c  human  raoe  by  iuilucing  soldiers  to  dis- 
honor and  forswear  themselves. 

Soldiers  who  have  met  your  own  on  so 
many  honorable  fields,  who  have  Iireiistcd  the 
storm  of  b.atUe  in  det'ence  of  their  honor,  their 
families  and  their  homes,  for  three  long  years, 
have  a  right  to  exjicet  more  of  honor,  even  in 
their  adversarlck, "

in  the  premises — and  of  being  desirous  to 
stimulant  enlistments  in   order  to   escape 
the  draft  ourselves.       This  same  Ccnhc? 
Repiihti-Min  denounced  and  ridicub'd   our 
propo:  itio.j  to  give  additional   wages    to 
the  soldiers,  on  the  ground  that   the   ex- 
pense was  too  great,  and  that  the  State 
woubl  be  hopelessly  burthened  witb  debt 
if  anv  atteiaiit  were  made  to  give  system- 
icat  aid  to  the  families  of  our  soldiers.

A  short  time  since  a  party  of  41, — men, 
women  and  children — went  to  Pembina,  with 
I.ieut.  fJeraid,  to  surrender  themselves  to  the 
troops  there,  and  they  are  now  in  good  quar- 
ters and  weh  fed — comforts  to  which  they 
were  Grangers  for  months  liefore.  Mr.  A.  G. 
Bannatyne  fitted  out  this  party  and  sent  them 
tol'cmi)inu — a  service  for  which  1  e  has  not 
received  the  slightest  remuneration,  thonjjh 
he  certainly  deserves  thanks  and  something 
more  substantial  at  our  hands  for  ridding  us 
of  so  much  of  our  burden. 

Another  batch  of  .jI— 13  men,  19  women 
and  the  balance  children, left  here  on  the  IGth 
insr.,to  pive  themselves  up  at  Pembina.  They 
went  wi;h  Capt.  Cha.idjerlain  and  Capt.  Gros- 
venor,  who  procured  the  provisions  for  them, 
though  thev  expected  our  authorities  would 
have  I'ceu  so  giad  to  be  rid  ol  Ihein,  as  to 
furnish  the  «tipplic>  tnTonibiua.

Tin;  oHiccrs  are  very  contidcnt  th.-xi 
t!ii<  Sioux  war  \v:ll  be  finished  during  the  en- 
suing summer,  and  Maji>r  Hatch  is  concerting 
plan'i  inr  the  spring  operations,  when  he  v.  ill 
act  in  conjunction  with   a  large  cavalrv-  force. 
Since  writing  t^e  above  we   learn  that  the 
Sionx  at  the  White  Horse  Plain  have  divided 
into  two  bands— Little  Six  and  most  of  those 
conccrneil  in  the  ontbreak  l>oing  left  alone  by 
the  main  bodv  of  the   Indinns,  who  say  that 
they  will  not  associate  with  the  chief  and  his 
partv.      Notwithstanding    this    split     in   the 
camo,  it  does  not  »cem  as  if  the  people  of  the 
Settlement  wore  any   ne;!rcr    getting   rid    ot 
cither  section.    A   messenger  returned    front 
these  Sioux  en  the  17th,   and    he    states  that 
they  rci'use  to  surrender  themselves    to   the 
soldier.^.    They  told  him  thoy  would  not  stir; 
and  wanted  to"  hear  no  more  of  those  frequent 
mcss;!gc>»  asking  their  surrender.

Indeed  we  will  hardly  be  suspected  of 
overrating  thy  uniquenc^ss  of  the  occui- 
rence  when  we  s.ay  that  the  Indtdgence  of 
any  expression  of  .sympathy  for  our  sol- 
diers or  their  families  by  a  man  of  Brown's 
peculiar  mental  con.stitution  is  one  of  the 
most  remarkable  psychological  phenom- 
en.i  of  the  times.

In  my  last  letter  1  wrote  you  that  the  ofli- 
eers  of  the  First  Minnesota  Regiment  had  pe- 
titioned to  the  Secretary  of  War,  to  be  permit- 
ted to  go  home  tor  the  puriMise  of  recruiting, 
and  that  their  ^cqnc.^t,  through  the  intiuence 
the  Congressional  delegati<.>n,  would  probably 
be  granted.  Such  is  now  the  case.and  the  rem- 
nant of  this  shattered,  war-worn,  thrice  deci- 
mated,noble  old  regiment  are  now  on  their  way 
"liome  from  the  wars."  They  arrived  in  this 
city  yesterday,  and  will  stop  here  for  a  day  or 
two  to  be  paid  off  before  leaving  for  their 
home. 

As  the  regiment,  with  Lieut.  Col.  Adams  at 
its  head,  marched  down  Pennsylvania  Ave- 
nue, Minnesotians  in  the  city  tiockcd  aronna 
it  to  extend  to  these   old  heroes  the  honors 
they  so  ju.stly  deserve.    In  the  evening,  seve- 
ral of  the  Minnesotians  in  the  city  met  at  the 
National  Hotel,  to  arrange  for  the  supper  and 
public  reception  which  is  to  be  tendered  to 
the  regiment  this  evening.

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  City  of

With  a  view  to  reach  the  treasures  of  this 
new  territorv,  and  render  the  same  available 
to  Government  and  Commerce,  this  Chamber 
would  most  respectfully  urge  such  immediate 
Congressional  action  in  accordance  with  pre- 
dent.  as  will  .secure  a  road  to  Idaho  by  the 
short  and  natural  route  through  Minnesota 
and  Dakota,  and  furnish  such  military  pro- 
tection as  will  afford  safety  to  emigration,  and 
quick  and  secure  transit  of  merchandise  and 
precious  metals.

The  Red  Uiver  Nor'  Wester  is  in  some- 
thing of  a  "quandary"  what  to  do  to  get 
rid  of  the  Sioux  invaders  of  that  portion 
other  Majesty's  dominions. 

The  means  taken  by  the  auihorities  of 
the  Settlement  to  induce  their  savage 
visitors  to  depart,  by  giving  them  pro- 
visions and  ammunition,  have  thus  far 
failed,  and  fresh  bands  are  dropping  in. 
The  Nor'-Wester  advises  the  immediate 
organization  of  a  home  guard  for  protec- 
tion against  the  intruders. 

Apropos  of  this,  it  says  : 

Major  Hatch  has  more  than  once  olTered  to 
allow  his  troops  to  be  placed  at  the  disposal 
of  our  authorities  to  remove  the  Sioux.  But 
the  Major  wdl  not  come  uninvited.  If  we 
want  the  services  of  his  battalion  we  must  ask 
for  them  :  and  should  wc  do  so  there  will  be 
no  refusal.  The  Msijor  has  ottered  to  allow 
his  men  to  be  commanded  by  our  authorities 
while  on  British  soil ;  and  further,  himself 
and  his  ofiiccrs  are  willing  to  promise  that 
should  the  services  of  their  troops  be  put  in 
feipii^ilion  they  v.'ill,  it  needs  be,  bind  them- 
selves not  to  tire  a  shot,  while  carrying  off 
the  Sioux,  unless  in  self-defense. 

Capt.  A.  T.  Chamberlain  came  down  here 
expressly  to  make  this  offer  on  J)ehalf  of  Maj. 
\atch ;  anil  it  seems  an  extremely  liberal  one. 
But  it  has  not  been  accepted ;  and  hence  there 
is  all  the  more  ncces.sity  for  some  military  or- 
ganization amongst  ourselves. 

Another  article  is  as  follows  : 
The  Sioux  were,  when  we  last  heard,  en- 
camped at  Lane's  Post,  in  consequence  of  the 
sevei  ity  of  the  weather ;  but  whether  they  will 
move  on,  now  that  the  weather  has  moderat- 
ed, is,  we  think,  very  questionabb.  In  the 
meantime,  they  have  iwcn  living  on  charity 
and  the  proceeds  of  a  little  b.artering  m 
horses,  mules,  guns,  &c.,  which  they  brought 

with  them.  ,  ,    ,.,        ,    i..,j 

A  number  of  .Sioux  and  halt-breed  children 
have  been  traded  awav  by  them  for  provisions. 
At  Hcadinglv  many  children  were  purchased 
in  this  wav-^a  voung  ox  or  heifer  fieing  an 
equivalent  for  a  Sioux.  Bishop  Taehe  bought 
several  cliildren  and  adults,  and  has  in  all, 
eleven  Sioux  .it  St.  Boniface.  From  one  of 
tiiose,— a  child  who  has  been  trainmg  at  the 
Convent  a  short  time,  the  Bishop  lately  re- 
ceived a  letter  in  French,  which  rctlccts  the 
highest  credit  on  her  kind  teachers.  Another 
ol  the  Sioux  now  domiciled  at  the  Convent, 
is  believed,  to  be  about  12  J  years  of  age.  She 
is  decidedly  a  curiosity;  and  to  look  at  her 
one  could  haidly  doutjt  the  story  of  her  great 
age. 


evening  that  the  regiment  had  lost  double  the 
number  of  men  of  any  other  regiment  in  the 
service;  ami  that  of  all  the  eleaths,  only 
twenty-four  were  by  sickness.

In 
my  last  letter  I  stated  that  the  petition  of  the 
regiment  for  the  furlough  was  forwarded  to 
Hon.  Ignatius  Donnelly,  tp  be  pr»sented  to 
the  Secretary  of  War,  and  also  that  the  recom- 
mendation signed  by  the    entire  delegation 
was  also  drawn  up  and  presented  to  the  Sec- 
retary by  the  same  gentleman.

In   relation  to  the  movement  by  Gen.  But- 
ler's force  last  week,   towards  Richmond  for 
the  purpose  of  lifierating  prisoners  and  doing 
whatever  other    damage    in   their  power,  the 
£.r«mJ7jerofthe   Sth  says:    "Some  days  ago 
report     was     obttiine^l     by      the     authori- 
ti«'S     here    frejm    a    Yankee    deserter   that 
the    enemy    was     contemplating      a      raid 
on    Richmond     The    report    obtained  con- 
sistencv  from  a   number   of  circumstances, 
and  impressed  the  authorities  to  such    a  de- 
gree that  a  disposition  of  forces  was  made  to 
anticipate  the  supposed  designs  of  the  enemy. 
At  9  o'clock  on  Saturday  night  a  force  of  the 
enemy,  num1>er  not  known,  but  consisting  of 
eavalfv  with  some  artillery,  made  a  demon- 
stration at  Bottom's  Bridge  and  drove  in  our 
pickets.    The  news  was  not   gener.illy  com- 
municated to  the  public    nntil   Sunday,  the 
first   signal   ot    excitement    being    the   tap 
ot    the     alarm     bell,     which    readily    sum- 
moned    the     second     class      militia     and 
local    forces   in   Capitol    Square   and   other 
places.    A  dispatch  was  also  received,  early 
yesterday  morning,  from  Gen.  Wade  Hamp- 
ton, at  Hamilton's  Crossing,  stating  that  the 
enemy  was  threatening  an   advance,  when  a 
train  was  dispatched   to   his    relief.    In  the 
meantime,  out  of  the  excitement  in  Richmond 
had  been  suddenly  produced  most  wild  and 
extravajrant  rumors.    In  the  progress  of  the 
day  these  reports  assumed  more  definite  form. 
The  enemv  made  another   demonstration  on 
our  lines  yesterdav  morning,  and  in  this  in- 
stance were  repulsed.  The  force  of  the  enemy 
w.as  not  uncovered,  but  as  far  as  could  l)e  per- 
ceived, consisted  of  five  regiments,  mostly  cav- 
alry. It  being  doubtful  whether  they  were  only 
the  advance  guard  of  the  entire  force,  it  was 
not  thought  necessary-  yesterday  to  move  the 
local  forces  bevond  the  city  fortifications,  and 
disposition  of  the  troops  was  made  to  hold  the 
enemy  in  check.  Later,  after  their  demonstra- 
tion in  the  morning  at  Bottom's   Bridge,  the 
enemy,  or  a  considerable  detachment  of  his 
cavalry,  crossed  the  York  River,  evidently  in- 
tended to  get  in  our  rear.    They  found  it  im- 
possible to  ford  here  on  account    of  felled 
timber.    After  an  ineffectual  attempt  to  get 
through  they  retired  in  the  direction  of  Tal- 
Ivville,  eight  miles  from  Bottom's  Bridge.

The  Tribune  says  a  letter  from  our  corres- 
pondent contains  some  precise  information  on 
a  point  of  importance  which  has  yet  attracted 
little  or  no  attention. 

The  news  is  tiiat  at  this  moment  there  is  a 
fleet  of  six  rebel  war  steamers  in  Chinese  wa- 
ters.   These  vessels  were  fitted  out  in  England 
by  Shcrrard  Oslxime,  an  Engli'^h  naval  Cap- 
tain.   The  crew  were  recruited  among  the 
ofticers  and  men  of  Her  Brittanic  Majesty's 
navy.      They   were  under    contract   to  the 
Chinese  government,  Viut  when  they  reached 
China  a  disagreement  arose  between  Osborne 
and  the  Chinese  authorities,  and  the  vessels 
were  not  delivered,  but  thrown  on  the  market 
and  sold  at  auction,  Osborne,  officers,  crews, 
guns,  and  all,  to  Jefferson  Davis.  It  is  not  un- 
naturally intimated  that  Osborne  had  some 
slight  expectation  of  this  result  when  he  left 
England.    Funds  for  the  purchase  are  said  to 
have  been  provided  in  port  by  the  sale  of  the 
rebel  ram  in  the  Clyde. 

There  are  bow  but  few  American  ships  in 
the  East  Indian  waters,  and  it  is  thought 
probable  that  this  fleet,  in  company  with  the 
other  rebel  pirates,  may  be  destined  to  attack 
San  Francisco.  In  order  to  show  their  re- 
spects for  Briti-h  neutrality,  the  British 
crews  take  an  oath  of  naturalization  as  citi- 
zens of  the  Confederacy  when  the  flag 
changes.  If,  therefore,  San  Francisco  should 
happen  to  be  burnt  and  plundered,  John  Bull 
will  was  hhii  hands  of  the  responsibility.

Josiah  Vavasseur  &  Co.,  of  London,  take 
credit  to  themselves,  of  course  through  th  j 
columns  of  the  London  Times,  for  providing 
the  steel  shot  for  the  rebels  by  which  the  Ke- 
okuk was  sunk.  A  statement  recently  pub- 
lished in  England  to  the  effect  that  "practical 
artillerists  have  not  been  using  spherical  steel 
shot"  puts  this  house  of  Vavassuer&  Co.  upon 
Its  defence,  and  as  a  proof  that  artillerists  do 
use  such  implements  of  war,  they  say  they 
"have  reason  to  l>elieve  that  the  same  shot 
made  by  us  (Vavasseur  &  Co.)  were  used  by 
Se  Confederates  in  the  first  attack  of  the 
monitors  upon  Charleston,  in  which  action  the 
Keokuk  was  so  severely  handled."  \  avas- 
seur  &  Co.,  like  good  "neutral"  Englishmen, 
S  t'ley  are,  rather  pride  themselves  on  the 
efficient  aid  thus  rendered  to  the  rebels. 


Robert  Toombs  threatened  to  call  the 
roll  of  his  slaves  on  Bunker  Hill.  From 
some  strange  hitch  in  affairs  this  predic- 
tion has  failed  in  fulfilment;  instead  of  it 
we  hear  of  rebel  prisoners,  taken  in  arms 
against  the  government,  visiting  that 
"sacred  hill,"  and  actually  enjoy itig  the 
sensation.  We  find  the  following  in  the 
Boston  Journal: 

"The  detachment  of    rebel  prisoners, 
nearly  three  hundred  in  number,  who  ar- 
rived   from    the    West    last  evening  in 
charge  of  the  Chicago  Zouaves,  are  now 
on  board  the  United  States  receiving  ship 
Ohio,  undergoing  the  preliminay  prepar- 
ations for   t':c  >  I  si.- -of   the  navy  of  the 
United  States.       The    men      generally 
are   well  pleated    uuh  their  new  quar- 
ter)*    and     manifest    much     delight     at 
the   prospect   of  warm  tlothing  and  an 
abundance   of    rations.     They    'fferc  di- 
vested of  their   'butternut'  uniforms  this 
morning,  which  were  cast  recklessly  into 
the   stream,  and  after  having  been  treat- 
ed to  a  generous  bath,  they  were  supplied 
with  bright  blue   uniforms   of  the  Union 
Navy.     iMany  of  the  men  were  scantily 
clad,   and   they   were    also    remarkably 
filthy.     Nearly   one  third   of   the   whole 
number   are    foreigners,    the    Irish  and 
(krmans    predominating,    and   thev  are 
chiefly  from  Tennessee,  Virginia,  Geor- 
gia and   Alabama.     They   are  evidently 
unused  to  the  Northern  climate,  from  the 
shuddering  expressions  at  the  storm  this 
morning,  but  with  comfortable    clothing 
and  an  abundance  of  rations,  which  have 
been  so  rare  during  their   service  in  the 
Confederate  armies,  they  will  have  little 
disposition  to  complain. 

"  The  magnificent  proportions  of  Bunk- 
er Hill   monument,    of  which  they   had 
heard  so  much,  were  looked  upon   with 
wonder,  and  it  seemed  difficult  for  them 
to  realize  that  they  were   really  beneath 
the  shadow  of  that  honorable  heritage. 
The    majority  of    them  are  comparative- 
ly ignorant,  although  there  are  a  few  well 
educated  and  intelligent  men  among  them 
One  of  the  latter,  a  Tennessean,    talked 
quite  freely  upon  the  '  situation'  of  affairs 
in  rebeldolu,  as  far  as  his  knowledge  ex- 
tended.    He  confirms  the  numerous   re- 
ports from  the  South  that  the  people   are 
heartily  sick  of  the  war  and   are  anxious 
for  peace  on  any  terms,  and  he  has  not 
the   slightest   doubt  but  Bragg's  whole 
army  would  desert  in  a  body  if  the  slight- 
est opportunity  was  offered.     W^hen  told 
of  the  new  call  of  the  President  for  half  a 
million  of  men,  he  said  that  fact,  even   if 
the  number  were  not  raised,   would   se- 
riously   dampen    the    already  declining 
spirits  of  the  rebel  leaders.     He   charac- 
terized Bragg  as  a  merciless  tyrant,  with 
very   limited  military   abilities   and   ex- 
tremely unpopular  with  his  command." 


!IIr.  Sala   on  CongrreM. 

Mr.  George  Augustus  Sala,  sent  out 
to  this  country  as  a  correspondent  of  the 
London  Telegraph,  (the  daily  having  the 
greatest  circulation  m  that  city,)  has 
written  three  letters  which  have 
across  the  Atlantic.  In  his  last  he  gives 
his  observations  on  Congress,  which  are 
on  the  whole,  very  favorable,  notwith- 
standing Mr.  Sala's  tendency  to  caricture 
his  subjects.  He  was  present  at  the  or- 
ganization of  theHouse  of  representatives, 
of  which  he  says,  having  in  his  mind  the 
opining  of  Parliament : 

"This  was  all.  The  school  was  at 
work ;  the  '  machine  was  running.'  There 
was  no  blasting  of  trumpets  no  bowing 
and  scraping  o!  great  creatures,  stuck  all 
over  with  gold  la.e  ;  no  danglinjr 
bons,  no  glittering  of  stars

helter-skelter  of 
members  from  one  House  to  tlie  other  to 
hear  a  speech  read.  To  me  the  spec- 
tacle was  not  tame.  When  the  rowdy- 
ism is  to  begin— if  to  begin  it  is  destined-] 
when  the  members  are  to  set  to  abus- 
ing or  cowhiding  one  another,  or  exchang- 
ing imputations  of  cowardice,  mendacity, 
fraud  and  drunkenness,  I  do  not  know.

The   remembrance  of  the  peculiarities 
of  the  British  House  of  Commons,  which 
seems    to     be   present    with    Mr.    Sala 
throughout    his   description,    bring     out 
many  allusions  that  cannot  be  very  agree- 
able to   bis  countrymen.      He  finds  the 
accommodations  for  spectators  at  Wash- 
ington  vastly    superior,  the  doorkeepers 
more  civil  and  obliging,  and  the  bearing 
of  the  members  themselves  more  gentle- 
manly.    He   did  not   even    see  so  much 
lobbying   and  office  seeking  as  is  u.sually 
to  be  witnessed   in  the  ^ouse  of  Parlia- 
ment.    The   following  extract  shows  tlic 
tenor  of  Mr.  Sala's  sketch: 

"iliere  were,  perhaps,  a  score  of  func- 
tionaries posted  at  the  points  of  ingress 
to  the  two  Houses ;  but  they  gave  them- 
selves no  airs  ;  they  returned  no  dogged, 
surlv      or      openly       impertinent       re- 
plies.      I     missed     again     the     double 
lane  of     cringing   clients,    thrust    back 
by  constables  of  the  A  division.     I  miss- 
ed the  men  with  projects,  the   men    with

Correspondence  of  the  New  York  Times. 

Rkapixg,  Pa.,  Feb.  I,  1864.— A  mil- 
itary ccmmission  has  been  convened  here 
for  the  trial  of  the  Mauch  Chunk  rioters 
of  October  last. 

In    order    to  show  the  state  of  society 
resulting  from    these   meetings  and  com- 
binations, Capt.    E.  H.   Rauch,  Deputy 
Provost-Marshal,  was  called  to  the  stand, 
who  testified  "that   he  resided  in  Mauch 
Chunk,  and  was  Deputy  Provost-Marshal 
of  the  1 1th  district ;     that  he  found  it  ex- 
tremely difficult  to  get   any  one  to  serve 
as  enrolling  officer    in    Banks'  township, 
those  to  whom  he    applied    alleging  that 
no  man  dare    attempt    it    because  of  the 
state  of  society  there  ;  organizations  were 
in  existence  to  resist  the  draft  by  force." 
Finally  he  succeeded  in  procuring  an  en 
rollment,    but    only    an   imperfect   one. 
After  the  draft  he   was   enabled  to  serve 
the  notices  on  the    drafted  men  by  aid  of 
a    military    force.     Great   difficulty  was 
found  in  obtaining  the  names  of  individu- 
als, as  nearly  all  the  people  seemed  to  be 
banded  together,  and  would  not  give  the 
name  of  their  nearest  neignbor.   Children 
from  twelve  to    fifteen  years   of  age  de- 
nied any  knowledge  of  the  names  of  their 
parents,    and  wives  also  denied  knowing 
the  names  of  their  husbands.     The  route 
between  Janesville  and  Beaver  Meadow 
was  well  picketed   by  these  people,  and 
signal  guns  were  firsd  on  the  approach  of 
the  military.

measures  to  investigate  the  cause  of  the 
hi»h  price  ot  coal,  and  petition  Congress 
to  relieve  the  duties  on  foreign  importa- 
tions. 

The  investigation  before  the  commis- 
sion has  shown  that  the  whole  coal  region 
of  Pennsylvania,  lawlessness  reigns  su- 
preme, the  miners  dictating  to  the  pro- 
prietors the  price  they  shall  pay  for  min- 
ing coal,  who  they  shall  hire,  and  the 
quantities  they  shall  mine.  The  most 
fabulous  prices  are,  in  most  cases,  de- 
manded by  the  miners,  and  unless  it  is 
paid  the  mines  are  stopped.  Many  mi- 
ners receive  as  high  as  $10  per  day,  and 
the  lowest  pi  ice  that  is  paid  is  about  $5 
per  da}',  while  common  laborers  who  do 
nothing  but  ^oad  coal,  receive  $2,50  per 
day.  Civil  law  throughout  the  whole 
mining  region  is  entirely  suspended,  and 
if  it  were  not  for  the  presence  of  the  miU 
itary,  the  mines  could  not  be  worked 
eveli  at  the  present  price  of  labor. 

If  a  coal  operator  has  a  foreman  in  bis 
employ  who  is  very  exact  in  his  accounts 
with  the  miners,  he   very  soon    becomes 
unpopular,  and   he  will  receive  a  notice 
signed  "Molly  Maguire,"  (the  nama.of  a 
secret  organization  among  the  Irish  min- 
ers,) that  he  must  leave  the  conntry  in 
twenty-four  hours    or   his  coflin  will  be 
made.      Should  the    foreman    refuse  to 
obey,  he  is  waylaid  the  first  opportunity 
and  assa-ssinated.     Outrages  of  this  kind 
are  of  frequent  occurrence,  and  the  min- 
ers have  such  perfect  control  of  the  courts 
in  this  region  that  it  is  impossible  to  con- 
vict them — in  fact,  no  Sherill'  dare  under- 
take the  arrest  of  an  Irishman,  and  the 
only  way  the  mines  can  be  worked  at  all 
is  through  the  influence  of  U.  S.  cannon 
and  muskets. 

The  company  known  as  the  Forester 
Improvement  Company,  of  which  Charles 
A.  Heckscher,  of  New  York,  is  President, 
has  several  collieries,  capable  of  produc- 
ing one  million  tons  of  coal  a  year.  He 
has  a  large  contract  with  the  Govern- 
ment for  coal  for  the  navy,  and  the  miners 
had  the  idea  that  by  stopping  the  works 
ot  Mr.  Heckscher  they  would  deprive 
the  Government  of  coal,  cripple  the  navy, 
raise  the  blockade,  and  thus  end  the  war. 
His  mines  were  stopped  so  much  of  the 
time  during  the  past  year,  that  he  was 
ehabled  to  send  only  about  200,000  tons 
of  coal  to   market. 

The  trial  of  this  case  closed  on  Satur- 
day last.  The  sentence  will  be  given  in 
due  time. 

There  are  about  seventy-five  cases  of 
this  kind  yet  to  be  tried  by  the  commis- 
sion.

reception.  A  uumberof  distinguished  citizens 
from  Minnesota,  now  in  the  city,  assembled 
in  the  r  "in  of  Mr.  .Senator  Wilkinson,  at  the 
Niitionai  Hitel,  on  Friday  evening,  and  or- 
ganizctl  l>y  aj'|>'>;nting  Hon.  Ignatius  Don- 
n.'lly,  rei>reseiitative  iu  Congress  from  that 
State,  lis  Chairiii m  ;  Major  Baxter,  Secretary. 
;\nd  Messrs.  Itanning,  Murray,  Bracket,  .\1- 
drich,  and  Heiiiamm,  Committee  of  .\rrangc- 
iiicnts.  ihe  Ib.'U.  Mr.  Windiun  was  made 
(Chairman  of  tho  ('ommittee  on  Fin::ncc.  At 
this  meeting  it  was  resolved  to  welcome  the 
refurnini:  volunteers  with  a  supper,  and  a 
thousand  dollars  were  immediately  subscribed 
io  meet  the  expenses  of  the  entertainment. 

The    1st   regiment   of  Naii.inal  volunteers 
from    the    State    of   Minnesota    now  returns 
home  for  the  purpose  of  recTuiting  its  ranks 
by  enlistnicnt,  being  now  within  three  months 
of  the  expiration  of  their  time  of  origin;il  ser- 
vice.   Its  members  have  been  in  the  war  since 
the  beginning,  and  have  taken  part  in  twenty- 
one    battles,     as    follows:    Gettysburg,    Bull 
Run,  Ball's  Blutf,  Yorktown,  West  Point,  Fair 
Oiiks.  Peach   Orchard,  Stanton,    Savage  Sta- 
tion,   White    Oak    Swamp,    Nelson's    Farm, 
Malvern    Hill,    South    Mount;iin,  Antietain, 
Sharp.-burg.Charlestown,  Ashby's  Gap,  Fred- 
ericksburg No.  1,  Fredericksburg  No.  2,  ILiy- 
mar!:et,  Bristow  Stiition  and  Flint  Hill.  There 
are  few  regiments  in  the  service  that  can  show- 
as  bright    a  record,   and   the    history  of   its 
triumphs  is  a  history  of  valor,  and  fidelity ,and 
discijiline.       Its     "ihinned      nmks      attest 
its     devotion.      But     three     hundred     and 
nine   are    left    to   an.swer   to    the    roll-c;dl. 
When  the  regiment  was  organized  it  number- 
ed 1,010  men.    In  time  it  received  400  recruits, 
and  all  are  gone — dead,  wounded, or  missing; 
the  3dJ  who  sat  around  the  wbies  in  the  Na- 
tional Hotel  on  Saturday  evening  alone  re- 
main.   As  Mr.  Senator  Chandler  in  his  speech 
jn-tly  said,  this  Minnesota  First  w.is  the   sec- 
ond rci^imcnt  from  the  Northwest  that  enteted 
Washington  for  its  protection  af;er  the  tiring 
up-n  i5altimore.    It  was  among  the   first  to 
enter  the  service  after  the  fall  ot  Fort  Sumter, 
and  was  inu,stered   in   April  2 ),  ISIjl.    Since 
that  time  this  regiment  Ims   followed  the  for- 
tunes of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac.    It  was  in 
the  defeat  of  Bull   Ilun  and  the   victory  of 
GettysHurg;  but  whether  in  defeat  or  victory 
was  "always  among  the  bravest  of  the  brave. 
The  high'repute  of  this  regiment  for  valor  and 
disciple  is  shown  in  the  honors  that  have  been 
paid  to  its  commanding  oHlcers.    Col.  Gorman 
is  now  a  Brigadier  General ;  Col.  Dana  is  now 
a  Majir  General,  commanding  a  corps,  and  in 
chargeof  the  Texas    cxpcditon;    Col.  Sully 
is  now  Brigadier  General,  commanding  in  tho 
Indi.tn  countries;   Lieutenant  Colonel   Miller 
was  suli>eqnently  brigaded,  and  is  now  Gov- 
ernor of  Mumesota;  Colonel  Morgan  is  n  )W 
In  the  invalid  caps.    Col.  Colvill  i>  now  the 
comraaiiding  olliccr  of  tlie  regiment.    He  was 
wounded  at  Gettysburg,  and  is  now  iinible  to 
move.    He  had  to  be  carried  into  the  dining- 
room  on  Siiturday  by  a  few  of  his  veteran 
comrades.    Lieutenant  Colonel  Adams  is  now 
acting  as  Colonel,  and  Mark  W.  Downie  as 
Major.    Lieutenant  Cidonel  Adams  be:irs  the 
scars  of  niuu  wounds, six  of  which  were  receiv- 
ed at  the  battle  of  Gettysburg.    The  old  flag 
which  they  have  carried  since  the  war  began 
was  disphiyed.    It  is  torn  in  shreds,  and  noth- 
ing remains  but  a  lew  tattered  rags  that  flut- 
tered from  the  flag  staff. 

The  regiment  having  done  so  bravely,  peti- 
tioned to  be  scut  hoine  that  their  ranks  might

Tho  ty- 
r.ints  and  despots,  giXMt  and  small,  have  long- 
ed for  and  jiDphesied  your  destruction,  while 
the  oppressed  ot  all  nutions  have  tiinicd  to 
vou  with  anxious  gaz-e,  and  pr.iycd  for  yonr 
success.  Heroes,  martyrs,  and  sages  of  the 
IU-.vointi'.!ri,  bending  fn>a'  I'-.c'n  .se>tts  in  lie»V\- 
en,  have  looked  d.jwn  upon  and  blessed  you. 
But  the  most  interested  of  all  your  spcctitors 
has  been  our  own  beloved  State,  upon  which 
your  courage  and  devoted  patriotism  have  re- 
jected such  impcrish.al'le  honors.  In  the  long 
and  weary  marches  you  have  maile,  in  the 
sufferings  you  have  endured,  in  the  twenty- 
one  battles  you  have  fought— her  eye  has 
never  lost  sight  of  that  flag,  nor  her  ear  been 
deaf  to  one  syllable  of  the  just  praise  so  lav- 
ishly bestowed  "pon  you.  She  has  listened 
to  the  story  of  your  battles  with  mingled  feel- 
ings of  pride  and  sorrow.  Pride  in  the  glory 
of  your  achievements,  sorrow  for  brave  com- 
rades who  ■■vill  never  more  respcmd  to  the 
call  of  your  roll  of  honor.  While  she  rejoic- 
es over  your  retuni,  she  weeps  for  those  who 
vere  but  are  not  with  you.  They  have  not 
died  in  vain.  In  the  words  of  another,  "they 
have  made  their  bodies  bridges  for  liberty, 
and  their  .souls  st:>rs  to  light  her  way."  Un- 
born millions  will  venerate  their  memory,  and 
as  they  read  the  p;iges  of  history  traced  in 
their  blood,  will  crave  no  higher  honor  than 
to  be  counted  worthy  citizens  of  the  same 
country  with  them. 

When  the  day  of  peace  shall  come,  and  the 
si*-tcrhood  of  l6y;il  States  shall  elothc  them- 
selves wi:h  victory,and  each  put  on  her  crown 
of  glorv,  the  proudest  of  them  shall  not  boa.st 
a  brighter  jewel  than  that  which  your  hero- 
ism lias  phu-ed  in  the  coronet  of  our  own 
Minnesot  I.

Hon.  J.  W.  Forney  responded  to  this  toat 
in  a  brief  and  impressive  speech,  in  which 
he  spoke  of  the  occasion  as  a  household 
gathering,  and  paid  an  eloquent  tribute  to  the 
President.

The  second  sentiment,  in  favor  of  the  Vice- 
President,  created  great  cnthusiam,  and  when 
Hamlin  arose  to  respond,  the  cheering  lasted 
for  several  minutes.  He  made  a  brief  reply. 
Allhongh  it  was  good  for  us  to  be  there,  he 
did  not  propose  to  make  a  speech.  He  could 
not  fail  to  render  homage  to  the  Northwest, 
and  he  felt  he  could  perforin  no  holier  duty, 
surroundetl  as  he  was  by  his  friends  and  fel- 
low-citizens, who  came  from  many  well-fought 
fields.  They  were  the  true  heroes  of  the  time, 
ami  he  did  them  honor.  The  first  clang  of 
arms  roused  them  to  the  strife.  Their  valor 
had  been  shown  on  every  occasion,  and  they 
had  never  hesitated  to  make  any  s.icrificc. 
They  had  surrounded  their  banner  with  a 
glory  more  lasting  than  tlnit  whicli  surround- 
ed the  eagles  of  Kome,and  generations  would 
remember  their  deeds  with  veneration  and 
love.  The  remarks  of  the  Vice  President  was

Alter  the  Vice  President  had  concluded, 
there  was  a  gencraljcall  for  theSecretary  of^the 
Interior,  Hon.  J.  P.  Usher,  whoacknovvledged 
the  compliment  in  a  brief  and  eloquent  speei-h.

Your  banner  was  then  borne  at  the 
head  of  your  regiment,  unsullied  and  untorn 
by  the  storm  of  battle,  every  star  in  its  place, 
Now  I  behold  that  same  flag.i  all 
rent  and  torn.  Many  of  the  jitars  have  been 
shot  awav.  Some  were  lost  at  Bull  Unn, 
some  upon  the  Peninsula,  some  at  Gettysburg 
and  in  the  other  bloody  battles  in  whiih  you 
have  borne  a  part  so  distinguished ;  but  angel 
fingers  have  gathered  them  up  and  placed 
them  in  the  deep  azure  of  He.iven,  to  blaze 
forever,  calm,  and  silent,  and  enduring  wit- 
nesses to  the  great  and  good  cause  in  which 
they  fell— the  cause  of  progress,  of  Christian 
civilization,  of  free  institutions,  of  the  Union 
and  universal  freedom.  The  great  master  of 
the  English  drama  has  said  that  brevity  is  the 
soul  of  wit.  If  brevity  is  always  the  soul  of 
wit,  upon  this  occasion  and  at  this  hour  it  is 
the  soul  of  propriety,  and  I  must  not  forget 
that  I  am  to  respond  to  this  sentiment,  "  The 
Soldiers  of  the  West"— a  noble  theme — one 
which  warms  the  heart  and  stirs  the  blood 
like  a  call  to  battle. 

Senator  Lane  paid  a  glownig  tribute  to  our 
Western  armies  and  concluded  as  follows  : 

This  banquet  carries  me  back  to  the  days  of 
the  Roman  Republic,  when  they  received 
their  returning  legions  with  triumphal  pro- 
cessions and  ovati.jns,  and  gave  their  mar- 
tyred hcreies  a  pl.ice  iu  that  grand  temple  de- 
voted to  the  worship  of  all  the  Gods,  ilf 
these  honors  were  dcservcel  liv  the  soldiers  of 
Imperial  Rome,  how  much  more  do  you  de- 
serve them  if  They  fought  to  advance  the 
conquering  eagles  of  Rome  for  territorii-.l 
aggrandizement  and  for  power.  You  have 
fought  that  the  nation  might  live,  that  the 
blessings  of  freedom  like  tho  sunlight  of 
heaven  ini,^lit  visit  all.

bant  record  during  the  last  thre*  years  in 
twenty-one  hard  fotight  pitched  battles.  Tears 
of  gratitude  stiirtcd  in  my  eyes.  I  inwardly 
thanked  God  thit  he  had  made  sach  men  tor 
the  defence  of  onr  great  country.  [.Applause.]

SPEECH  OF  IIOK.  CYUIS    AUCltlCU, 

SOTA. 

Colonel  Aldrich,  from  Minnesota,  t»cing 
called  on,  stated  that  he  was  really  indisposed 
and  begged  to  be  excused  from  making  a 
speech,  but  desired  to  say  that  tl.c  bia.ery, 
i'ourage,  and  prowess  of  the  First  Miuncsoia 
had  been  ucknowleged  ami  admitted  by  all 
present — by  the  Secretary  of  \\';ir,  Sceiet-irv 
of  the  Interior,  and  all  tlie  Scnarors  present 
— in  fact  it  was  kiiown  to  the  whole  country 
it  had  become  a  matter  of  nistory.  [Applause.] 
But  there  was  another  matter  connecttrd  « ith 
the  regiment  that  was  one  of  interest  to 
our  people,  our  State  and  onr  eomitry 
— wh'ch  was  the  moral'-,  or  tlie  moral  cli  irae- 
ter  of  the  regiment,  which  he  greatly  desired 
should  aUo  hecomv  a  mailer  of  historij — that 
the  regiment  h.^d  at  ditrercuf  tunes  been 
quartered  in  and  encamped  near  the  city — 
that  no  members  of  the  regiment  had  ever 
been  in  the  cal'tboose  or  the  gnardliousc-ithat 
no  one  of  ihem  had  ever,  so  far  as  he  knew 
'  r  had  ever  heard,  been  .'^een  drunk  on  the 
streets,  and  that  no  olficer  or  pri\  ate  had  ever 
been  before  a  Couri  of  Inquiry  or  a  Court 
Martial — that  all  had  done  their  duty  at  all 
times  and  in  all  places,  and  under  all  cirenm- 
stancfg — that  they  had  always  ti.'cd  the  licc 
— that  MinnesotaWas  proud  of  them— that 
Minnesotians  here  a.ssembled,  were  proud  of 
them.  The  whole  country  is  proud  of  you. 
Y<m  have  nol>ly  iierfonncd  yonr  share  in  the 
good  work,  and  that  when  this  damnable  re- 
bellion, and  the  cause  of  it,  is  crushed,  I  hope 
that  we  may  all  meet  at  our  own  quiet  homes 
and  arounei  .no,  "  festive  board," in  Minnesota, 
where  the  army  re'gulatiems  will  net  control, 
or  prevail,  or  t)e  in  force ;  where  we  can  all 
take  a  iitile  opodeldoc  or  penny-royal  tea. 
[Laughter  and  applause,  aiuid  which  Mr,  Aid- 
rich  took  his  sciit.] 

"The  Army  and  Navy"  was  responded  to 
by  Capt.  J.  P'.  Wood. 

In  response  to  tho  "Minnesota  P'irst,"  Col. 
Cedvillc  was  called  upon  v.ith  loud  cheers. 
This  gallant  soldier  is  now  sufferaig  fVom  hi-^ 
wounds,  aud  was  unable  to  rise  from  his 
chair.  He  made  a  few  remarks  iu  acknowl- 
edgment of  the  honor,  and  re  [uestetl,  and 
called  upon,  Lieut.  Col.  Adams  to  respond, 
which  ho  did  in  a  brief  and  manly  si)eech. 
Loud  che.';s  were  given  for  their  former 
commanders,  General  Dana  aud  (Jcueral 
Sully. 

"Our  Illustrious  Guests"  was  responded  to 
by  lion.

Any  person  enrolled  under  the  provis- 
ions of  the  enrollment  act,  who  may  here- 
after be  enrolled,  may  furnish  at  any  time 
previous  to  the  draft,  an  acceptable  sub- 
stitute who  is  not  liable  to  draft,  no.-  at 
the  time  in  the  military  or  naval  service, 
and  such  person  so  furnishing  a  substi- 
tute shall  be  exempt  from  draft  during 
the  time  for  which  such  substitute  shall  be 
exempt  from  draft  not,  however,  exceed- 
ing the  time  for  wliie^h  such  sub.stitutu 
shidl  have  been  accepted,  but  no  private 
.soldiiT,  musician,  nor  iion-commissioned 
oliicer  being  actually  in  the  military  ser- 
vice of  t!ie  United  Stales  shall  be  pro- 
cured or  accepted  as  a  substitute. 

The  Boards  of  Enrollment  are  to  en- 
roll all  persons  liable  to  drafl  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  and  ot   il.c  former 
act  whose  names  shall  have  been  omitted 
by  the  proper  enrcdling  officers,    all   p«T- 
sons  who  sliall  arrive  at  the  age  of  twen- 
ty years  before  the  drafl ;  all  aliens   who 
shall  declare   their  intention  to   beeonie 
citizens;  all  persons  discharged  from  the 
military  or  naval  sstrvice   of  the   United 
States  who  have  been  in  such  service  two

The  boards  of  enrollment  shall  release 
and  discharge  from  the  draft,  all  per- 
sons, who,  between  the  time  of  enroll- 
ment and  the  draft,  shall  have  arrived  at 
the  age  of  4")  years,  and  shall  strike  the 
names  of  such  p«;r.«ons  from  the  enroll- 
ment. 

Any  person   drafted  into   the  military 
service  of  the  United  States,  may,  before 
the  time  fixed  lor  his  appearance  for  du- 
ty at  the  draft  rendezvous,  furnish  an  ac- 
ct'ptable   substitute,  subject  to   such  rule 
and  re^pulations  as    may  be  prescribed  by 
the.

If  any 
drafted  person  shall  hereaft<!r  pay  money 
for  tl'.e  procuration  of  a  substitute  uinler 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  of  which  this  is 
:'n  amendment,    such  payment  of  money 
shall  operate  only  to  relieve  such  persons 
from  draft  during  the  ti.no  for   which  the 
person   was   drafted,    unless  the    uam>*:i 
plai  c<l  in  the   box  be   sooner  exhausted, 
iii  which  case  the  name  shall  he  returned 
to  the  wheel. 

Memliers  of  religious  denominations 
who  shall  by  oath  or  ailirmation  declare 
that  they  arc  eonscieutioufly  opposed  to 
tiie  bearing  of  arms,  and  who  are  protih- 
iied  from  doing  so  by  the  rules  and  arti- 
cles of  faith,  and  practice  of  such  reli- 
gious denomination  shall,  when  drafted 
into  the  military  service,  be  considered 
non-combatants,  and  shall  be  assigned  by 
the  Secretary  of  War  to  duty  in  the  hos- 
pitals, or  to  the  care  of  freedmen,  or 
I  shall  pay  the  sum  of  $3<X)  to  such  person 
as  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  designate 
to  receive  it.  to  be  applied  to  the  benefit 
of  the  sick  and  wounded  soldiers  ;  pro- 
vided that  the  person  shall  be

Any  maiincr  or  able  seaman  who  shall 
be  drafteil,  shall  have  the  right  within 
eight  da;  s  after  the  notilJcation  of  sn  h 
dralt,  10  enlist  in  the  naval  service  as  a 
seaman.  No  pilot,  master,  or  any  acting 
master,  engineer  or  acting  master's  mate, 
having  an  appointment  or  acting  by  ap- 
pointment as  such,  and  being  actually  in 
the  naval  servie-e,  shall  be  subject  to  mili- 
tary draft,  while  holding  such  appoint- 
ment. 
The  following  persons  are  exempted  and 
excepted  from  enrollment  and  draft, 
namely  : 

Such  as  are  rejected  as  physically  or 
mentally  unfit  for  the  service. 

All  persons  actually  in  the  military  or 
naval  service  of  the  United  States  at  the 
time  of  the  draft. 

All  persons  who  have  served  in  the 
military  or  naval  service  two  years  during 
the  present  war,  and  have  been  honora- 
bly discharged  therefrom. 

No  persons  but-such  as  are  herein  ex- 
empted shall  be  exempt. 

The  two  classes  heretofore  provided 
for  enrollment  are  consolidated. 

In  all  cases  where  colored  persons  have 
been  heretofore  enlisted  in  the  military 
services  of  the  United  States,  all  th<i 
provisionH  of  this  act  so  far  as  the  pay- 
ment of  bounty  and  compensation  are 
provided  shall  be  equally  applicable,  as 
well  as  those  who  may  be  hereafter  re- 
cruited. 

The  bill  also  contains  the  section  for 
enrolling  all  the  able  bodied  males  of  Af- 
rican descent.  &c.,  upon  which  a  separ- 
ate vote  was  taken  before  the  bill  was 
rassed.

interest*  of  the  State.    If  the  travel  to  Idaho 
can  be  located  through  Minnesota,  it  will  ma- 
tereally  promote  the  intetfsts   of  the  whole 
population.    The  project  bjlongs  to  the  States 
and  not  to  Mankato,  St.  Cloud,  or  any  other 
locality  within  the  State.    The  State,  and  es- 
pecially the  Legislature,  should  be  a  unit  upon 
this  question,  and  should  dcvoto  its  energies 
to  the  attainment  of  the  location  of  the  pro- 
posed road  through  the  State. 

There  is  no  doubt  about  the  feasiliility  of 
a  route  from  any  point  on  the  Minnesota  or 
the  KedKivcr,  to  anyVehit  on  the  Missouri, 
from  P'ort  Thompson  to  the  mouth  of  Heart 
lliver.  A  carriage  could  be  driven  in  amiost 
an  air-line  bawv.cn  any  of  these  points  with- 
out having  the  paint  upon  it  scratched,  nnd  a 
four  ox  u-aiu  will  travel  at  an  average  ot 
eighteen  miles  a  d.iv  over  any  of  these  routes, 
hauling  a  l^iul  of  twenty-four  hundred  pounds. 
The  pavtietil.ir  route,  thercf'-'re,  to  the  Missou- 
ri Ritcr,  i.<  scarcely  wonh  a  thoiigbr.  'i  he 
proper  locatmu  of  a  route  beyond  the  Missouri 
Hirer  is  the  olijeet  to  wiiicti  we  should  <Ie.vote 
all  our  energies,  if  we  hope  to  succeed  in  d- 
vcrriiig  the  iravcl  from  N'ebia.ska.  where  tl.e 
energies  and  exertions  of  the  pc  pic  have  lo- 
cated it.

.'-.numcr,  of  a  nece.s.s;ty  l^r  proin;>t  mea:  ures 
for  the  earlv  adopiioii  ot  a  sy^ti  111  of  military 
jiosts  beyond  the  limit.sof  our  State.  Our  set- 
tlements can  never  be  thoronghly  protected, 
and  certainly  they  cannot  be  extended  with 
seciiritv,  under  a"  system  of  dcfcni^e  tiiat  lo- 
cates tfie  troojis  for  the  protectif>n  of  the  fron- 
tier, along  the  present  line  of  its  settlements. 
Troops,  to  bo  etfectivc  again.st  the  Indians, 
must  b«  located  at  ?uch  points,  nnd  in  such 
force,  as  will  enable  them  to  overe<ime  the 
Indians,  and  to  make  .successful  attacks  upon 
their  camps  ami  families,  wlvcrever 
thev  attempt  to  move  with  a  large 
f)r  ;^m:ill  force  toward  the  white  settlements. 
For  this  purpose  troops  should  Ixj  located  in 
t!ie  heart  of  the  Indian  cuuntry. 

The  c.stablislimcnt  of  a  post  near  tJic  hend 
of  the  Coteau  dcs  Prairie,  and  anotln'r  inter- 
mediate, would  maUe  a  good  frontier  line 
from  this  post  to  oid  Fort  Lookout,  on  the 
?dissonri,  near  which  Fort  Thompson  is  now 
iocated.  At  tiiese  points  all  the  facilities  for 
the  construe- ion  and  use  of  forts,  are  abun- 
d:int,  and  the  line  thus  de-ignntcd  no  Indian 
sh  atld  be  allowed  tt>  pis.-!  without  subjecting 
Idmsclf  to  be  shot  wherever  and  whenever 
found. 

A  post  is  necessary  at  rcmbina,  or  some 
other  point  a'ong  the  international  line,  for 
the  protcciion  of  our  intcre  Is  there.  Another 
post  should  be  established  at  the  mouth  of 
Heart  lliver,  or  some  other  point,  on  the  Mis- 
souri River,  and  another  at  Devil's  Lake. 
These  two  latter  posts  should  be  gan-isoned  by 
a  force  capable  ot  pnnishmg  promptly  all 
depredations  upon,  or  interference  with,  the 
whites  locating  in  or  passing  through  the 
country.  They  would  be  brought  in  contact 
with  af.d  have  to  overcome  the  Upper  Yank- 
tonais,  a  numerons.tierce,  and  thus  far  uncon- 
trollabU'  body  of  the  Sioux  tribe,  m  connec- 
tion with  sach  other  Indi.ins  as  they  could  in- 
duce to  assist  their  resistance  to  the  rule  of  the 
whites  in  their  territory. 

The  point  at  which  the.post  would  be  locat- 
ed, with  a  view  to  its  forming  the  base  of  mil- 
itarv  operations  in  the  west,  and  should  be  the 
nearest  point  for  the  road  west  of  that  river 
to  Idaho,  regardless  of  any  bearing  it  might 
have  upon  the  interests  of  any  locality  in  our 
State.  But  the  protection  and  security  of  the 
settlements  and  travel  on  this  side  of  the  Mis- 
souri alone,  can  secure  those  settlements,  and 
that  travel  in  any  other  shape  than  on  paper 
or  in  the  mouths  of  gifted  speculators  in  town 

I  have  no  doubt  that  a  good  road  west  of 
the  Missouri,  with  all  the  requisites  of  wood, 
water,  and  grass,  can  be  found  without  dilH- 
eulty  along  the  route,  of  which  posts  and  sta- 
I ions  em  be  located  for  the  iirotection  and 
convenience  of  travel,  and  tli.at  hy  such  a  road 
the  distmcc  to  Idaho,  W;ishington  and  Or. - 
gon,  would  be  materially  dimin'Shed  without 
any  increase  in  the  d.mgers  and  dilFu-uIties  to 
bocncountercd  on  the  route.  lUit  that  road 
mu.st  be  located  and  protccied  by  the  Govern- 
ment before  it  cau  l>c  made  avai:.dde  as  .m 
institution  to  advance  the  interests  of  Minne- 
sota. 

Why  then  .shoiiM  not  all  clas.'ses,  and  in^er- 
cets  aiid  inllninccs,  be  united  in  auilfirlin 
which  so  muih  is  involved  ?  The  military 
anthoritiis  have,  o.  doubtless  soon  will,  per- 
f  ct  a  system  for  the  protection  of  our  frontier 
from  fmther  annoyances  from  the  Imlians.

rresiil-iit  fleet  ^honld  have  rnn  thrte 
(luarfers  ol"  its  (|uadri'nnial  cyrle,  this 
sainw  New  York  Herald  would  have  be^ n 
udvoratinp  thf  universal  abulition  of 
hiavery  by  eoui-titutioniil  amendment 
tbroughoiit  the  United  Statts.

At  9  o'clock  yesterday  nioruing  the 
liand  engaged  for  the  banquet  escorted 
thi  Keyiment  to  the  depot,  and  as  the 
train,  bearing  home  these  old  heroes, 
started  off,  struck  up  •'  Home  Again." 

>Ve  hope  the  members  of  this  oid  liegi- 
m>int  will   soon   and   safely   reach    their 
homes     in    Minnesota,     where    they   will 
doubtless    receive,    even    if    po.ssible,  a 
warmer  reeerdion,  and  more  honors  than 
were  heaped  upon   them  by    their  friends 
in  this  city.

To  the  third  toast,  "The  Union,  wa^  re- 
sponded to  by  James  W.  laylor,  Esq.,  of 
Miunoota,  who  referred  brieHy  to  the  com- 
prelicn<iivc  isMic  involved  iu  the  great  contest 
for  "the  Union."  It  was  nothing  else  than 
the  right  of  a  people  to  self-g.jyemment :

It  being  announced  that  the  1st  Minnesota 
regiment  of  National  volunteers  would  return 
home  through  Washington,  arrangemcHts 
were  maile  to  give  its  meml)ers  an  appropriate 
reception.  A  number  of  distinguished  citizens 
froin  Minnesota,  now  in  the  city,  assembled 
in  the  riom  of  Mr.  Senator  Wilkinson,  at  the 
National  n<'te!,  on  Friday  evening,  and  or- 
ganized I'y  appi.intiug  lion.  Igna'ius  IJon- 
nclly,  representative  in  Congress  from  that 
';&i!e,  as  Chairirtuii ;  Major  Baxter,  Sc-retary, 
.Old  Messrs.  IJanniitg,  iMurray,  l^racket,  Al- 
drich,  and  lUniamin,  Committee  of  Arninge- 
iiiciits.  The  lion.  Mr.  Windom  was  niailc 
Cl»jiirm;tn  of  the  Committee  on  Finr.ncc.  At 
this  meeting  it  was  resolved  to  welcome  the 
ictiirning  v.tlunteers  with  a  supper,  and  a 
tlious.;nd  dollars  were  immediately  subscribed 
to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  entertainment. 

The    1st    regiment    of  Naii  >nal  vcduiitecrs 
from    the    State    of   Minnesota    now  returns 
home  1' 'r  the  purpose  of  recruiting  its  ranks 
by  eulistiueiit,  being  now  within  tbrce  months 
of  tile  expiration  ot  their  time  of  original  ser- 
vice.   Its  members  have  been  in  the  war  since 
the  beginning,  and  have  taken  part  iu  twenty- 
otic    battles,    as    follows:   Gettysburg,    Bull 
Run,  Ball's  Blulf,  Yorktown,  West  Point,  Fair 
Oaks,  Pc.ach   Orclnrd,   Stanton,    Savage  Sta- 
tion,   White    Oak    Swamp,    Nelson's    Farm, 
Malvern    Hill,    South    Mountain,  Antictam, 
Sharpsburg.Charlestown,  .Vshby's  (iap,  Fred- 
ericksburg No.  1,  Fredericksburg  No.  %  Hay- 
marl-.et,  Bristow  Station  and  Flint  Hill.  There 
are  few  regiments  in  the  .service  that  can  show 
as  bright    a  record,   and   the    history  of    its 
triitmphs  is  a  history  of  valor,  and  lideliiy.and 
discipline.        Its       thinned       ranks       attest 
its     devction.      P>ut     tl'ree     hundred     and 
nine    are     left    to    answer    to    the    roll-call. 
When  the  regiment  was  organized  it  number- 
ed 1,010  men.    In  time  it  received  400  recruits, 
and  all  are  gone— dead,  wounded,  or  missing; 
the  30'J  who"  sat  around  the  tables  in  the   Na- 
tional Hotel  ou  Saturday  evening  alone  re- 
main.   As  Mr.  .Senator  Chandler  in  liis  speech 
ju-tly  said,  this  Mitinesota  First  was  the   sec- 
ontl  re-'iincnt  from  the  Northwest  that  entered 
Washington  for  its  protection   aficr  the  firing 
upon  Baltimore.    It  was  among  the   lirst  to 
cuter  the  service  after  the  fall  of  Fort  Sumter, 
and  was   mustered   in   April   'I'J,  1S61.    Sincu 
that  time  this  regiment  has  followed  the  for- 
tunes of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac.    It  was  in 
the  defeat  of  Bull  linn  and  the  victory  of 
fieitvsbnrg;  but  whether  in  defeat  or  victory 
was  "always  among  the  bravest  of  the  brave. 
The  high  repute  of  this  regiment  for  valor  and 
disciple  is  shown  in  the  honors  that  have  been 
paid  to  its  commanding  otfleers.    Col.  Gorman 
is  now  a  Brigadier  General ;  Col.  U.ana  is  now 
a  Major  General,  commanding  a  corps,  and  in 
charge  of  the  Texas    expcditon  ;    Col.  Sully 
is  now  Brigadier  General,  commanding  in  the 
Indian  countries;    Lieutenant  Colonel   Miller 
was  subsequently  brigaded,  and  is  now  Gov- 
ernor of  Minnesota;  C olonel  Morgan  is  naw 
In  the  invalid  crps.    Col.  Colvill  is  now  the 
coiiimandiiig  otllcer  of  the  regiment,    lie  was 
wounded  at  Gettysburg,  and  is  now  unable  to 
move.    He  had  to  be  carried  into  the  dining- 
room  on  Saturday  liy  a  few  of  his  veteran 
comrades.    Lieutenant  Colonel  Adams  is  now 
acting  as  Cohnel,  and  Mark  W.  Downic  as 
Major.

The  old  flag 
which  they  have  carried  since  the  war  began 
was  displayed.    It  is  torn  in  shreds,  and  noth- 
ing remains  but  a  few  tattered  rags  that  flut- 
tered from  the  Hag  staff. 

The  regiment  having  done  so  bravely,  peti- 
tioned to  be  seat  home  that  their  ranks  might 


of  your'achievements,  sorrow  for  brave  com- 
rades who  will  never  more  respond  to  the 
call  of  vour  ndl  of  honor.  While  she  rejoic- 
es over"  your  return,  slic  weeps  for  those  who 
irere  biit  are  not  with  you.  They  have  not 
died  in  vain.  In  the  words  of  another,  "they 
have  made  their  bodies  bridires  for  liberty, 
and  their  souls  stars  to  light  her  way."  In- 
born millions  will  venerate  their  memory,  and 
as  thev  read  the  pages  of  history  traced  in 
their  blood,  will  crave  no  higher  honor  than 
to  be  counted  worthy  citizens  of  the  same 
country  with  them. 

When  the  day  of  peace  shall  come,  and  the 
sisterhood  of  loyal  States  shall  clothe  them- 
selves wiih  yictoVv.tind  each  put  on  her  crown 
of  "lorv,  the  proudest  of  them  shall  not  boa.st 
a  brighter  jewel  than  that  which  your  hero- 
ism has  plaeod  in  the  coronet  of  our  own 
Minnesota.

The  second  sentiment,  in  favor  of  the  Vice- 
President,  created  great  enthusiam,  and  when 
Hamlin  arose  to  respond,  the   cheering  la-srcd 
for  s<*veral  minutes.     He  made  a  brief  reply. 
Although  it  was  good  for  us  to   be  there,  he 
did  not  propose  to  make  a  speech.    He  could 
not  iail  to  render  homage  to  the   Northwest, 
and  he  felt  he  conld  perform  no  holler  duty, 
surrounded  as  be  was  by   his   friends  and  feU 
low-<itizens,  who  came  from  many  well-fought 
fields.    They  were  the  true  heroes  of  the  time, 
and  he  did  them    honor.    The   first  clang  of 
arms  rou.sed  them  to  the  s.rife.    Their  valor 
had  been  shown  on  every  occasion,  and  they 
had  never   hesitated  to   make    any  sacrifice. 
Thcv  had  surrounded    their    banner    with  a 
gloi^'  more  lasting  than  that  which  surround- 
ed the  eagles  of  Rome,  and  generations  would 
rememljer    their  deeds  with  veneration  and 
love.

Your  Colonel,  (Col.  Colvillc) 
then  in  tlie  full  power  of  noble  manhood,  now 
borne  into  the  room  by  four  of  his  brave  sold- 
iers.   Your  banner  was    then    borne    at   the 
head  of  your  regiment,  unsullied  an<l  untorn 
by  the  storm  of  battle,  every  star  in  its  place. 
Now     I     behold       that     same      flag,l   all 
rent  and  torn.      Many  of  the  stars  have  been 
shot  away.    Some  were    lost    at    Bull    Run, 
some  upon  the  Peninsula,  some  at  Gettysburg 


and  in  the  other  bloody  battles  iu  wliiL-h  you 
have  borne  a  part  so  distinguished  ;  but  .nngc 
fingers  have  gathered  them  up  and  placed 
them  in  the  deep  azure  of  Heaven,  to  blaze 
forever,  calm,  and  silent,  and  .enduring  wit- 
nesses to  the  great  and  good  cause  in  which 
they  fell- the  cause  of  progress,  of  Christian 
civilization,  ot  free  institutions,  of  the  Union 
and  universal  freedom.  The  great  muster  of 
the  English  drama  has  said  that  brevity  is  the 
soul  of  wit.  If  brevity  is  always  the  soul  of 
wit,  upon  this  occasion  and  at  this  hour  it  is 
the  soul  of  propriety,  and  I  must  not  forget 
that  I  am  to  respond  to  this  sentiment,  "  The 
Soldiers  of  the  Wesf'^a  noble  theme— one 
which  warms  the  heart  and  stirs  the  blood 
like  a  call  to  battle. 

Senator  Lane  paid  a  glowing  tribute  to  our 
Western  armies  and  concluded  as  follows  : 

This  banquet  carries  me  back  to  the  days  of 
the  Roman  Republic,  when  they  received 
their  returning  legions  with  triumphal  pro- 
cessions and  ovations,  and  gave  their  mar- 
tyred heroes  a  place  in  that  grand  temple  de- 
voted to  the  worship  of  all  the  Gods.  [If 
these  honors  were  deserved  by  the  soldiers  of 
Imperial  Rome,  how  much  more  do  you  de- 
serve them?  They  fought  to  advance  the 
conquering  eagles  of  Rome  for  territorial 
aggrandizement  and  for  power.  You  have 
fought  that  the  nation  might  live,  that  the 
blessings  of  freedom  like  the  j-unlight  of 
heaven  might  visit  all. 

SPEECH    OK    MU.    SENATOR    H  XHLIN',  OF   IOWA. 

Mr.  Senator  Harlin  being  loudly  called  for, 
arose  amid  great  applause  and  said : 

Mr.  President  and  Minnesotinns: — I  am  not 
unwell— [applause]— fjcl  first  rate— [laughter] 

as  sound  as  a  dollar  from  head  to  feet — 

riaughterl-^ncver  felt  better   in  all  my  life— 
[applause^— am  in    excellent    condition      to 
make  a  first  rate  speech,   if  I  possessed  the 
ability,  although  the  notice  was  very  short, 
not  being  received  for  some  time  after  the 
guests  were  around  the  table.    But  you  of  the 
1st  Minnesota  have  often  met  engagements 
on  short  notice,  and  gave  a  splendid  account 
of  yourselves.      [Applause.]    I  am  not  here, 
however,  to  make  n  speech.     I  came  to  pre 
sent   my  respects  to  a  noble  regiment,  that 
has     fought     so     bravely     on     so    many 
battle-fields     as       to     secure     the     praise 
of     the      whole       country.       When     yon 
entered    this  metroi>olis  and  marched  down 
Pennsvlvauia  avenue,  unknown  to  you — a  iier- 
sonal  stranger  to  all  of  you— I  walked  along 
by  your  side  several  squares  to  obtain  a  good 
look  at  the  men  who  had  made  such  a  bril 
liant  record  during  the  last  three  years  in 
twenty-one  hard  fought  pitched  battles.  Tears 
of  gratitude  started  in  my  eyes.    1  inwardly 
thanked  God  th  it  he  had  made  such  men  tor 
the  defence  of  our  great  Ciuintry.  [Applause.] 
1  came  to-night  to  look  at  you  again,  and  to 
experience  once  more  tlio.te  gushing  emotions 
that  come  welling  up  from  the  bottom  of  our 
hearts  when  wc  think  of  your  noble  deeds  in 
our  great  cause,  and  which  make  one  feel 
"  that  he  lives  in  the  country  that  can 


been  doing  in  the  Mississippi  valley  what  you 
have  been  doing  on  the  Potomac.    The  Gen- 
eral-in-Chief has  said  of  Iowa  soldiers  who 
have  fought  in  the  great  battles  of  that  part  of 
the  field,  "  that  they  were  the  bravest  among 
the  brave '."    [Applause.]    What  the  General 
said  of  your  neighbors  and  companions  in 
arms  from  Iowa,  I  doubt  not  would  be  said  of 
you  to-night  by  the  Secretary  of  wai*,  who 
honors  the  occasion  with  his  presence,  it  he 
deemed  it  pioper  to  give  utterance  to  feelings 
of  his  heart.     [Applause.]    Ifl  were  not  an 
lowan,  I  would  feel  proud  to  be  called  a  Min- 
nesotian.   [Great  Applause.]    And  if  a  Min- 
nesotian,   doubly   proud  to    be  a    member 
of  the  Minnesota    First.     You  have    made 
a  record;  your    liistiay  is  not  unknown;  the 
glorious  record    of  your    deeds  is  known  to 
every  member   of  Congress— to  every  Sena- 
tor—to the  honorable  Secretary  of  War,whose 
heart  has  be^n  pained  as  he   watched  the  tide 
of  battle    with    every    breach    made   iu  your 
ranks,  and  who    has    rejoiced  in  all  your  tri- 
umphs.     [Cheers   for   Staiit<m.J      You   arc 
known  to  the  Chief  Magistiatc  of  the  Nation. 
You  are  known  to    the    whole  i.eople  of  your 
gallant  State,  and  to  every  loyal  citizen  6i  the 
Republic.    You  are  known,  too,  to  the  nbols 
in  arms  who  cotitrontcd   you  iu  battle.    [.\!)- 
plauso.    They  came  foith  vauutiugly,  telling 
you  that  "it "was    impossible    to  conquer  the 
South,"  [Laughter,]  that  "one  of  the  Siaithern 
chivalry  was  equal  to  four  or  five;  of  the  Mnud- 
sils'  of  the  North."     [Continued  laughter.]    It 
has  l>een  vour  iiroviucc.  Minnesotiaus,  to  give 
them  IX  niore  sensible  ai^plication  of  their  own 
characters.     [Great  tipplanse.] 

Your    hard-fought    battles    hfivej  not  been 
without  their  friflts.     It   is  true  that  you  have 
not  penetrated  the  country  to  a  very  gr<  at  dis- 
tance from  the  T'otomac.    It  was  prol..jbly  not 
the  design  of  the  Secrct.iry  of  War  that  you 
sliould.    It  may   have    been    bis  purpose,  l>y 
throwing  the  Anny  of  the  Potomac  between 
the  capital  and   Richniontl,    within    en>y  ao- 
l>roacli  of  supplies  by  rail   and  water,  ti>  com- 
pel theenemv  to  confront  you  with  the  flower 
o|  his  armies",    at  a    great    distance  from  the 
chief  sources  of  his  home    supplies^iu  Texas, 
Tennessee,     and     Georgia;     uiul     also    at 
a      great        distance        from       the      coast, 
whence    he     derived     his      chief     supplies 
of     arms     and      lu'initions      of     war,    by 
Tneans  of  smugirlers  and   blockade  ruuners 
from  foreign  countries,  and  thus  enable  your 
comrades  iu  arms  the  111 'ic  ivaiMly    t.' pene- 
trate the  enemy's  conntry  by  way  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi river,  on  which  steamers  now  run,  al- 
most itninterri'.pted,fiH)m  the  falls  of  St..\ntho- 
ny  to  the  Mexican  Gulf.    You  have  thus,  liy 
y'our  toil  and  labor  on  the  Potomac,  been  sitp- 
portinir  the  armies  of  the  Cumiiorhind  and  oi 
the  Mississippi.  [Applaurc]     Had  it  not  been 
for  vour  successful  battles  liere.  the  Father  oi 
wat'ers  would  probably  have  been  still  in  pos- 
session of  the  enemy.    When  you  were  fight- 
ing the  glorious  battle  of  Gettysburg,  you  lit- 
tle dreamed  that  your  comrades  in  ihe  Wc^l 
were,  during  the  same   terrible  days  <f  carn- 
age, fighting  a  brilliant  battle  at  Helena,  and 
also    brcaciiing   the   enemy's  works  around 
Vickshurg.      [Tremendous  applau.-^^e.]      \<n\ 
may,  therefore,   feel,    in    returning    to  your 
State,  that  vou  aided,    by   your    blood  freely 
shed  on  the  battle  fields  of  the  Potomac,  to 
open  that  grand  river  that  rolls  along  her  bor- 
der, to  the  commerce  of  the  world,  at  the  same 
time  severing  in  tw.aiu  the  enemy's  territory, 
placing  at  the    meny  ol'  our  forces  that  im- 
mense"'country    lvin"g  on    its    western  shore. 
[Api»lause.l     You   and    vonv  companions  m 
arms  have  secured  other   fruits  of  victory  by 
your  three  years's  labor  in  the  field. 

Mr.  Harlan  proceeded  to  sum  up  the  fniits 
of  the  war  and  concluded. 

Minnesotians  fen-  these  gi-eat  results  the  na- 
tion is  indebted  to  you  and  your  coiiirades  m 
urms.  Return,  then,  to  your  homes,  to  enjoy 
for  a  time  at  least,  the  love  of  your  lainiiies, 
the  honors  vou  have  so  richly  won,  and  a  n^s- 
tion's  blessing  and  gratitude.

Colonel  Aldrich,    from    Minnesota,    being 
called  on,  stated  that  he  was  really  indisposed 
and  begged  to    be  excused    from    making  n 
speech,  but  desired  to  say  that    the   bravery, 
courage,  and  prowess  of   the  First  Minnesota 
had  been  ackuowleged  and    admitted    by  all 
present— bv  the  Secretary  of  War,  Secretary 
of  the  Interior,  and  all  the    Senators    present 
—in  fact  it  was  known  to  the    whole  country 
it  had  become  a  matter  of  History.  [.Vpplause.J 
But  there  was  another  matter  connected  with 
the  regiment    that  was   one    of   ii^tercst    to 
our   people,    our     State    and    our    country 
— wh'ch  was  the  moralP,  or  the  moral  charac- 
,  ter  of  the  regiment,  which  he  greatly  desired 
should  aho  become  a    matter  of  history— X\vM 
the    regiment   had  at    dirt'ercnt    times   been 
quartered    in  ajid  encamped    near  the    city— 
that    no  members    of  the  regiment  had  ever 
been  iu  the  calaboose ov  the   guardhouse— that 
no  one  of  them  had  ever,  so   far  as  he   knew 
or  had  ever  heard,  been  seen    drunk    on  the 
streets,  and  that  no  officer  or  private  had  ever 
been  before  a  Couri  of  Inquiry    or    a    Court 
Martial— that  all  had  done  their    duty    at  all 
times  and  in  all  places,  and  unrler  all  cuTum- 
sUnccs— that  they  had  always  toed    the    line 
—that  Minnesota  was    pnaul    of  them— that 
Alinnesotians  here  assembled,  were  proud  ot 
them.    The  whole  country  is   proud   of  you.

SPEECH  OF  HON.  lONATIlS  i>ONNELLY. 

Officers  and  Men  of  the  First  Minxn- 
soTA  :  I  would  that  I  had  the  power  to  even 
faintly  express  the  warm  greeting  which  fills 
every"  heart  of  those  who  have  invited  you 
here.  But  it  is  scarce  necessary.  It  beams 
in  every  face,  it  brightens  every  eye,  it  speaks 
in  every  motion.  . 

This  is  no  cold  or  formal  ceremony— this  is 
no  idle  and  hollow  pageant— this  greeting 
springs  spontaneously  from  all  our  hearts.

The    enrollment    bill   has    passed   the 
House.     It  provides  that  the   quota  of 
each  ward  of  a  city,    township,  precinct 
or  election  district'or  county,  where  the 
same  is  divided  into   wards,  towns  town- 
ships, precincts  or  ele-'ion  districts,  shall 
be  as  nearly  a«   possibV-  In  r^roportion  to 
the  number  of  men    resident  therein  sub- 
ject to  draft,  taking  into  account  as  far  an 
practicable   the   number  which  has   been 
previously  furnished   therefrom,    and    in 
ascertaining  and   filling   »aid  quota  there 
shall  be  taken  into  account  the  number  of 
men  who  have  heretofore  entered  the  na- 
val service  of  the  U.  S.,  and  whose  names 
are  ujion  the  enrollment  lists  and  already 
returned  to  the  olfice  of  the  Trovost  Mai- 
shal  General  of  th«  U.  S. 

Any  person  enrolled  nnder  the  provis- 
ions of  the  enrollment  act,  who  may  here- 
after be  enrolled,  may  furnish  at  any  time 
previous  to  the  draft',  an  acceptable  sub- 
stitute who  is  not  liable  to  draft,  nor  at 
the  time  in  the  military  or  naval  service, 
and  such  person  Ai  furnishing  a  substi- 
tute bhal'i  be  exempt  from  draft  during 
tlie  time  for  which  such  substitute  shall  be 
exempt  from  draft  not,  however,  exceed- 
ing the  time  for  which  such  substitute 
shall  have  been  accepted,  but  no  private 
soldier,  musician,  nor  non-commissioned 
ofricer  being  actually  iu  the  military  ser- 
vice of  the  United  States  shall  be  pro- 
cured or  accepted  as  a  substitute. 

The  Boards  of  Enrollment  are  to  en- 
roll all  persons  liable  to  drafl  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  and  of  the   former 
act  whose  names  shall  have  been  omitted 
by  the  proper  enrolling  oOicers,    all   per- 
sons who  shall  arrive  at  the  age  ol  twen- 
ty years  before  the  draft;  all  aliens   who 
shall  declare   their  intention  to  become 
citizens;  all  persons  discharged  from  the 
military  or  naval  si  rvice   of   the   United 
States  who  have  been  in  such  service  two 
years,  during    the    present   war   and   all 
persons  who  have  been  exempted    under 
the  provision  of  the  second  section  of  the 
act  to  which  this  act  is  a  supplement   but 
who  are  yet  exempted  by  the  provisions  of 
this  act. 

The  boards  of  enrollment  shall  release 
and  discharge  from  tlie  draft,  all  per- 
sons, who,  between  the  time  of  enroll- 
ment and  tho  draft,  shall  have  arrived  at 
theageof4.'>  years,  and  shall  strike  the 
names  of  such  persons  from  the  enroll- 
ment. 

Any  person    drafted  into  the  militar>' 
service  of  the  United  States,  may,  before 
the  time  fixed  for  his  appearance  for  du- 
ty at  the  draft  rendezvous,  furnish  an  ac- 
ceptable  substitute,  subject  to   such  rule 
and  regulations  as   may  be  prescribed  by 
the  Seeretatv  of  War.  'if  such  substitute 
is  not  liable'to  draft,  the  person    furnish- 
ing him.  shall  be  exempt  from  draft  du- 
ring the  time  for  which  such  substitute  is 
not^'liable    to  draft,    not    exceeding    tL« 
time  for  which  he  is   drafted,  and  it   such 
substitute  is    liable  to  draft,  the  name  of 
the  person  furnishing  him  shall    be  liable 
to  draft  in  filling   future  quota.'.     If  any 
drafted  person  shall  heixafter  pay  money

into  the   military  service,    be  considered 
non-combatants",  and  shall  be  assigned  by 
the  Secretary  of  War  to  duty  in  the  boi- 
pitals,   or   to   the  care   of  freedmen,  or 
shall  pay  the  sum  of  $300  to  such  person 
as  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  designate 
to  receive  it.  to  be  applied  to  the  benefit 
of  the   sick  and   wounded  soldiers;   pro- 
vided     that      the      person      shall      bo 
entitled      to     the     benefits     of  tie  pro* 
visions       of       this       section,      if     his 
alleged     conscientious    scruples    against 
bearing  arms  shall  be  supported  by  satis- 
factory evidence  that  his  deportment  has 
been  uniformly   consistent  with  such  dec- 
laration. 

Any  mariner  or  able  seaman  who  shall 
be  drafted,  shall  have  the  right  within 
eight  dajs  after  the  notification  of  su- h 
draft,  to' enlist  in  the  naval  service  as  a 
seaman.  No  pilot,  master,  or  anv  acting 
ma.stcr,  engineer  or  acting  ma-ster's  mate, 
having  an  appointment  or  acting  by  ap- 
pointment as  such,  and  being  actually  in 
the  naval  service,  shall  be  subject  to  mili- 
tary draft,  while  holding  Buch  appoint- 
ment. 
The  following  persons  are  exempted  and 
ej^cepted  from    enrollment     and    drafk, 

namely : 

Such  as  are  rejected  as  physically  or 
mentally  unfit  for^the  service. 

All  persons  actually  in  the  military  or 
naval  sc^rvice  of  the  United  States  at  the 
time  of  the  draft. 

All  persons  who  have  served  in  the 
military  or  naval  service  two  years  during 
the  present  war,  and  have  been  honora- 
bly discharged  therefrom. 

No  persons  but  such  as  are  herein  ex- 
empted shall  be  exempt. 

The  two  classes  heretofore  provided 
for  enrollment  are  consolidated. 

In  all  cases  where  colored  persons  have 
been  heretofore  enlisted  in  the  military 
services  ol  the  United  States,  all  the 
provisions  of  this  act  so  far  as  the  pay- 
ment of  bounty  and  compensation  are 
provided  shall  be  equally  applicable,  as 
well  as  those  who  may  be  hereafter  re- 
cruited. 

The  bill  also  contains  the  section  for 
enrolling  all  tlfe  able  bodied  males  of  Af- 
rican descent.  &c.,  upon  which  »  separ- 
ate vote  was  taken  before  the  bill  waa 
passed.  At  halt-past  six  o'clock  the 
House  adjourned  until  Monday.

The  Indi;uis  have  been   compietcly 
dispersed  and  verv  much  frightened,  and  a 
Ifirgc  number  arc  anxious  to  be  at  peace  with 
the  whites,  l)Ut  tlie  authors  of  the  war  have 
not  been  thor.n-lily  whipped.     Let  the  (Jov- 
ernment  be  lulled  into  security  by  the  present 
dispersed  and  siilfeving  condition  of  the  Sioux, 
uid  the  history  of  our  frontier  next  Summer 
miv  be  writ.cn    in  the  blood  of  our   settlers. 
The  Indians  will  again  assemble  in  force 
and  the  powtlcr  and  fiall  furnished  them  by 
the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  will  be  used  in 
attacks  upon  our  settlements  and  small  out- 
posts, and  terror  and  excitement  will  pervade 

the  State.  „  „ 

My  views  upon  the  subject  of  frontier  pro- 
tection, have  undergone  no  other  change  from 
tho^e  expressed  last  winter  in  our  conversa- 
tions upon  this  snbjeet,  than  a  firmer  convic- 
tion gained    bv  the    experience    of  the  past 
•summer,  of  a  necessity  for  prompt  mciv  ures 
for  the  early  adoption  of  a  system  of  military 
posts  bevond  tfie  limits  of  our  State.    Our  set- 
tlements can  never  be  thoroughly  protected, 
and  certainly  they  cannot  be  extended  with 
Kceuritv,  under  a  system  of  detense  that  lo- 
cates tlic  troops  for  the  protection  ot  the  tron- 
tier.  alouff  the  present  line  of  its  settlements. 
Troops,  to  be  cficctive  against  the  Indians, 
must  be  located  at  such  points,  and  m  such 
force  as  will    enable   them  to  overcome  the 
Indians,  and  to  nuike  successful  attacks  upon 
their     camps      and       families,       wherever 
they     attempt     to     move     with     a     large 
or  small  force  toward  the  white  settlements. 
For  this  purpose  troops  should  be  located  in 
the  heart  of  the  Indian  country. 

The  establishment  of  a  post  near  the  head 
of  the  Coteau  iles  Prairie,  and  another  inter- 
mediate, would  make  a  good  frontier  line 
from  this  post  to  old  Fort  Lookout,  on  the 
Missouri,  near  which  Fort  Thompson  is  now 
iocated.  At  these  points  all  the  facilities  for 
the  construction  and  use  of  forts,  are  abuu- 
d  int,  and  the  line  thus  designated  no  Indian 
';hould  l>e  allowed  to  piss  without  subjecting 
himself  to  be  shot  wherever  and  whenever

From  the  Norwester. 

We  are  Iwppv  to  be  able  to  give  our 
readers  the  following  late  and  important 
information  concerning  the  gold  regions 
on  the  Eastern  flank  of  the  llocky  Moun- 
tains. Writing  to  his  father  under  date 
"Big  Lake,  Saskatchewan,  Nov.  1, 
Mr.  George  Gunn  says  : 

"There  is  a  great  deal  of  this  country 
which  has  a  sprinkling  of  gold  of  the 
finest  dust  kind.  It  has  evidently  been 
wa  hed  from  the  Kocky  Mountains  at 
some  period  before  the  rivers  flowing 
down  the  eastetn  side  were  formed  ;  and 
its  source  seems  to  ba^betwcen  the  Sas- 
katchewan and  Aihabacas  ilivers.  in  the 
Mountains,  or  in  the  Toot  Hills." 

He  says  ho  has  been  witb  those  Amer- 
icans who  "intend  to  prospect  next  sum- 
mer, and  entertain  the  highest  hopes  ol 
findin''  the  sources  of  this  lloat  gold. 
They  predict  that  it  will  be  ten  times 
richer  than  Cariboo. 

\»ain  :  "I  must  sav  a  fe^v  words  about 
the  Saskatchewan  gold  region,  to  give 
you  an  idea  of  its  position  and  extent. 
As  a  starting  point,  let  me  assume  that 
its  source  is  in  the  Foot  Hills,  south  of 
Jasper  House.  It  striker,  oil  in  a  south- 
easterly direction,  and  runs  farther  from 
the  mountains,-  as  it  ilows  southward. 

"  It  is  rich   enough    to    pay    on    Red 
Deer  Kiver,  and   northward    or.    all   the 
rivers  that  run  through  the  gold   regions 
it  will  pay  very  well.

convenience  of  travel,  and  that  by  such  a  road 
the  distance  to  Idaho,  Washington  and  Ore- 
gon, would  be  materially  diminished  without 
any  increase  in  the  dangers  and  difficulties  to 
be  encountered  on  the  routg.

Why  then  should  not  all  classes,  and  inter- 
ests and  intluenccs,    be  united  in  an  effort  in 
which  so    much    is    involved  ?

The  ob- 
verse ol  the  medal  will  consist  of  a  profile 
likeness  of  the    hero,   ■•urrounded   by  a 
wreath  of  laurel.    His  name  and  the  year 
of  his  victories  are  also  inscribed  upon  it, 
and  the  whole  is   surrounded  by  a  galaxy 
of  stars.     The   design    for  the  i  e verse  is 
ori'Mual,    appropriate   and  beautiful.     It 
is  tlie  figure  of  Fame  seated  in  a  graceful 
attitude  on  the   American   eagle,    which, 
with  outspread    wings,  soems    preparing 
for  fiight.     In    her  right   hand  she  holds 
the  s3°mbolical   trump,  and   in   her  U  ft  a 
scroll  on  which    are  inscribed  the  names 
ol  the  gallant  chief's  various  battles,  viz  : 
Corinth,  Vicksburg,  Mississippi  river, 
and   Chattanooga.'     On    her  head  is   a 
helmet,  ornamented   in   Indian   fashion, 
with  feathers  radiating  from  it.     In  front 
of  the  eagle,  its  breast  resting  against  it, 
is  a  shield  emblazoned  with  the  stars  and  l 
bars.     Just  underneath  this  group,  their 
stems   crossing   each   other,    are    single 
sprigs   of  the  pine  and  the  plain,  typical 
ol  the  North  and  South.     Above  the  fig- 
ure of  fame,  in  a  curved  line,  is  the  mot- 
to   "Proclaim    Liberty    throughout    the 
Land."      The   edge   is  surrounded,  like 
the   obverse,   with  a   circle  of  stars  of  a 
style  peculiar  to  the  Byzantine  period, 
and  rarely  seen  except    in    illuminated 
MSS.  of  that  age.

In  the  rebel  Senate,   on  the   18th   ulti- 
mo, during  the  consideration  of  the   Im- 
pressment bill,   Ut.  Wigiall   took   occa- 
sion to  give  his  views  on  the   question  of 
honesty.

"If  repudiation  is  to  be  the  result,  he 
was  prepared  to  lay   down  his  arms  and 
surrender  at  once,  for  the  loss  of  liberty 
would  be  more  tolerable  than  the  loss  of 
honor.     If  the  country  is   ruined   by  the 
incontinent  madness  of  the  people,  every 
man  of  them  will  be  ruined  ;    if  it  is  dis- 
honored they  will  all  share  the  dishonor. 
Let  the  leaders  of  the  people  and  the  press 
explain  these   matters  to  the  people,  in- 
stead of  telling  them  that   they  will  gain 
their  independence  but   lose  thoir   liber- 
ties.    Let  Congress  pass   such  a  bill  as 
he  had  indicated,  and   let  the  members, 
when  they  return  home,  tell  their  constit- 
uents the  object  of  the  bill,  and   they  will 
receive  the   plaudit,     'Well  done,   thou 
good  ami  faithful  servant.'  "

describes  the  destruction  of  the  blockade 
ruaner,  as  follows : 

••Off  Ciiaklestox,  Feb.  2. 

Very  early  this  morning,  some  daring 
Englishman  made  a  bold  attempt,  just  be- 
fore daybreak  and  durmg  a  log,  to  run 
th-  blockade.  He  succeeded  in  getting 
in  as  far  as  the  mouth  of  the  harbor,where 
he  was  run  ashore  by  trying  to  avoid  the 
■hells  from  our  batteries,  which  were  Hy- 
ing in  every  direction. 

The  Jog  soon  cleat  ed  up  and  there  was 
the  blocklide  runner  hard  and  fast  on  the 
beach.  She  was  a  splendid  looking  side- 
wheel  steamer,  with  two  smoke-stacks 
and  rakish  masts.  .,11 

Forts  Wagner  and  Gregg,  aided  by 
two  monitors  at  once  commenced  to  shell 
her  and  by  noon  she  was  a  complete 
wreck.  A  two  huiuired  pounder  Turrolt 
from  Fort  Wagn^T  cut  her  nearly  in  two. 

Besides  the  shelling  of  the  steamev,  the 
city  of  Chirleston,  James  Island,  and 
Forts  Johnston  and  Moultrie  have  re- 
ceived a  tremendous  cannonading. 

The  same  correspondent  under  date  of 
February  3d,  says  the  rebels  have  tried 
several  times  lately  to  reinfurce  the  al- 
most worn  out  garrison  lu  the  ruins  of 
Sumter,  but  have  failed.  It  cannot  be 
done  by  daylight,  as  our  guns  have  full 
range  of  the  harbor  all  around,  and  at 
night  our  cal'iuiu  lights  are  kept  lighted, 
and  bear  not  only  on  Sumter,  but  on  all 
the  harbor  and  the  city,  so  that  it  is  im- 
possible for  a  boat  or  steamer  to  go  near 
the  ruins. 

In  addition  to  this,  the  small  remnant 
of  the  garrison  in  the  1  uins  are  treated 
every  ten  or  fifteen  minutes  to  a  heavy, 
powerful  Farrott  shell,  from  sunset  till 
daylight. 

Most  of  the  men  in  Sumter  are  negro 
slaves,  and  we  know  that  some  twenty 
or  thirty  of  them  are  killed  daily. 

Nigl.t  before  last,  it  being  somewhat 
hazy,  one  of  the  rebel  rams,  in  couipany 
with  a  torpedo  boat,  a  cigar-shaped  infer- 
nal machine,  left  iMount  Pleasant  and 
proc  eded  do»vn  the  creek  in  the  rear  of 
oulli van's  Island,  for  the  purpose  of  go- 
ing out  to  make  an  attempt  to  destroy 
the  gunboats  Ilousatonic  and  Napsic, 
which  were  on  guard  duty  that  night  on 
the  south  channel  near  Beach  Inlet. 
When  the  ram  and  infernal  machine  had 
got  ready  to  make  a  dash  out  of  the  In- 
let it  was  discovered  that  the  ram  was  in 
a  sinking  condition.  She  was  turned  ba<:k 
into  the  Inlet  where  she  now  lies  sunk. 
She  went  down  carrying  with  her  eight  of 
her  crew. 

This  mishap  put  an  end  to  the  attempt 
to  destroy  our  vessels.  This  is  the  third 
ram  that  the  rebels  have  lost. 

A  lew  days  ago  a  squad  of  ten  rebel 
soldiers,  including  a  sergeant  escaped  to 
our  hues.  They  say  that  starvation  stales 
them  in  the  face  in  Charleston — that  all 
civil  laws  are  at  an  end  in  the  cily,  and 
that  militar}  rule  has  full  sway  oyjr  the 
civil  authorities.  Every  means  in  their 
power  will  be  resorted  to,  to  force  the 
blockade  here.  They  must  have  assist- 
ance or  stirve. 
They  report  that  the  city  is  badly  dam- 
aged from  Gilmore's  constant  bombard- 
ment which  is  still  going  on.  It  is  calcu- 
lated at  least  a  ^lR'll  is  sent  into  the  city 
about  every  ten  minutes.

ITi-ibunes  Special.'}  —The  delegation 
representing  the  wool-growing  interests

Personal. — Captain  W.  P.  Davidson 
arrived  here  en  the  stage  yesterday,  after  an 
absence  of  several  weeks.  The  Commodore 
has  got  his  fieet  in  order  again,  and  in  a  few 
days  will  start  a  boat  out  for  Saint  Paul.  His 
company  will  operate  twcnty-si.x  bo.its 
and  nearly  thirty  barges  next  summer. 

Colonel  Wellington,  Proident  of  the  North 
Western  Packet  Company,  is  also  in  tlie  city, 
lojking  after  the  interests  of  the  large  line  of 
which  he  is  President.

To-day,  February  Uth,  U  "Valentine's 
Day,"  as  it  is  commonly  called,  a  sort  of  semi- 
church  festival,  but  hy  long  usage  devoted  to 
other  uses.  The  day  is  named  after  St.  Val- 
entine, who,  according  to  some  authors,  was 
a  Bishop,  and,  according  to  others,  a  presby- 
ter, who  was  beheaded  at  Rome  in  the  reign 
of  the  Emperor  Claudius  (A.  U.  270)  and  was 
early  canonized.  Wheatby  says  that  Saint 
Valentine  "was  a  man  of  most  admirable 
p.irts,  and  so  famous  for  his  love  and  charity, 
that  the  custom  of  choosing,  Valentines  upon 
his  festival  took  its  ri-;e  from  thence." 

Others  derive  the  customs  of  its  observance 
from  birds  being  supposed  to  select  their 
mates  on  this  day.  Others  again  from  a  prac- 
tice prevalent  at  Ancient  Rome  at  the  festival 
of  the  Lnpercalia,  lield  during  the  month  of 
February,  when  among  other  ceremonies  tiie 
names  of  young  women  were  placed  in  a  box, 
from  which  they  were  taken  by  young  men, 
as  chance  directed.  The  pastors  of  the  early 
church,  finding  it  impossible  to  extirpate  this 
pagan  ceremony,  changed  its  form.  As  once 
practiced,  it  was  the  custom  on  the  eve  of 
Feb.  14,  Saint  Valentine's  Day,  to  have  the 
names  of  a  select  number  of  one  sex  put  into 
some  vessel  by  an  equal  number  of  the  other, 
and  thereupon  every  one  drew  a  name,  which 
for  the  time  being,  was  called  his  or  her  Val- 
entine. 

The  custom  of  choosing  Valentines  existed 
verj'  early,  and  was  much  practiced  in  the 
houses  of  the  gentry  in  England.  Taerc  are 
frequent  references  to  if.  in  Shakspeare.  After 
the  extension  ot  the  postal  facilities,  the  cus- 
tom became  general  of  lovers  sending  to  eac'i 
other  on  this  day,  tender  missives,  in  those 
days  written  an<l  probably  containing  origi- 
nal verses,  which  in  later  days  were  super- 
ceded by  tastefully  printed  or  engr.ived  Val- 
entines. 

In  the  United  States,  the  day  has  been  ob- 
served for  many  years  by  this  custom.  The 
Valentine  publishing  trade  is  quite  a  branch 
of  bcisiness  in  some  cities.  They  are  pot  up 
of  every  style  and  price,  from  three  cents  to 
925,  and  for  days  before  the  14th  of  each  Feb- 
ruary-, stores  where  Valentines  are  exposed 
fof  sale  are  crowded  with  youths  and  maidens, 
each  selecting  some  appropriate  billctdoux  to 
send  to  his  or  her  lover. 

Of  very  late  years  the  sentimental  origin  of 
the  custom  is  more  honored  in  the  breach 
than  the  observance,  and  a  large  proportion 
of  the  Valentines  used  are  "comic,"  contain 
ing  the  most  ludicrous  and  grotesque .  pic- 
tures and  verses.  The  wits  of  the  artists 
seem  to  be  taxed  to  invent  the  most  absurd 
and  laughable  designs.  Haruly  any  one  es- 
capes being  lampooned  by  these  hideous  cari- 
tures,  and  immense  is  the  fun  created  by 
them.  Young  .\merica  has  but  little  faith  in 
love.  It  is  not  practical  enough  for  his  ideas. 
But  "fun"  is  a  legitimate  pursuit,  and  nine 
comic  Valentines  arc  now  sent  where  one 
sentimental  one  is.

.^elfasain.     He    has  made    a  proposition 
to  repeal   the   IIomeste.id   Law,  that  the 
public  l.inds  may  become  a  cuarantoe  for 
the  p:iMiient  of  the  National  debt,  which 
h,,  sav's  will   amount  to   throe    thousand 
millions    of    dollars    when    wo  have  got 
through  the  w.ar.     We    are  glad  to  learn 
th.at  this  proposition    meets  with  little  fa 
vorat    W:ishingt:n.     In    the    first  place 
the  revenue    from   tho  public  lands,  over 
.ind  above  the    cost    of  survey  and  sale, 
never  amounted  to,  and  never  can  amount 
to  any    considerable    sum.     Up    to  Sep- 
tember. ISGO,  th.i  whole  quantity  of  p.b- 
lic  laufls  soM  for  cash,  sin..-e  the  Govern- 
ment w.as    founded,    amounted    to  only 
1.30,033.048    acres;    while    the  quantity 
donated  aw;iy,  amounted  to  2l::«,4:K>,G0i 

acres. 

The  proceeds   of  the  lands,  taken  as  a

The  effect  of  the  repeal  of  tlie  Home- 
stead Law  would  be  to  stop  emijzratiLD 
to  the  West,  and  to  throw  our  public 
lands  iito  the  hands  of  speculators,  a 
policy  which  has  proved  a  curse  and 
Uiglit  to  manv  of  fairest  portions  of  the 
West,  anil  tlc\otid  millions  of  acres  of 
our  public  domain  to  a  sterile  unproduct- 
iveness wlii -li  coubl  hardly  bj  worse  if 
thev  hail  been  buried  under  the  burning 
sands  of  Sahara.

THEIR  ARRIV\L  BELOW  TOWN. 

Starting    from    Hastings    at    11    o'clock, 
the     Regiment,    to     tho    number    of     262 
men,   were    brought  up  on  the  ice,  and  ar- 
rived at  the  bend  of  the  river   by  Dayton's 
Blufl'at3  o'clock.    Five    cannon    were  now 
fired  in  quick  succession  from  the  hill,  by  the 
battery  under  command  of  Capt.  Hendricks, 
as  a  signal  that  our  guests  had  arrive.!.    Soon 
hundreds  were  on  the  way  to  the  Ixjwer  Le- 
vee to  greet  them,  and   in  half  an  hour— by 
the  time  the  line  of  procession  was  formed, 
fully    five    thousand   persons    had  collected 
there.    Here  some  afiec ting  scenes  were  wit- 
nessed, as  persons  greeted  their  long  absent 
friends  and  relatives,  and  some  ot  the  veter- 
ans were  almost  squeezed  to  death,  or  would 
have  been  if  ibey  had  not  been  "  men  of  iron  " 
The    crowd    was  so  dense,  and  so  eager  to 
press  up  to  the    heroes,    who   were  regarded 
with  a  sort  of   veneration,  that   the  veterans 
could  scarcely  form  their   line.    When  they 
raised  their  torn    and    bullet-riddled  flag  that 
hid  waved  over  tlieir  heads  on  many  a  bloody 
field,  cheer  after  cheer  greeted  it.    The  scene 
was  a  most  impressive  one,  reminding  one  of 
those  thrilling  words—

It 
was  a  feast  worthy  of  the  heroes  for  whom  it 
was  prepared,  and  the  ladies  who  had  the  en- 
tertainment in  charge,  rctiected  lasting  credit 
upon  themselves  and  the  city. 

ARUIVAL  OF  TIIE  SOLDIERS. 

About  lour  o'clock  the  veterans  reached  the 
Athcnaium  and  entered  amid  filing  of  cannon, 
music  by  the  band,  waving  of  handkerchiefs 
by  the  ladies  and  cheers  by  spectators.    The 
burjt  of  joyous  greeting  melted  on  the  lips  of 
the  assembled    multitudes,  as    the  heroes  of 
twenty-one  battles  marched  up  the    hall,  and 
hundreds  then— albeit  unused  to  the  melting 
mood— were  afieeted  to  tears,  by  the  glorious 
but  sad   associations    suggested    by  their  ap- 
pearance. Their  battle-worn  flairs  were  placed 
in  the  centre  of  the  rostrum  and  their  tattered 
remains  attested  the  severity  of  the  cimpaigns 
through  which  they  have  Ijecn  borne. 

After   the   men   were  seated  at  the  tables. 
Mayor  Warren.inbehalf  of  tho  city.wclcomed 
them  in  the  following  address :

Thns.  step  by  step,  as  rapiilty 
as  pen-istentlv  repeated  misrepresentations, 
and  military  preparations  rendered  it  safe, 
were  the  people  of  Arkansas  allured  or  driven 
from  peace  and  prosperity,  to  political  and 
social  anarchv  and  military  despotism. 

It   is  ii'-t  mV  purpose  to  detail  the  bitter  ex- 
periences of  this  people  under  rebel  rule.  You 
have  only  to  imagine  an  ambitious,  traitorous 
tvrant  in  military  command  among  you  ;   pri- 
vate arms  collccK d,  and  at  his  tlispc-al ;  niar- 
tiallaw  declared,    and    "a   patrol  of  ten  men 
and  a  Captain  (his  minions)  in  each  township, . 
to  assist  in  arresting  and  imprisoning,  without 
charge    or     complaint,     suspected  freemen. 
The  hideous  particulars    will  at  once  suggest 
themselves. 
Of  Federal   occupation  I  shall  .-con  speak

IDAHO. 

REMARKS   BEFORE    CHICAGO    BOARD 
OF   TRADE.    FEBRUARY  9TH,  1864.— 
BY  CAPT.  JAMES  L.  FISK. 
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place  in  the  sisterhood.  As  being  not  wholly 
dc^oi.l  of  inicrest.  and  necessary  to  under- 
stand fully  the  i>resent  and  future  develop- 
ments here,  I  will  review  very  carefully  the 
rebellion's  history  in  Arkansas. 

Much  has  been  said  and  ^\Titten  concerning 
Union  majorities  in  seceding  States,  and  yet 
to  very  many  the  fact  seems  incredible.  Once 
only  ha-i  the   qncsti  m  been  snbniittcd  to  the 
people  of  Arkansas,  when  a  majority  of  nearly 
icn  thousand,  (or  four  to  five)  voted  "Union." 
And  to  these  (as  bad  enough  rebels  testified) 
should  be   added  those  who  refused  to  vot.«. 
Y'et  Arkansas  seceded.  Strange  contradictian- 
Pri'ir  to  lS*)t)  what  is  known  here  as  the 
Johnson  dynasty  had  f.r  years  been  in  power. 
In   ISiiO  it  was  ousted.     But   the    secession 
whcme   came  to  their  rescue,  and  the  con- 
demned si. in  "Die  Nasty,"  instead  of  sailing 
up  Salt  River  as  tlic  people  ordered,  sailed 
direct  to  .Montgomery  with   he  people  in  tow. 
It  was  done  on  this  wise :    An  act  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  Jantiary  14, 18^1,  ordered  an 
election  (February  isth)  for    delegates  to  a 
Convention,   which  met  here  on   the  4tli  of 
March,  ISll.    Thh  vote  disclosed  the  Union 
majority  before  napped,  and  a  good  working 
majori'y  of  Union  delegates. 

Numerous  scccs.«i  >n  ordinances  were  reject- 
ed by  them,  and  the  Fire  Eaters  only  succeed- 
ed in  having  the  question  of  "  co-operation  or 
secession"  submitted  to  the  people;  (at  a  date 
however  safely  remote)  the  convention  at  the 
same  time  resolving,  41  to  27,  to  co-operate 
with  tho  Border  States.  A  little  patriotism  i.*- 
a  dangerous  thing,  as  we  shall  see. 

The  r-^so!utions  ollored  indicate  various 
shades  ci  Sfntincnt  ar-iOTi"  the  members, 
though  the  puic?"v"'-f.  po  ptain't'.  i.'.i  Cal- 
houn hcres'os  that  tew  dared  deny  the  right 
of  a  State  to  secede.  Accordingly  ( ?)  Union 
men  coolly  recommended  to  the  General  Gov- 
ernment the  propriety  of  "  recognizing  at  as 
early  a  d.iy  as  practicable  the  independence  of 
the  States  alruidy  sccoued."  ilic  following  is, 
however,  the  most  significant  of  their  publish- 
ed resolutions,  though  it  wa?  of  course  re- 
jected. 

"  Whereas,  The  remarkably  strons  Union 
sentiment  which  prevails  in  this  convention, 
leaves  us  no  hope  of  the  secession  of  the  State 
of  .\rkansa&  from  the  Federal  Union,  which 
was  a  blessing  under  Washingron.  but  a  curse 
under  Lincoln.  And.  Whereas,  This  conven- 
tion is  consuming  a  considerable  amount  of 
the  State  funds,  with  no  hope  of  obaining 
value  received ;  and,  whereas.  The  prcdomin- 
nting  sentiment  of  this  convention  seems  to  be 
sutjmis  ion  to  the  Administration  of  Lincoln. 
Therefore, 

Be  it  Rjsolved,  That  this  convention  is  a 
nuisance,  and  bhould  be  adjourned  sine  die 
immediately,  &c." 

It  ilid  adjourn  Marcli  21st,  to  meet  soon 
after  the  proposed  Aug"st  election. 

Thus  matters  stood  when  President  Lincoln 
declared  his  purpose  to  execute  the  laws.  In 
the  meanwhile  the  leading  relK?ls,  having  in 
their  hands  all  the  machinery  of  the  State 
Government,  the  wealth,  and  hence  necessarily 
all  the  avenues  of  information  and 
influence;  prostituting  all  these  to 
their  factious  purposes;  subsidized  the  , 
press  and  circulated  only  their  own  coined  or 
disorted  facts.  Branded  as  cowardly  subinis- 
Btonists  all  who  b'.it  hesit.ited;  collected  priv- 
ate arms  for  their  military  organizations,  and 
took  p<)^scssion,  in  the  name  of  the  assembled 
mob,  of  the  arsenal  with  all  its  arms  and'  mu- 
nitions; all  ostensibly  to  "  preserve  an  armed 
neutrality." 

All  iK^ng  in  readiness,  David  Walker.  Pres- 
»ident  of  the  late  Convention,  ordered  it  to  re- 
convene on  the  <",th  of  May— months  before 
the  vitiil  question  was  to  f)e  submitted  to  the 
people.  It  met.  What  applimccs  metam- 
orphosed this  so  late  Union  (  r)  into — wanting 

on- a  Secession    Convcnti<m,    I  have  little 

up  ice  to  record.  One  member  testifies  "  Be- 
fore I  reached  Little  liock  I  was  warned  by 
no  less  an  offlL-er  than  the  .Secretary  of  State, 
not  to  come  to  our  common  Capital  or  I  would 
be  hung-"  Another,  as  the  tin  il  vote  was 
about  b^ing  taken,  received  a  d  spatch,  over 
his  wife's  name  to  the  effect  that  everybody 
had  "  tnrned  over  since  Liuc(Jln's  Inaugural 

to  go  for  Secession  by  all  means."     On  in- 

qniry  his  wife  knew  nothing  of  the  dispatch. 


Lumbering  Prospects 
Itasca. 

Co:'e«poDdence  of  tlie  St.  Paul  Press. 

Those  who  contemplate  making  visible  im- 
provements the   coming  season,   may,  from 
present  indications,  calculate  upon  extrava- 
gant prices  for  lumber.    Tho  lack  of  snow  the 
present  winter,  has  left  our  lumbermen  wi:h 
not  more  than  half  a  winter's  work  accomplish- 
ed, and  if  there  is   any  faith  to  be  placed  in 
signs  of  the  wcatherwisc,  there  will  be  another 
season  of  low  water  which  will  prevent  the 
logs  coming  down  stream.    The  most  reliable 
sign  I  know  of  is  the  fact  of  not  seeing  a  new 
muskrat  house  on  the  ponds  in  this  vicinity 
tor  two  years.     These  animals  seem  to  have 
deserted  the  small  lakes  and  taken  to  holes  in 
the  river   banks  where  they  have  access  to 
water.    What  little  snow  wc  have  had  is  fast 
disappearing,  hardly  moistening  the  soil  which 
we  find  upon  digging  is  nearly  as  dry  now  as 
it  was  last  July. 

Previous  to  1849,  Minnesota  was  considered, 
I  believe,  a  country  much  subject  to  droughts, 
then  followed  afjont  twelve  years  with  gener- 
ally sufficient  rain  to  secure  a  good  show  of 
vegetation,  but  it  must  not  be  overlooked  that 
wc  seldom  have  a  whole  season  in  which  our 
crOi  s   do  not  suffer   considerable    with   dry 
weather.    1  fancy  we  arc  now  to  have  a  series 
cf  dry  sca.sons,  and   suggest  to  farmers  that 
they  resort  to  some  method  of  irrigation.    It 
is  often   asserted  that    frequent    stirri.'g   cf 
the  soil  in  dry  weather  furnishes  moisture  to 
I  the     growing     crops— but    my    experience 
I  cmvinees    me    that    it    is    all    very  nice  for 
a   theory,  but    plenty   of     water     is    very 
essential     to     the     provlucing     of    a     good 
crop,  particularly  of   roots,    grass  or  grain. 
If  any  of  your  readers  ha-.c  yet  resorted  to 
irrigation,  they  will  confer  a  favor  upon  oth- 
ers by  giving  a  description  of  this   method 
through  your  columns. 

Wild  ducks  are  getting  plenty  in  these 
parts,  which  old  settlers  say  indicates  an  early 
spring.  I  always  set  down  the  last  day  of 
winter  on  the  first  day  I  hear  crows.  I  have 
heard  none  yet,  though  tree  toads  have 
croaked  quite  freely  during  the  past  two 
weeks,  which  I  find  by  my  note  book  always 
indicates  a  thaw,  which  we  certainly  are  now 
having. 

I  doubt  if  any  one  ever  saw  a  more  de 
lightful  winter  in  this  latitude,  take  it  all  in 
all,  as  the  present  has  boen.  VVirli  the  excep- 
tion of  the  first  week  in  January,  my  contra- 
band says,  "it  passes  him  mos  sanguine  'pec- 
tations."  With  the  exception  of  freezing  off  the 
point  of  his  heels,  he  has  wintered  well.  I 
can  easily  tell  now  which  way  he  is  travelling 
by  his  foot  prints,  which  somewhat  mystified 
me  before.  K*

The  news  that  Sumter  hod  fallen  un  Jer  the 
puns  stolen  by  the  trairors  from  onr  national 
fortres.«es,  wa.s  fl.i<hcd  over  tlic  wires  on  Snt- 
nr.l«y  afternoon,  .\pril  13,1851,  and  fe'l  on  the 
freemen  of  Minnesota  like  a  spark  of  fire  on  .1 
in  tpazinc.

It  is  worthy  of  record  that  Gov.  Ramsey, 
who  was  then  in  Washin^jton,  tendered  a  re- 
giment ot  men  from  this  State  to  nplioM  the 
lliiR  of  the  nation— which  was  the  first  tender 
of  luen  made  to  and  arrei>t^d  by  the  Tresi- 
dent.  When  this  news  came  over  the  wires, 
it  is  also  no'cworthy  thit  men  said,  "What! 
One  whole  regiment  fn>m  tin's  Stare?  It  is 
too  mm  h!"  So  li  tie  did  we  then  know  the 
resources  of  a  state  that  has  sent  13,000  men 
to  tlie  war.

Regiment  to  be  sent  to  Washington  was  re- 
ceived wih  great  rejoicing.  Messengers  were 
at  once  dispatched  to  call  in  the  companies 
which  were  on  tlie  march  northward,  and  on 
the  20th  the  regiment  wa.s  collected  again,  and 
ready  to  depart  for  Washington,  the  forts  in 
the  meantime  being  garrisoned  ijy  companies 
of  the  Second  regiment.

On  June  22d,  r  most  lovely  and  mild  day, 
the  regiment  was  drawn  up  in  line  at  sunrise, 
completely  ejuippcd  t'>r  th(  irjoumey.  Chap- 
lain Neill  innde  a  shc>rt  and  impressive  prayer 
to  "Almighty  God  to  shield  them  in  the  day 
of  battle,  and  support  them  in  all  trials  and 
dangers."  The  scene  was  was  a  most  memo- 
rable otie.

Embarkins  nn  t"- >  sf.^nmers,  they  were  in 
a  few  minutes  ia  .  .  d  at  i::e  Upper  Levee,  and 
hastily  form!.. 'rar'>.  inarched  through  our 
city.  Great  crowds  greeted  and  cheered 
them.  The  spectacle  ot  1080  men  going  forth 
to  battle,  miiny  of  whom  would  never  return, 
was  a  scene  that  drew  tear-;  from  eyes  unused 
to  weep.  And  as  the  200  war-scarred  veterans, 
liaptised  in  the  flame  of  twenty  of  the  greatest 
batt'es  of  the  *%vorld,  marched  back  through 
Third  Street  yesterday — a  mere  handful!  com- 
pared with  the  thousand  strong  and  eager 
young  men  who  trod  it  in  June,  *Gl — those 
tear.s  must  have  llowed  afresh.

Re-embarking  on  the  steamers  at  the  Lower 
L^vec,  they  continued  their  journey  down  the 
Mississippi.  At  Hastings,  Red  Wing,  Lake 
City,  Winona,  &c.,  the  regiment  was 
greeted  with  crowds  and  demonstrations  of 
esteem  and  love.  One  wing  of  the  rcgi. 
m"nt  went  via  La  Crosse  and  the  rest  via 
Priirie  du  Chien,  meeting  in  Chicago  at  6 
o'clock  r.  M.  of  June  23d.  Afer  a  few  hours 
delav,  during  which  time  thcv  encamped  in 
the  "Wigwam,"  they  .started  for  Washington, 
via  Pi'tsbuigh  and  Ilarri.sburgh,  reaching  the 
Capita!  on  June  2G,  I  ite  at  night.  Their  en- 
tire journey  through  Wisconsin,  Illinoi-s,  In- 
diana and  Ohio  was  one  triumphal  fete. 
Tiir.v  .vnniv!:  at  av.xshi.notox. 

The  Re.jiment  at  once  went  into  Camp  on 
Cai>ito;  Hill,  and  began  a  new  course  of 
severe  miliary  discipliue.  Their  line  phys- 
ique, intelli;:ent  appearance,  and  ^ol- 
dierly  bearing  elicited  prai.-e  from  all  who 
saw  them,  and  gave  Minnesota  a  national  rep- 
ution  which  it  wili  ever  bear.  In  bravery  in 
battle,  too.  it  socn  won  from  all  the  army  odl- 
cers  that  high  encomiuiu  that, ''Me  Firxf  Min- 
n-sola WAS  TIIK  FINEST  RKGIMKNT  IN 
OUR  ARMY,"  which  being  the  llnest  army 
in  tlio  world,  makes  the  First  Minnesota  "the 
finest  Bejimcnt  in  the  world  .'"    It  is  a  eulogy 

well  deserved. 

TUF.Y  IXVAPi:  viuniM.v. 

On  July  third,  the  First  Min.iesota  invaded 
the  South,  and  encamped  near  Alexandria, 
Virginia.  They  were  now  attached  to  Gen. 
Franklin's  P»rigade,  Gen.  Heintzelman's  Di- 
vision, and  accompanied  it  in  the  advance  on 
Manassas,  which  resulted  in  the  memorable 
b'tile  of  Bnll  Run.  Of  this  battle  we  give 
Col.  GormaJi'.-  o!>ieial  report :

'Siii — I  have  the  honor  to  communicate,  as 
Co'oiiel  of  the  First  Minnesota  Regiment  of 
Volunteers  the  events  connected  with  the 
inovcinents  of  my  command,  comprising  a 
part  of  vour  brigfide. 

On  Tnesd.iy  nmrning.  the  U'th  inst.,  in  obe- 
dience to  your  order,  we  took  up  iho  line  of 
marel:,  and  on  the  evening  of  Thursday  ar- 
rived iit  Ccntrcviilc,  and  bivouacked  until 
Siiiulay  morning,  the  21st  inst.,  at  half-past 
two  o'clock.  wh<:n  we  again  took  up  our  line 
of  in.ireh,  in  obedience  to  your  orders,  to  meet 
file  CBeiny,  then  known  to  be  in  larsrc  force 
between  liuU  Run  and  Manassas  station,  Va. 
Our  march  from  Centreville  to  Bull  Run 
was  net  marked  by  any  extraordinary  event, 
my  ngiiuent  leading  the  advance  of  your 
l)rigade.  On  arriving  at  Pull  Run  the  batt'e 
began  to  rage  with  great  w.irnith  with  the  ad- 
v..ncc  Ciilumn  of  infantry  and  artillery  of  iin- 
other  division,  both  being  hotly  en.saged. 
Here  Captain  Wri','lif,  of  the  military  engin- 
eers, serving  as  an  aid  upon  the  staff  of  (?ol. 
Ileintzelman,  cfunmandng  our  division,  iu- 
forined  me  that  my  regiment  was  needed  to 
Hank  the  enttmy  upon  the  extreme  lett,  where- 
iijion  I  moved  forward  at  "  quick"  and 
*•  double  ipiick"  time,  until  we  .arrived  at  an 
ojien  held  looking  out  upon  the  enemy's  lines. 
.\ftcr  holding  this  position  a  short  time.  Cap- 
tain Wright,  bv  your  dir<»etion,  ordered  me 
tl.vo'igh  the  woods  to  take  position  near  the 
front  and  C(ntrc  of  the  enemy's  line,  in  an 
open  fie  d,  where  we  came  under  the  direct  fire 
oi  the  enemy's  batteries,  formed  in  "column 
by  division." 

After  remaining  in  this  position  for  some  ten 
minutes,  1  received  ordirs  from  both  your  aids 
and  tho.sc  <d  Colonel  ileintzelman  to  pass  the 
whole  front  of  the  enemy's  line,  in  support  of 
I'iekett's  bittery,  and  proceed  to  the  extreme 
right  of  our  line  and  the  left  of  the  enemy,  a 
di-tance  of  at)Out  a  mile  or  more. 

This  movement  was  eirected  at  "quick"  and 
and  "ilnuble  quick"  time,  botli  by  the  infau- 
iVv  and  artillery,  during  which 'march  the 
men  threw  from  their  sliDulders  their  haver- 
sacks, blankets  and  most  of  their  canteens  to 
f.icilitate  their  eagerness  to  engage  the  ene- 
my. On  arriving  at  the  point  indicated,  b.^- 
iug  the  extreme  left  of  the  enemy  and  the  ex- 
treme right  of  our  line,  and  in  advance  of  all 
orli(  rof  our  troops, and  whore  I  was  informed 
o  iieidly  that  two  other  regiments  had  de- 
clined to  charge,  we  formed  a  line  of  battle, 
oar  light  resting  within  a  few  feet  of  the 
woods  and  the  left  at  and  around  Rickett's 
battery,  and  upon  the  crest  of  the  hill,  within 
fitty  f-r  sixty  feet  of  the  enemy's  line  of  in- 
f  tntry,  with  whom  we  could  have  readily  con- 
versed in  an  ordinary  tone  of  voice.  Iinme- 
tli  itely  u(.on  Rickett's  V)attciv  coining  into 
position  and  we  in  "line  of  battle,''  Col. 
Heint;'.elman  rode  up  iKtween  our  lines  and 
I'.iit  of  the  enemy,  wiihin  pistol  shot  of  each, 
which  eircumstiiiecs  staggered  my  judgment 
whether  those  in  front  were  friends  or  enc- 
uiies.it  b:  iug  equally  manifest  that  the  enemy 
were  in  the  same  dilemma  as  to  our  identity. 
Rut  a  few  sea.mls,  however,undeeeivcd  both, 
'Iicv  displaying  the  rebel  and  we  the  Union 
flag. 

instantly  a  blaze  of  fire  was  poured  into  the 
fices  of  tiie  combntau's,  each  producing  terri- 
ble distraction,  owing  to  the  close  proximity 
of  the  forces,  which  was  followed  tiy  volley 
afier  vollev,  in  regnl  ir  and  irregular  order  as 
to  time,  nut  1  Rickett's  battery"  was  disabled 
atid  cut  to  5)ieccs,  and  a  large  portion  of  its 
o.liiei's  and  men  fallen,  and  until  companies 
!l,  I,  K,  C,G  Jind  those  immediately  surround- 
ing u,y  regimeural  flag,  were  so  desperately 
cut  to  pieces  as  to  make  it  more  of  .i  slaughter 
than  an  equd  combat,  the  enemy  manifcstiv 
nindxring  five  giijis  to  our  one,  besides  be- 
ing enrrenehed  in  the  woods  and  behind 
ditche?  and  juts  pi  dnly  perceptible,  .nnd  with 
batteries  cm  the  enemy's  right,  enfilading  niv 
left  flank,  and  within  three  hundred  and  tif  v 
yards  direct  r.nnge.  After  an  cflTort  to  obtain 
iaid  trim  the  Fire  Zouaves,  then  immediately 
np'-n  our  left,  two  or  three  different  orders 
came  to  retire, as  it  was  manifest  that  the  con- 
test was  too  deadl,v  and  unequal  to  be  longer 
justiiiably  maintained.  Mhereupim.  I  gave 
the  eornniand  to  retire,  seeing  that  the  whole 
of  onr  forci  s  were  seem  ngly  in  retreat.  Every 
inch  ot  gronntl,  however,  was  strongly  con- 
tc.-ted  by  skirnfshers.  through  the  woods,  I  y 
the  fences  and  over  the  undulating  ground, 
u  it  I  we  had  retired  some  four  hundred  yards 
in  leasonaMy  good  order,  to  a  jmint  where 
tlie  men  eouhl  procure  water,  and  then  took 
up  a  regular  and  orderly  retreat  to  such  point 
as  some  general  oIHccr  indicared  thereafter. 

I  feel  it  due  to  my  regiment  to  say,  that  be- 
fore leaving  the  extreme  right  of  oiir  line,  the 
enemy  attempted  to  make  a  charge  with  a 
body  of  perhaps  five  hundred  cavalry,  who 
were  met  by  my  command  and  a  part  of  the 
Fire  Zouaves,  and  repulsed  with  considerable 
loss  t )  the  enemy,  but  without  any  to  us. 

I  am  more  than  gratified  to  say  that  I  kept 
the  large  body  of  my  regiment  t.  get  her,  and 
m  irchcd  from  the  field  in  order,  and  on  the 
march  and  near  an  open  space  where  Col. 
Heintzelman's  coliinn  lefc  the  Centreville  and 
Manassas  road  in  the  morning,  and  pas-ed  to 
the  riijht,  we,  in  conjunction  with  others,  re- 
pulsed the  enemy's  Ciivalry,  whg  attempted  to 
charge. 
Peforc    leavins  the   field,  a  portion  of  tbo 


right  wing,  owing  to  the  configuration  of  the 
ground,  and  the  intervening  wood.s,  became 
detached,  under  the  command  of  Lieutenant 
Colonel  Miller,  whose  gallantry  was  conspic- 
uous through  .ut  the  entire  battle,  and  who 
contested  every  inch  of  the  ground  with  his 
forces  thrown  out  as  skirmishers  in  the  woods, 
and  succeeded  in  occupying  the  original 
ground  on  the  right,  after  the  repulse  of  a 
body  of  cavalry.  I  deem  it  worthy  of  remark 
that  during  a  part  of  the  engagement,  my  reg- 
iment and  that  of  the  enemy,  at  .some  points, 
became  so  intermingled  as  scarcely  to  be  able 
to  di.«tinguish  friends  from  foes  and  my  forces 
made  several  prisf.ners,  cniong  whom  was 
l.iciit.  Colonel  lioone,  of  Mississippi,  who  is 
now  in  Washington,  and  fully  recognizes  his 
captors. 

I  reu'ard  it  as  an  event  of  rare  occnrrence  in 
the  annals  of  hi.story,  that  a  regiment  of  vol- 
unteers, not  over  three  months  in  the  service, 
marched  up  wiihont  flinchinz  to  the  mouth  ot 
batteries  ot  cannon,  supported  by  thousands 
of  infantry,  and  opened  and  tnaintained  a  fire 
until  oiie-f'fth  of  the  whole  regiment  was 
killed,  wounded,  or  made  prisoners  before  re- 
tiring, except  for  purposes  of  advantage  of 
position. 

M\-  heart  is  full  of  gratitude  to  my  oflileers 
and  men  for  their  gallant  bearing  throughout 
the  whole  of  this  desperate  engagement,  and 
to  distinguish  the  merits  of  one  from  another 
would  l.»c  invidious,  and  injustice  might  be 
done. 

Major  Dike  and  my  Adjntnnt  bore  thcm- 
thcniselves  with  coolness  throughout.  My 
Chaplain,  Rev.  E.  D.  Neill,  was  on  the  field 
the  whole  time,  and  in  the  midst  of  danger, 
giving  aid  and  comfort  to  the  wounded. 

Dr.  Stewart,  while  in  the  field,  was  ordered 
to  the  hospital  bv  a  medical  oJ'ieer  of  the  ar- 
mv  ;  Dr.  LeRout  llier  coirtinucd  wit*i  his  regi- 
ment, and  actually  engaged  in  the  fight— 
nuither  of  whom  have  been  lieard  from  since. 
[Ihev  were  taken  prisoners.] 

Ihit  I  have  not  unfairly  or  unjustly  to  the 
truth  of  history  sta-cd  the  fa^ts  in  reg  ml  to 
the  gall.inc  eouduct  of  my  regiment,  is  fully 
proved  by  the  pendcd  fist  of  kdled  and 
Wounded,  shoicin:/  firt'/  nine  killed,  one  hun 
dred  and  seven  tcuiinded  and  thirty-fonr  miss- 
ing/. 

Among  the  incidents  of  the  cngigement, 
mv  c.iminan  1  took  sever.d  prison  rs,  among 
wh.'Ui  was  Lieutcuaut  Colonel  lioone.  of  the 
Mi.-ssissipui  regiiiieuf,  taken  personally  by  Mr. 
Irvine,  of  my  regiment.  I  deem  it  but  just  th..t 
tirs  fact  should  be  ofdcially  known,  as  I.ieu 
tenant  Cohuul  Roonc  was  an  ofiicer  of  the 
h  ghest  rank  taken  in  the  battle. 

Ti:e  regimental  flag  borne  by  my  color 
ban  r  has  ilirough  its  folds  one  cannon  bad. 
two  grape  shots  and  •sixteen  bullets,  and  one 
in  the  stafL  The  color  guard  v.ere  all  wouui!- 
ed  but  the  cohir  b  arer,  one  n>ortally.  The 
company  flag  of  Company  I  was  pierced  with 
live  bails,  and  one  <m  the  sj>ear  he.;d. 
Very  rospeeti.dlv,

The  disa.strous  battle  of  Bull  Run  roused 
the  country  anew.  Half  a  millim  men 
were  c;'llcd  to  the  field,  and  Gen.  McClellan 
cnnmenced  the  task  of  reorganizing  his  splen- 
did army.  Our  First  lay  in  cmip  drilling 
d  :ily,  and  in  a  few  weeks  received  loO  re- 
cruits. Col.  Gorman  was  promoted,  and  N. 
J.  T.  Dana  took  his  place.  Other  changes 
which  we  have  not  space  to  give,  occurred 

among  the  ofiicers. 

TUi:  HATTI.E  OF  n  all's  nL'TV. 

The  next  battle  in  which  the  First  was  en- 
gaged, was  ihc  repulse  at  Edward's  Ferry. 
We  subjoin  Col.  Dana's  official  report :

Capt.  John  11.  Pell,  Acting  Adjut.ant  General, 
Gorman's  Brigade. 

On  Saturday  List,  at  abont  one  o'clock  r.  M., 
I  received  a  verbal  order  by  an  Aid-de-Camp 
from  Rrigadiir  General  Gorman,  to  turnout 
my  regiment  immodiatcly  ami  m\reh  it  to 
Edward's  Ferry,  ab mt  two  miles  distant. 

At  this  time  there  were  three  companies,  vi^ : 
Company  \,  Capt.  Coates,  Company  l>,  Capt 
Dawnio,'and  Comp.:ny  G,  Capt.  Messick,  on 
detached  service  as  pickets,  extending  along 
the  Potomac,  from  three  to  twelve  miles  below 
the  Ferry.  The  .remaining  seven  companies 
of  the  reg'ment  were  under  arms  and  readv 
for  marciiing  in  a  few  minutes,  \yith  tidrty 
rounds  of  ammunition  in  each  man's  cartridge 
b  >x.  After  being  disphtyed  in  a  line  on  the 
hills,  in  full  vioiv  aid  easy  range  of  the  Vir- 
ginia siioro,  for  s  line  tiiiie.  I  received  an  order 
to  inarch  to  the  river  bank  at  the  ferry,  and 
send  two  eenn panics  across  in  the  three  small 
fiat-bo.its  which  were  there.  Having  taken 
l)Osifiou  along  the  banks  so  as  to  cover  the 
crossing  with  the  lire  of  onr  riilcs,  Caprain 
Morgan  and  Lester  with  their  companies,  i:, 
and  K,  were  ordered  to  er.iss,  which  they  did 
in  gallant  style  under  cover  of  a  sharp  fire 
from  several  pieces  of  artillery  posted  on  the 
liilis  in  our  rear,  landing  on  the  enemy's  shore 
at  dusk,  and  finding  his  cavalry  juckcts  still 
on  the  bank  when  they  were  only  fitly  yards 
fro;n  it. 

They  deployed  as  fskirnrshcri:  along  the 
shore,  anil  after  remaining  there  about  filteen 
minutes.  1  was  ordered  to  recail  them.  The 
bugle  sounded  twice  before  they  re-einb.arked, 
and  although  greatly  disappointed  at  not  being 
allo.ved  to  remain,  they  were  in  good  spirits. 
The  regiment  was  than  onlercd  back  to  camp, 
and  the  men  sent  to  I  cd  with  orders  to  be 
ready  for  marching  at  a  moments  notice. 

I  w  IS  at  bed  only  three  hours,  when  at  1 1-2 
o'clock  A.  M.,  on  Monday  morning.  I  received 
an  order  to  have  the  regiment  aroused  with- 
out noise,  breakfasted, ami  at  daybi^'ak  march 
ed  to  the  ferry,  with  knapsacks,  canteens,  and 
one  da\  's  r.itions. 

Hiviug  reached  the  landing  nnd  received 
instriict'ons  f{)  cross  the  river,  Capt.tin's  Far- 
reil and  Smith,  with  their  companies,  C,  and 
1),  were  (udered  to  cross  first  and  deploy  as 
skirmishers  on  the  bluff  on  the  Vtrginia  side, 
about  four  hundred  yards  from  the  landing, 
I'he  boats  aff  >rded  passage  for  only  two  com- 
panies at  a  trip,  and  first  crossing  was  made 
in  about  nine  minutes.  The  regiment  crossed 
by  boat  loids  as  rapidly  as  possible,  and  at 
ai)out  half  pist  eight  o'clock  it  was  formed  in 

ine  of  battle,  its  left  resting  on  G>;osc  Creek, 
nnd  with  tue  two  companies  deployed  as  skir- 
mishers about  fi>iir  hundred  yards  in  front. 
This  positicm  we  continued  to  hold  for  three 
days,  durfng  a  great  portion  of  which  it  rained 
violently  and  w  ;s  very  cold.  Companies  A, 
R,  G,  arrived  from  detached  service  during 
Monday  night.  About  the  hiiddle  of  that 
nighr.  alter  twenty-five  himdreil  troops,  in- 
cluding thirty-six  civalry  and  two  pieces  of 
anillery,  had  crossed,  orders  were  issued  to 
recross  the  river  and  for  Minnesota  to  hold 
the  position  ami  cover  the  crossing.  With 
this  purpose  the  regiment  was  formed  and 
kept  ill  line  under  arms,  whilst  other  troops 
were  crossing,  but  the  order  was  countcr- 
ni.mdcd  in  the  course  of  the  night,  after  about 
half  ot  the  troops  had  iTossed,  and  they  wi-ie 
again  rccrosscd  lo  the  Virginia  side  with  oth- 
ers t )  reinfore  them. 

TliC  jegimcnt  wis  heavily  drawn  on  for 
outlaying  pickets  and  for  fatigue  parties  ot 
men  to  work  the  boats.  Durisig  one  day  and 
nighc  five  companies  were  on  piiket  guard  in- 
dilfrcnt  positions  in  advance,  and  on  I'uesdav 
Company  1,  commanded  by  2d  Lieutenant 
Halsey,  was  attaeked  by  the  enemy,  in  force, 
with  the  loss  of  one  priv.ue  killed  and  wound- 
ed, heretofore  reported. 

Al)Out  lialf-pa.stnine  o'clock  on  Wednesday 
night,  I  was  sent  for  by  Brig  idior  Gener.il 
StcHie,  who  h  id  assumed  command  of  the 
whole  force,  which  was  then  upwards  of  four 
thousand  men,  nearly  two  hundred  horses, 
(including  those  belonging  to  mounted  offi- 
cers,) ami  two  pieces  of  artillery,  and  in- 
formed by  him  that  he  had  received  orders 
t)  retire,  and  had  selected  me  to  superintend 
the  embarkation  ot  the  left  wing,  and  de- 
tailed the  1st  Minnesota  to  cover  the  retreat 
and  h  >ld  the  positi  >n,  it  attacked,  to  the  last. 

1  announce" I  the  instructions  and  explained 
the  delicacy  of  the  service  to  theoiheersof 
the  regiment,  who,  appreciating  to  the  full 
extent  the  high  compliment,  leaped  forward 
with  the  men  and  occupied  the  lines  in  ad- 
vance, whilst  the  difficult  task  of  embarking 
the  division  and  crossing  them  in  the  dark 
was  aitempte<l  to  be  accomplished  before  day- 
break. In  addition  to  this  service  the  regi- 
ment furnished  sixty -five  men  to  man  the 
bats  for  the  purpose  of  crossing  the  other 
troops,  horses  and  guns. 

Wi:h  great  labor  and  in  perfect  silence  this 
trying  task  wrs  fully  and  satisfactorily  accom- 
plished. Not  a  pound  of  public  property, 
either  of  provisions,  or  ammunition,  or  any- 
thing else  was  left  behind,  but  every  man, 
musket,  knapsack,  cinridge  and  raiori  which 
c<mld  be  found  was  carried  over  by  the  boats, 
and  details  of  men  from  ths  regiment,  in  ad- 
diton  to  their  own  property,  loaded  into  the 
boats  and  sent  over  considerable  quanlities  of 
provisions  nnd  cartridges  which  were  found 
to  have  l)eeti  left  behind  by  others.  We  de- 
stroyed nothing. 

As  the  first  streak  of  dawn  made  its  appear- 
ance, Minnesota  again  alone,  with  General 
Stone,  stood  upon  tbc  Virginia  shore,  and 


everything  else  having  been  placed  on  board,  ; 
the  men  were  ordered   to  follow.    I  coveted  | 
the  honor  to  be  the  last  man  upon  the  bank,  1 
but  the  gallant  General  would  not    yield  his 
place  and  I  obeyed  liis  order  to  go  on  board 
leaviniihim  alone. 

What  can  I  say  for  the  men  of  Minnesota, 
more  than  that  for  those  few  days  of  hard- 
ship and  toil  ihey  proved  themselves  worthy 
of  their  State,  and  of  the  fame  they  have 
acquired  for  her?  Patient,  bold,  obedient, 
orderly  and  disciplined.  I  claim  for  them  the 
title  of  veterans,

YORKTOWX. 

After  the  Edwards  Ferry  afl'air  the  Regi- 
ment remained  in  camp  at  Poolesville.  Mary- 
land, until  it  was  called  to  join  in  the  siege  of 
Yorktown.  It  did  nor.  however,  take  any  im- 
portant part  in  that  siege — pic/et  duty  and 
the  shovel  consuming  most  of  their  time. 

MfcCLF.LLAX'S   CAMFAIOX. 

The  famous  Peninsular  campaign  now  com- 
menced, and  the  First  hid  their  full  share  of 
duty.  At  Weft  Point  on  May  7th,  they  were 
in  line,  but  met  with  no  casualties.  They 
pushed  on  wi:h  Gen.  Dana's  Brigade,  of 
which  they  now  formed  a  part,  and  reached 
the  Chickahominy.  Here  they  lay  several 
weeks,  fortifying  and  building  bridges.  The 
First  Regiment  constructed  a  long  bridge 
(which  yet  bears  their  name)  .standing  up  to 
the  w.iist  in  water,  and  skirmishing  with  the 
enemy  in  thcjneantime. 

TllF,  RATTLr  OF  FAIR  O  VKS. 

While  engaged  in  this  duty  the  rebels  at- 
tacked onr  army,  and  the  First  was  ordered 
up.  A  fierce  conll'ict  ensued.  Only  three 
companies  were  realty  engaged  in  this  battle, 
and  the  lo?s  was  only  one  killed  and  several 
wounded— yet  the  First  contrilniteJ  much  to 
the  fortunes  of  the  day,  nnd  were  much 
praised. 

n.VTTLE  or   PF.ACII   ORCHARD. 

Early  in  the  morning  of  the  29:h  of  June, 
(Sunday)  in  compliance  with  orders  from 
headquarters,  the  regiment  fell  b'.ck  from 
Fair  Oaks  to  Allen's  Farm,  where  our  men 
were  attacked  by  the  enemy  in  force,  being 
for  several  hotrs  exposed  to  a  storm  of  shot 
and  shell,  while  supp')rting  the  Rhode  Island 
battery. 

nATTLR  OF  8AVAOF.  S  STATIOV. 

Aljout  noon  the  regiment  fell  back  to  Sav- 
age Station,  two  miles  distant.  Here  they 
were  again  attacked  late  in  the  afternoon, 
and  a  fierce  fight  ensued,  b  )th  of  artillery 
and  infiintry.  The  First  .supported  Genenil 
Burns  in  his  gall. mt  ehargv«,  f>rmiugalinc 
150  yards  in  his  re.ir  for  a  time,  and  then  ad- 
vancing under  a  galling  fire  ot  shot  and  shell, 
and  taking  a  position  in  line  with  him  on  his 
left,  to  prevent  his  being  outflanked.  The 
enemy  then  threatened  to  outflank  Lieut,  Col, 
Miller,  (who  was  in  command  of  th.e  regi- 
ment )  He  held  his  ground  by  forming  the 
bulk  of  his  regiment  at  right  angles  with  their 
former  position,  throwing  the  o'her  compa- 
nies to  the  left  and  front  as  skirmishers. 
Some  Vermont  Regiment  came  to  his  aid,  and 
with  their  assistance  our  boys  held  their 
ground  and  drove  the  enemy  buck.  Our  Reg- 
iment was  warmly  praised  by  Gen.  Dana  f  jr 
their  hcoism.  After  dark  the  march  was  re- 
sumed. 

HATTLK  OF  OLr.NDALF  (OH  WIIITF.  O.VK  SWAMPS.) 

All  the  next  day  (Monday,  June  30th,)  the. 
Regiment  was  marching  and  countermarcl  - 
ing  until  towards  night,  when,  under  Gencr;  1 
Dana's  orders,  they  threw  away  their  knap- 
sacks, and  rc-took,atthe  point  of  the  bayonof, 
a  position  in  the  edge  of  the  wood  which  had 
been  abandoned  by  another  Union  Regiinenf. 
While  here  they  were  attacked  by  the  Ifith 
N.  C.  Regiment  after  dark,  bat  a  few  volleys 
scattered  the  rebels.  At  Midnight,  in  obe- 
dience to  orders,  our  boys  again  fell  back. 

BATTLF  OF  MALVKRX     HIX.L8. 

On  the  next  d  ly  (^ly  1,)  the  buttle  of  Mal- 
vern Hills  took  place.  Our  boys  were  under 
fire  twice^-oncc  whiie  acting  as  reserve  in  an 
open  field,  and  agiin  in  front  where  they  held 
their  position,  and  remained  until  morning. 
The  fight  was  fierce  and  bloody,  and  the  reb- 
els were  repulsed.  This  was  the  last  of  that 
series  of  tremendous  conflicts  known  as  the 
"  Seven  days'  fight." 

virxxA. 

The  next  duty  assigned  to  the  First  was  pro- 
tecting the  rear  of  Pope's  retreat,  in  which 
they  had  one  or  two  brushes  with  the  Rebs, 
just  to  keep  their  hand  in,  Lee's  army  was 
now  on  its  northward  offensive  movement.and 
the  First,  of  course,  was  in  our  front  to  check 
them.    'Ihcymctat 

ANTIETAM. 

On  this  memorable  field  the  First  was  under 
fire  for  some  minutes,  and  fiutTered  severely, 
147  being  killed  and  wounded.  The  shot  and 
shell  fell  in  and  around  them  like  hail,  but 
coolly  the  First  charged  on  the  rebel  lines, 
and  drove  them  back.  In  this  engngcn.cnt 
they  were  pitted  against  both  infantry  and  ar- 
tillery, and  though  compelled  once  to  fall 
back,  did  nobly,  and  as  usual  won  great 
praise. 

FRKDRICKSnCRO  XO.  1. 

When  Gen.  Burnside  attacked  Fredericks- 
burg on  Dec.  11,  the  First  was  in  the  advance. 
That  day  they  charged  across  the  river  on  a 
pontoon  bridge,  and  drove  the  rebs  back, 
meeting  with  only  a  few  casu  ditics. 

The  next  day  were  under  fire  several  times, 
and  were  all  diy  in  posts  of  great  danger,  and 
behaved  in  such  a  brave  manner  as  to  call  for 
special  mention  from  the  oiiicers  of  the  day. 
That  night  they  encamped  in  the  streets,  and 
resumed  the  fight  the  next  day  (Dec,  13) 
skirmished  all  daj',  dug  rifle  pits  at  night,  and 
in  the  next  day's  battle  broke  the  enemy's  ad- 
vance. 

The  next  day  they  rccrosscd  the  Rapp.than- 
nock.  Their  loss  in  this  battle  waa  small,  but 
their  services  valuable. 

FRF,DERICK"»nrRO  ?»0.  2, 

Another  period  of  inaction  followed,  broken 
by  a  change  of  commanders,  and  the  advance 
by  Hooker  on  Fredcricksburgh,  May  3d,  1853. 
This  attack  was  unsuccessful,  as  is  wed 
known,  but  the  1st  Minnesota  won  new  laurels 
to  grace  their  banners.  Their  loss  was  nine 
wounded. 

General  Lcc  was  now  collecting  Lis  forces 
for  a  second  invasion  of  the  North,  and  the 
1st  was  one  of  the  walls  of  steel  sent  to  beat 
him  back.    The  two  armies  met  at 

Cr.TTYSIlURO. 

on  July  2d,  and  were  under  heavy  artillery 
fire  most  of  the  day.  Late  in  the  day  the  en- 
emy made  a  charge  in  force,  and  our  linos  in 
front  gave  way.  The  Ut  Minnesota  was  or- 
dered up  on  a  rnn,  and  charged  down  a  hill  on 
the  enemy's  line.  The  fire  that  met  them  was 
terrific.  Col.  Colville  and  Lieut.  Col.  Adams, 
Major  Downie,  Capts.  Periam.  and  others, 
were  here  severely  wounded,  and  many  killed. 
The  rebels,  although  outnumbering  us  two  to 
one  were  broke  and  scattered. 

At  day-break  the  contest  was  renewed.  Our 
First  was  again  under  a  most  infernal  fire.  Shot 
and  shell  fairly  rainedon  them,  but  the  First 
ky  qnict  until  an  advance  was  made  by  the 
enemy  when  it  dro\  c  them  back  and  took 
500  prisoners.  But  at  what  a  loss !  Captains 
Messick  and  Farrcl  killed.  Lieutenants  Ma- 
son, Ilermon,  Huey.  and  Heffelfingcr  wound- 
ed. If  the  records  of  all  the  other  battles  of 
the  First  were  blotted  out,  their  heroic  brave- 
ry, their  desperate  and  successful  charges  and 
■evere  loss  is  this  battle,     shonld  alone  im- 


mortalize them.  Their  killed  was  68,  and 
149  wounded,  leaving  only  272  men  in  the 
regiment. 

The  shattered  remnants  of  the  First  aided 
in  the  pursuit  of  Lee,  and  had  several  severe 
brushes  with  the  enemy,  rising  almost  to  the 
importance  of  battles. 

The  First  was  soon  afterward  ordered  to 
New  York  to  enforce  the  draft  in  that  city.  It 
arrived  in  New  York  about  Aug,  20th,  and 
was  stationed  at  Governors  Island,  and  after- 
wards on  Brooklyn  Hei^^lits.  Here  they  were 
visited  by  numbers  of  citizens,  Minnosotians 
nnd  others.  They  had  several  festivals  and 
suppers  given  to  them,  and  everybody  vied 
with  each  other  in  doing  honor  to  the  brave 
men  who  had  such  a  high  reputation. 

On  September  2nth  they  broke  camp  and 
returned  to  the  sacred  soil  of  Virginia,  where 
they  remained  until  the  retreat  of  Meade  a  I  ng 
the  line  of  the  railroad.  Here  the  First  again 
faced  the  enemy  at

andagdn  whipped  them  severely,   and  cap- 
tured several  cannon  from  them. 

This  was  the  last  battle  in  which  the  First 
was  engaged.  It  remained  in  camp  until  the 
present  furlough  was  granted  them.  Their 
recept  on  at  Washington  has  already  been 
given  in  our  paper.

000  to  S>  10,000  including  express  |money  and 
about  §1,500  in  the  poss<!Stiion  of  the  conduc- 
tor. They  also  rifled  the  valises  .-md  c.irper 
bags  of  the  i)assenger8,  nnd  took  all  tie  good 
hats  they  could  find. 

The  ptf sengers  were  :nken  completely  by 
surprise,  and  olliercd  no  lesistance.  The  rebel 
robbers  were  dressed  in  the  United  States 
uniforms,  and  under  the  command  ot  the  no- 
torious Harry  Gil'i  ore  o"  B.iliimorc.  It  is  rc- 
P'lrted  thattho-  did  not  disturb  the  mails  nor 
attempt  to  destroy  cars  They  made  off  as 
som  as  they  secured  ihc  l>ooty.  Their  plans 
were  to  c.ipture  also  aya.^senger  trdn  iroin 
west,  but  it  received  timely  warning  and  stop- 
ped at  Maninsburg  till  tie  danger  was  over.

If  we  wish  to  make  Slav- 
ery an  outlaw  it  must  be  done  by   consti- 
tutional amcnihnent,   and   it   is   not   the 
k-a?t  among  the  arguments  for  the  imme- 
diate  adoption  of   lliis   measure   that   it 
would  relieve  the  subject  of  emancipation 
of  the  constitutional  objections  whieb  are 
often  plausibly  urge<i  against  the  ellieacy 
of  the  President's  proelamation. 

Tbo  following  elnular,  or  the  proposi- 
tion which  it  broaches,  is  creating  a  good 
deal  of  discussion  more  or  less  animated 
throughout  the  country  :

Sumner's  proposed  amend- 
ment,' and  at  tbe  same  time  reported 
back  a  substitute  for  a  joint  resolution  ol 
^Ir.  Henderson  on  the  same  subject,  lut 
-which  is  etpially  a  substitute  for  Mr. 
Sumner's,  providing  for  an  an-.endment 
of    tao    Constitution     in    tbe    following 

words :

This  procc  ding  indicates  very  clearly 
;it  least  that  the  objection  of  the  Judiciary 
Commitlee  was  to  the  form  or  terms,  and 
not  to  the  principle,  of  Mr.  Sumner's 
proposition,  which  is  quite  as  distiucth 
embodied  in  the  substitute. 

Ami  we  do  not  qtiite  see,  therefore, 
tbe  force  of  the  commendation  bestowed 
upon  the  Judiciary  Committee  by  the  N, 
Y.  I'inies  for  having  reported  against  the 
wording  of  Mr.  Sumner's  piopositioi. 
when  the  rejection  is  accompanie^J  with 
precisely  the  same  proposition  in  a  differ- 
ent, but  no  less  emphatic  form. 

Th<^  objection  of  the  Timet  is  that  this 
is  not  a  p'oper  time  for  the  agitation  of  a 
constitutional  amendment  abolishing 
slavery— that  it  would  change  the  issue 
before  the  people,  by  substituting  Aboli- 
tion instead  of  Union  as  the  object  of  the 

war. 

11  Mr.  Sumner's  declamatory  preamble 
shall  answer  no  other  purpose,  it   will  at 
least  serve  as  a  conclusive  answer  to  such 
objections  as  this. 

If  Slavery  and  Rebellion  are  identical 

;ind  there   is  no    intelligent    American 

who  does    not   know  that   they   are  so— 

then  Abolition   and    the  Union  are  from 

the  nature  of  the  case,  identical  also,  and 

a  war  for  one  is  necessarily  a  war  for  the 

other,  or  as  Mr.  Sumner  expresses  it :

of  property  by  the  army  of  the  United 
States  or  Military  authorities  during  the 
3)resent  rebellion. 

These  bills   provide  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  one  Commissioner  and  one  Soli- 
citor of  Claims  for  the  District  composed 
of  the  States  of  Indiana,  Pennsylvania, 
District  of  Columbia,  and  Virginia ;  one 
Commissioner  and  one  Solicitor  for  one 
District,  composed  of  the  States  west  of 
Virginia,   Ohio  and   Indiana ;  one  Com- 
missioner and  one   Solicitor  for  the  Dis- 
trict, composed  of  the  States  of  Tennes- 
see and  Kentucky ;  and  one  Commission- 
er and  one  Solicitor  for  the  District,  com- 
posed of  tbe  States  of  Illinois,  Missouri 
and  Kansas  ;  and  one  Commissioner  and 
one  Solicitor  for  those  States  not  includ- 
ed in  the  foregoing  Districts.

Mr,  BOUTWELL,  of  Massac^busetts, 
concurred  in  the  views  expressed  by  Da- 
vis of  Maryland,  saying  that  we  should 
wait  until  Arkansas  shall  reorganize 
without  coercion. 

Mr.  BOUTWELL  then  offered  a  series 
of  resolutions  declaratory  of  the  opinions 
of  the  House  in  regard  to  reconstruction 
of  the  Union  among  the  requirements  of 
which  are  freedom  to  the  blacks  as  well 
as  to  the  white  man. 

Mr,  KERNAN  of  New  York,  replied 
that  the  House  should  devote  themselves 
to  practical  questions  instead  of  discus- 
sing humbug  opinions. 

Mr.  DAVIS  argued  in  favor  of  the 
reference  of  the  credentials  of  Mr.  John-

The  First  Minnesota  Infantry  Volun 
teor  Regiment  arrived  at  Chicago  about 
1 1  o'clock  last  evening,  on  its  way  home 
to  recruit  .and  furlough.  The  Regiment 
contains  41(1  men,  of  whom  ?.0t>  men  and 
sixteen  ollicers  arc  returning,  the  others 
being  left  behind,  .«=ick  and  wounded, 
Tiie  regiment  leic  Rrandy  Station,  in 
the  front  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac,  on 
the  oth  instant,  and  arrived  in  Washin^'- 
ton  the  same  evening,  where  a  splendid 
bamiuf't  was  orcjiared  for  tlie  men  at  the 
National  Hotel.  They  passed  through 
Baltimore,  rhiladeljihia,  and  Pittsburg, 
and  arrived  in  (,'hicago  last  night,  march- 
ing direct  to  the  new  building — the  Sol- 
diers' Rest — being  the  first  regiment  that 
has  e!  joved  the  hospitalities  of  the  insti- 
tution.

At  midnight  the  bells  of  our  city  rang 
out  a  welcome  to  the  gallant  First.  It 
was  with  no  ordinary  feelings  that  our  cit- 
izens luiiled  once  more  those  men  who 
have  bravely  represented  them  upon  the 
hardest  fought  battle  fields  of  the  war, 
and  a  large  number  were  assembled, 
even  at  that  late  hour,  to  exten<l  to  them 
a  he.irty  greeting.

Jn  addi- 
tion to  the  exhibitions  of  enthusiasm  and 
joy  which  were  abundantly  given,  there 
was  manifested  upon  the  countenances  of 
those  in  waiting,  and  by  the  eagerness  to 
be  the  first  to  greet  the  returning  vete- 
rans, a  deep  personal  interest  in  these 
brave  men,  now  returning  to  their  homes, 
as  well  as  pride  in  their  g.illant  deeds. 

Hearty  cheers  welcomed  them  as  they 
took  their  places  at  the  table  after  brief

Slaverv  cnnnot  be  crusheil  without  crushing 
the  Rebellion:  that  every  forbearance  to  the 
r)ue  is  a  forbearance  to  the  other,  and  every 
blow  at  the  one  is  a  blow  at  the  other;  that  all 
who  tolerate  Slaverv,  tolerate  the  Rebellion 
and  all  who  strike  at  Slavery,  strike  at  the 
Rebellion ;  and  that,  therefore,  it  is  our  su- 
premest  duty,  in  which  all  other  present  du- 
ties are  contained,  to  take  care  that  the  bar- 
barism of  Slaverv  in  which  alone  the  Rcl)cllion 
has  its  origin  and  life,  is  so  utterly  trampled 
out  that  it  can  never  spring  up  again  any  where 
in  the  Rebel  and  belligerent  region ;  for  leav- 
ing this  duty  undone  nothing  is  done,  and  all 
our  blood  and  trea-sure  have  been  lavished  in

3.  Resolved,  That,  in  tlealing  with  the  rebel 
war  the  National  Government  is  invested  with 
two  cla.-ses  of  Rights— one  the  Ritjhts  of  Sov- 
ereumty,  inherent  and  indefeasible  cvery- 
ivhcre  within  the  limits  of  the  Vnited  States, 
and  the  other  tlie  Ruihts  of  ]Var,  or  Belliger- 
ent Rights,  which  hiivc  been  superinduced  by 
the  nature  and  extent  of  the  contest ;  that  bv 
virtue  of  the  Rights  of  Sovereignty,  the  reljcl 
and  belligerent  region  is  now  .subject  to  the 
National  Goveniment  as  its  only  righttul  gov- 
ernment, bound  under  the  Constitution  to  all 
the  duties  of  sovereignty,  and  by  .special  man- 
date bound  also  ";o  guaiauty  to  every  State 
a  UepuMican  form  of  government  and  to  pro- 
tect it  against  invjision  ;"  that,  by  virtue  ol  the 
Rights  of  War,  this  same  region  is  subject  t«- 
alltlie  conditions  an<l  incidents  of  war,  ac- 
cording to  the  established  usages  of  Christian 
Nations,  out  if  which  is  derived  the  familiar 
maxim  of  public  duty,  "Indemnity  for  the 
Past  and  Seeuritv  for  the  Future." 

4.  Rcsobvd,  That  in  seekii-g  the  restoration 
of  the  states  to  their  proper  places  as  mem- 
bers of  the  Republic,  so  that  every  State  shall 
enjov  again  its  constitutional  functions  and 
everVstaron  our  national  Hag  shall  reprc- 
scnta  state,  in  realitv  as  well  as  in  name, 
eare  must  be  taken  Th.at  the  Rebellion  is  n'>t 
allowed,  through  any  negligeace  or  mistaken 
concession,  to  rerain  the  least  foothold  for 
luiuvc  activitv,  or  the  least  germ  of  future 
life;  tluit  whether  proceeding  by  the  exercise 
of  Sovereign  Rights  or  IJelligeient  Rights,  the 
same  precautions  must  be  exacted  against 
future  peril;  that,  therefore,  any  system  of 
"tecunstniction"  must  be  rejected,which  does 
not  provide  by  irreversible  guaranties  against 
the  continued  existence  or  possible  revival  ot 
Slavery,  and  that  such  guarantees  can  be  pri- 
marilv"  obtained  onlv  through  the  agency  of 
the  National  Goveriiment,  which  to  thi.*  end 
must  assert  a  temporary  supremacy,  military 
or  civil,  throughout  the  Rebel  and  belligerent 
region,  of  sullicient  dura: ion,  to  stamp  upon 
this  reiiion  the  character  of  freedom. 

Resolved,  That,  in  the  exercise  of  this  es- 
sential suprcmaey  of  the  National  Govern- 
ment, a  solemn  (Uitv  is  cist  upon  Congress  to 
see,  that  no  Rebel  State  is  prematurely  res- 
tored to  its  constitutional  functions,  until  with- 
in its  borders  all  jn-opcr  sat'eguards  are  es- 
tablished, so  that  loyal  citizens,  inehuling  the 
the  new-made  freedmen,  cannot  at  anytime 
be  molested  by  evil  disposed  persons,  and  es- 
pecially that  nj  man  there  be  made  a  slave; 
that  this  solemn  duty  belongs  to  Cimgre-ss  un- 
der the  Constitution,  whether  in  the  exercise 
of  Rights  ot  Sovereignty  of  liights  of  War; 
and  that,  in  its  i)erforiuance,  that  .system  of 
'reeonstruetion"  will  be  found  tlie  best— how-

Itasc.v,  February  11. 
Business  looking  upalittle,  one  team  passed 
through  town  to-day. 

I  see  a  bill  is  up  before  the  Legislature  to 
"  prevent  foot  rot  in  sheep," — good  idea — sup- 
posing owners  of  sheep  keep  their  very  choice 
animaks,  off  of  the  sloughs  and  only  pasture 
them  on  high  lands,  this  will  save  some  of  the 
trouble  and  expense  of  legislation  and  benefit 
their  sheep.  One  would  suppose  that  this 
country  was  intended  for  nothing  else  but  a 
sheep  pasture  by  the  legislation  required  of 
late  for  their  especial  benefit. 

Suppose  the  Legislature  appoint  a  commis- 
sion before  it  adjourns,  to  put  the  water  in  the 
river  above  the  falls  of  St  Anthony    to  some 
good  use,  by  way  of  irrigating  a  few  thousand 
acres  of  land  th.it  without  it,  will  never  pay 
for  breaking  the  sod,  but  with  the    irrigation 
will  furnish  millions  of  bushels  of  grain  an- 
nually.   Let  the  meml)ers  of  the  commissi(m 
be  furnished  with  a  copy  of  the  Agricultural 
Report  of  the  Patent  Office  for  18G0,  where 
they  will  find  under  the  item  of  "  Irrigation," 
a  hundred  pages,  showing  how  that  mode  of 
enriching  the  soil  in  Europe  brings  an  immense 
revenue  to  the  governments,  and  they  will 
readily  see  what  a  mine  of  wealth  we  pos.sess 
now  lying  useless.    Let  the  commission  con- 
sist of  the  Governor  and  two  scientific  persons 
to  be  by  him  selected,  and  report  at  the  next 
session  of  the  Legislature.  A  small  appropria- 
tion might  also  be  made  for  this  purpose,  for 
reasons  useless  to  mention — though  a  portion 
would  come  in  play  probably,  to  counteract 
the  effect  of  water  on  the  brain.  It  is  very  evi- 
dent as   our   lakes  and  wells  are   drying  up, 
and  Congress  is  putting  an  extra  tax  on  other 
fluids,  that  we  must  have  water  or  go  up— 
muskrats  and  Brick  Pomeroy   notwithstand- 
uig.

against  slavery  wherever  it  exists,    nor  only 
as  a  crime  against  humanity,  but  as  a  disturb- 
er of  the  public  peace  and  the  spoiler  of  the 
public  fil>erties,  including  the   liherty  of  the 
press,  the  liberty  of  speech,  and  the  liberty  of 
travel  and  transit;  that  obviously,  in  the  pro- 
gress of  civilization,  it  has  become  incompati- 
ble with  good    government,    and  especially 
with  that  "Republican  form  of  Government" 
which  the  United  States  are  l)ound  to  guaran- 
tee to  every  State ;  that  from  the  outbreak  of 
this  rebel  war,  even  in  States  professing  loy- 
altv  it  has  been  an  open  check   upon  patriotic 
duty  and  an  open  accessory  to  the  rebellion, 
so  as  to  lie  a  source  of  unquestionable  weak- 
ness to  the  National  cause ;  that  the  defiant 
pretensions  of  the  master,  claiming  the  con- 
trol of  his  slave,  arc  in  direct  conlliet  with  the 
paramount  rights  of   the  National    Govern- 
ment ;  and  th.it,  therefore,   it  is  the   further 
duty    of   Congress,    in    the    exercise  ot  its 
double    powers    under   the   Constitution,  as 
guardian  of  the  national  safety,    to   take  all 
needful    steps    to    secure    the    extinction  of 
.shivery,  even  in  States  jirofcssing  loyalty,  so 
that  this  crime  against  humanity,  this  disturb- 
er ol  the  public  peace,  and  this  spoiler  of  the 
public  liberties,  shall  no    longer    exist    any- 
where to  menace  the  general  harmony ;  that 
civilization  may  be  no  longer  shocked;  that 
the  ccmstitutional  guarJinty  of  a  Republican 
fonn  of  government  to  every  state    may  l>e 
fulfilled ;  that  the  rebellion  may  be  deprived 
of  the  traitorous  aid  and  comfort  which  slave- 
ry has  instinctively  volunteered ;  and  that  the 
liiaster,  claiming  an  unnatural  property  in  hu- 
man llesh,  may  no  longer  defy  the  National 
Government. 

7.  Resolved,  That,  in  addition  to  the  guar- 
anties stipulated  by  Congress,  and  as  the  cap- 
stone to  its  work  of  restoration  and  reconcil- 
ia  ion,  the  Constitution  itself  must  l>e  so 
amended  as  to  prohibit  slavery  everywhere 
within  the  limits  of  the  Repul)lic;  that  such  a 
prohibition,  leaving  all  personal  claims,wl:  eth- 
er of  slave  or  master,  to  the  legislation  of 
Congress  and  of  the  States,  will  be  in  itself  a 
sacred  and  invioKable  guaranty,  representing 
the  collective  will  of  the  people  of  the  United 
States,  and  placing  Universal  Emancipation 
under  the  sanction  oftheCon.stitution,  so  that 
Freedom  shall  be  engraved  on  every  foot  of 
the  national  soil,  and  be  woven  into  everj' 
star  of  the  national  flag,  while  it  ektates  and 
inspires  our  wht)le  national  existence,  and  the 
Constitution,  so  often  invoked  for  slavery, 
but  at  last  in  harmony  with  the  Declaration 
of  Independence,  will  become,  according  to 
the  holy  aspirations  of  its  founders,  the  sub- 
lime guardian  of  the  inalienable  right  of  ev- 
ery human  being  to  life,  liberty,  and  the  pur- 
suit of  happiness ;  all  of  which  must  be  done 
in  the  name  of  the  Union,  in  duty  to  human- 
ity and  for  the  sake  of  permanent  peace.

ed. About  seventy-five  collected  early 
in  the  evening,  including  Senators  Harris, 
i\Iorrill,  Wilson,  Doolittle,  Trumbull, 
Clark,  Pomcroy  and  oihers. 

Alter  some  time  spent  in  informal  con- 
versation, Rt  presentative  Morrill  called 
the  meeting  to  order.  Senator  Harris 
was  nominated  for  chairman,  but  declined 
upon  the  ground  that  he  should  leave  be- 
fore the  meeting  adjourned.  Senator 
Trumbull  was  then  nominated,  and  also 
declined,  stating  that  he  must  "go  home 
earlv."  Finally  Senator  Clark  was  ap- 
pointed, and  wished  to  know  the  object 
of  the  meeting. 

Mr.  Ashley  stated  that  the  caucus  was 
held  last  week  for  the  purpose  of  making 
appointmerits  to  till  vacancies  in  the  Na- 
tional Republican  Committee,  to  meet  on 
the  -i^d  iiist.,  and  that  the  consideration 
of  the  subject  had  been  postponed  until 
to-night.  He  understood  that  the  mem- 
ber from  Delaware  had  a  series  of  reso- 
lutions to  ofVer.  He  also  believed  it  was 
desired  to  have  West  Virginia  represent.'d 
in  the  Commiitee,  and  was  himself  anxious 
that  the  name  of  the  committee  sliould  be 
changed  to  "  National  Union  Committee" 
so  as"to  draw  in  the  Union  men  of  the 
Border  States. 

Mr.  Smithers,  olTared  a  resolution 
that  the  vacancies  in  the  National 
Union  Committee  occasioned  by  death  or 
otherwise  should  be  hlled,  and  that  the 
delegation  in  Congress  nominate  "gentle- 
men for  that  purpose,  who,  upon  being 
selected  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee, 
should  participate  in  its  labors.  He  had 
drawn  up  the  resolution  at  the  suggestion 
of  Union  men,  but  had  no  desire  to  sug- 
gest any  names. 

Mr.  Dooliltle  thought  it  best  to  sug- 
gest names  iiifbrmally  to  the  committee, 
and  that  the  whole  niattter  had  been  left 
to  it. 

:Mi-.  Arnold  of  Illinois,  did  not  approve 
of  the  measure.  The  Chicago  platform 
was  framed  in  a  dilTerent  manner,  and  he 
did  not  think  it  advisable  to  depart  from 
that  plan. 

Mr.  Smithers  urged  that  the  matter 
should  be  settled  in  a  conference  among 
members  of  the  several  States. 

Senator  Wilson  wanted  to  know  how 
many  vacancies  then'  were  ! 

Mr.  Doolittle  believed  there  were  five, 
though  some  said  seven. 

Mr.  Wilson  was  in  favor  of  a  reason- 
able amount  of  conference,  but  not  too 
much.  Members  should  sinijily  suggest 
names  to  the  committee  and  let  it  chosse 
for  itself.  The  Republican  party  had 
changed  very  much  since  the  last  election 
and  m  canvassing  for  President,  it  had 
become  necessary  to  admit  every  sound 
Union  man  who  would  act  with  them. 
We  had  outgrown  the  affairs  of  18G0, 
and  he  wished  they  had  no  committee  at 
all,  but  would  recognize  any  and  every 
one  who  would  co-operate,  whether  he  be 
from  the  Republican,  Union,  Democratic, 
or  any  other  party. 

A  member  from  California  said  he  hop- 
ed the  Union  Congressmen  would  have 
something  to  say,  but  not  be  allowed  to 
decide.  The  Convention  should  not  be  a 
part>  one,  but  one  in  which  all  parties 
would  unite  for  the  support  of  the  gov- 
ernment. If  the  Convention  was  organ- 
ized as  Republican  organization  it  would 

fall. 

Mr.  Doolittle  said  the  name  of '  •repub- 
lican" had  been  laid  by  in  all  the  States. 
It  was  now  Union.  They  needed  the  war 
democratic  vote,  and  they  must  be  frank 
and  cordial  with  the  people  if  they  suc- 
ceeded in  getting  it.  He  was  opposed  to 
inviting  none  but  Republicans  to  serve  on 
the  cmnmitte  The.>  had  an  immense 
task  before  them.  He  would  not  now 
speak  for  or  against  any  of  the  parties 
named  in  connection  with  the  Pres- 
idency. Until  the  Convention  selec- 
ted a  candidate,  whoever  should  be 
nominated  he  would  support,  whether  it 
was  Ilalleck  or  McClellan,  or  Grant  or 
any  other  General.  That  rule  should 
govern  every  man  if  they  wished  to  insure 
success. 

Considerable  debate  followed,  in  which 
it  was  urged  that  the  name  of  the  com- 
mittee be  changed  to  that  of  the  "radical 
unconstitutional,"  and  all  the  other  ad- 
j.ctives,  "Union  Committee,"  or  any 
other  name,  except  its  present  one.  It 
was  believed  that  if  such  a  step  was  taken 
the  Union  men  would  vote  the  ticket.  The 
New  York  Herald  had  come  out  for 
amending  the  Constitution,  and  it  was 
probable  that  the  Union  party  would  be- 
fore long  do  as  well. 

Mr.  Colfax  approved  of  the  resolution. 
There  were  many  present  who  could  not 
come  back  to  Congress  without  the  vote 
of  war  democrats,  and  they  knew  all  that 
the  present  Speaker  of  the  House  was  in- 
debted to  them  for  his  election.  The  next 
contest  would  be  a  sharp  and  severe  one. 
They  would  find  their  opponents  united 
and  strong.  The  darkest  hour  was  yet 
in  store  for  them,  and  they  must  act  in 
unison  if  they  expected  to  succeed  in  any 
nomination.  He  could  not  foretell  what 
might  be  the  fate  of  the  Government 
should  the  present  administration  be  suc- 
ceeded by  a  President  nominated  by  the 
other  (democratic)  side  of  the  House. 

Mr.  Schenck  wanted  it  to  be  called 
"The  Free  Union  Party,"  with  a  new 
committee,  new  organization  and  a  new 
platform.  The  old  dnes  had  become  use- 
less He  would  offer  a  substitute  for 
the  resolution,  instructing  the  Union  or- 
ganizations of  the  several  States  to  elect 
delegates  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a 
committee,  who  should  decide  the  time, 
place  and  basis  upon  which  the  conven- 
tion should  meet. 

Senator  Pomeroy  was  in  favor  of  the 
substitute,  and  urged  its  adoption,  to- 
gether with  members  from  the  Border 
States. 

Mr.  Ashley  thought  the  gentlemen 
were  exceedinjj  their  privilege.  The 
caucus  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  Pres- 
ident, the  convention,  platfoim,  or  any- 
thing else,  except  to  suggest  names  for 
filling  the  National  Committee.  He  urg- 
ed the  adoption  of  the  previous  resolu- 
tion. 

Mr.  Schenck's  substitute  was  finally 
rejected — yeas  twenty- three,  nays  thirty- 
one. 

It  was  then  suggested  to  appoint  a 
committee  of  fifteen  Senators  and  repre- 
sentatives to  consider  the  subject  and  re- 
port to  a  future  caucus. 

Mr.  Morrill,  (representative)  thought 
such  a  step  highly  injudicious.  .  The  Na- 
tional Committee  was  to  meet  on  the  22d 
inst.,  and  no  time  would  be  Tost.

the  Cai-itol  have  in  view,  as  the  ehiei  ob- 
ject of  their  deliberations,  to  promote 
the  best  intere...ts  oi"  their  oonstitnencies 
and  the  general  welfare  of  the  State. 
\V>-  take  it  for  granted  that  they  are  not 
onlv  willing  but  an.\ious  to  advance  this 
object  by  any  means  within  the  legitimate 
j.rovince  of  legislation. 

Naturally,  then,  the  question  which 
most  concerns  them  is,  by  what  means  of 
lpgi>lation  can  they  most  effectually  j)ro- 
niote  the  public  weal. 

Finit  of  all.  then,  what  is  the  thing 
most  necessiry  for  the  public  weal  ? 

For,  if  we  can  ascertain  just  what  is 
most  Lssenti.il  to  the  prosperity  of  the 
State,  we  can  have  no  difUculty  in  decid- 
ing th.1t  that  .should  be  the  leading  and 
paramount  object  of  legislation. 

Well,  then,  the  su[.reine  and  fundamen- 
tal leant  of  Minnesota,  the  one  which  pre- 
cedes   and   comprehends  .ill  others,  is— 

l\>rL-L.VT10N. 

'•  That's  what's  the  matter." 
It  is  a  proposition  which  only  requires 
to  be  stated,   to   be  at  once  accepted  as 
indisputable.     It    is  the  major  premiss  of 
.hU  legislation,   not  expressed,  it  is  true, 
but   u"iderstood   and    taken   for  granted. 
Population  is  at  once   accepted  as  the  ba- 
sis and  measure    of  all  material  develop- 
ment, and  the   increase  of  population  as 
the  inde.K  of  progress   in  everything  else. 
If  we  can    get  population  we  can  get 
everything  else  with  it ;  railroads,  schools, 
churches,  colleges,  agriculture,  manufac 
turers,  wealth,  taxable  resources— every- 
thing is  contained  in  or  follows  from  pop- 
ulatbon.      Without   population   we   have 
nothing,  and  can  have  nothing,  neither  In- 
ternal  Improvements,   nor  schools,  nor 
property,  nor  industrial  development. 

Nowi  it  is  the  radical  defect  of  all  our 
legislation,  that  following  the  example  of 
old  States  where   the  primary  want  is  not 
population,  but  property  andgoverninent, 
it       commences    at     the    wrong    'end, 
and  spends  all  its  efforts  in  providing  for 
what    population  trants,   wliile    it    does 
nothing  to  supply  the  fundamental  icani 
of  population.     It  looks  to  results  while 
it  constantly  overlook.s  the  first  essential 
mears  by  which  the  contemplated  results 
are  to  be  attained.     It  puts  the  house  in 
order  and  spieads  the  table,  but  issues 
no  invitation  to  the  guests. 

We  are  making  laws  for  a  wilderness. 
"We  are  taxing  ourselves  to  death  to  sup- 
port ti.e  apparatus  oi  Government  and  so- 
ciety in  the  midst  of  primeval  solitudes. 
With  an  area  greater  than  that  of  all 
New  England,  we  act  as  if  we  were  con- 
tent with  a  population  scarcely  greater 
than  that  of  Boston. 

Laws  about  sheep  and  dogs  and  game 
and  schools  and  taxes,  are  all  very  well 
and  very  necessary  in  their  place,  but  the 
lir.st  thing  to  be  attended  to  is  to  enact 
measures  looking  directly  to  the  increase 
of  population.  If  we  have  paid  little  at- 
tention to  this  subject  heretofore,  so 
much  more  the  necessity  of  taking  prompt 

action  now. 

Now    then,  there  arc  two  ways  ol  pro- 
moting the  increasa  of  population,  one  of 
which  is  not   within    the  legitimate  pro- 
vince of  legislation,    and   does   not  need 
.  its  assistance.     The  other  is  by  immigra- 
tion, and  immigration  can   be   influenced 
to  an  incalculable  extent  by  the  action  of 
the  Legislature. 

Much    more    than   three-quarters,    or 
nearly  82  per  cent,   of  our  whole  present 
population   are  immigrants ;    and  if  the 
v.ast  unocupied  areas  of   our  State  are  to 
be  settled,  it  must   be    done  by  immigra- 
tion.   If  our   Railroads   are  to   be   built, 
ourrchources  to    be    developed,  and  if 
our  State  is  to  be    lifted   to  the  rank  in 
wealth  and  consequence  to  which  it  is  en- 
titled by  the  wonderful  gifts  which  nature 
has  lavished  upon  it,  it  must  be  done  by 
immigration.    Our  whole  future  is  bound 
up  in°this  one    interest    of  immigration. 
We  cannot  do   without  it.     Wo  must 
have  it  or  perish.     It  is  the  soul  and  life 


At  every  session  there  is  a  Committee 
appointed  on  the  subject  of  immigration. 
At  every  sesHon  the  Committee  formally 
introduces  its  little  bill  for  the  "  promo- 
tion of  immigration,"  and  at  every  session 
the  little  bill  is  incontinently  laid  on  the 
table,  or  indefinitely  postponed.

n<t:nouts,  whieli  woiiM  require  a  greater  de- 
vofi'.ti  ot  time  or  of  ta!  -nt  to  the  eause  of  ed- 
luation,  than  i.-  now  given;  or,  ix^Sfiibly,  llitu 
the  aii.litional  lii.<atioa  necessary  to  the  best 
Methods,  mi^lit  not  be  aceeptiibic  to  a  portion 
tif  the  constituency. 

.So  far  as  I  can  see,  the  bill  contemplates  no 
change,  except  in  so  far  s^.s  the  people  may  «!- 
timatcly  decide.    This  seems  quite  dCit^ocratic, 
and  to  relievo  the  Legi?latjxue   from  a  heavy 
rv  .-pTiTFI^iii'.l .'   VhST""  with  all  possible   defer- 
ence to  til'.-  supirior  wisdom  of  the  Senatorial 
Fathers,    ir    riiay    be    doubted    whether  tliih 
(juestion  is  one  of  these -organic  ones,  which 
tiie  people  desire  to  have  submitted  to  every 
ii'iality  for  decision.    The  well-known  inef- 
lieicncy  of  the  present  system,  and  that  impe- 
rious  necessity  wliii-li  indi-solubly   connects 
the  weliare  of  the  State  with  the   intelligence 
of  her  citizens,  certainly  demand  that  atten- 
tion >liould  be  given  to  this,   in  preference  to 
all  other  matters  of  legislation.

velopment ot  the  wisest  plans  of  education. 
If  if  is  necessary  that  State  and  Connty  Su- 
perintendents of  Sehools  should  constitute  an 
iutegralpaitof  the  system,  let  us  cheerfully 
r;i,-rain  thcni.    lie  is  a  poor  statesm  tn,  and  a 
.«tupid  learner  in  political  economy,  who  fails 
to  see  thaP  in  this,  chiefly,  is  the  true  source  of 
national  wealth  and  svcurit.^.

possession  of  th(j  Government.  If  such  news 
hits  been  received  at  Knoxville  on  the  9th  or 
10th  it  would  certainly  have  been  immediate- 
Iv  communicated  to  the  Government  before 
this. 

It  m.ay  be  added  that  this  stor>'  was  piil»- 
lished  three  weeks  ago  in  almost  "the  identical 
language  of  to-day. 

— Another  W' ashington  dispatch  of  the 
same  date  says : 

The  Senate  spent  most  of  the  day  on  the 
Deficiency  Bill,the  usual  dullnessof  which  was 
relieved  by  a  sharp  si)eech  by  Mr.  Morrill  on 
Quartermaster  General  Meigs,  on  the  subject 
of  the  purchase  of  the  steamer  Niagara,  which 
previously  to  the  purehase,  had  been  con- 
demned by  the  Senate  Committee  on  the 
Banks  expedition,  it  having  been  proved  by 
the  testimony  of  the  Government  Inspectors, 
that  she  was  a  rotten  hulk,  worthless  except 
for  her  iron  and  machinery,  which  were  worth 
perhaps  six  thousand  dollars,  and  that  she 
leaked  when  a  few  hours  out  from  New  York, 
and  was  obliged  to  put  into  Philadelphki. 

Mr.  Morrill  said  that  although  these  facts 
were  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Quar- 
termaster, he  had  since  bonghtthe  Niagara  for 
$30,000,  and  had  tiled  to  induce  the  Third 
Auditor,  and  ftuling  with  him,  the  Second 
C(imptroller,  to  pay  $"2.5,000  on  the  charter 
party  under  which  the  Phitedelphia  voyage 
was  made. 

The  later  statement  was  made  by  Morrill, 
upon  his  own  responsiblity,  and  convicts 
Meigs  of  a  falsehood  in  a  recent  oillcial  com- 
munication to  the  Senate. 

Mr.  Conness  said  if  Meigs  had  done  what 
was  reported,  Congress  ought  to  pass  a  joint 
resolution  requesting  the  President  to  dis- 
miss him.  If  no  one  else  did  it,  he  (Conness) 
would  introduce  such  resolution. 

— Latest  advices  from  Chattanooga  re- 
port that  Gen.  Logan  left  Huntsville.  Ala., 
some  days  ago  with  the  loth  army  corps,  to 
act  in  conjunction  with  Gen.  Sherman. 

The  cavalry  expcditi.  n  under  Giierson  and 
Smith  crossed  the  country  from  Corinth  mov 
ing  southwardly. 

It  is  understood  that  these  columns  are  in- 
tended to  act  in  conjunction — the  one  to  at- 
tack, and  the  other  cut  off  Polk's  retreat,  and 
disperse  the  cavalry  of  Forrest,  reported  as 
sc  )urging  central  and  northern  Mississippi, 

There  is  no  reason  to  doubt,  though  iK'yond 
this  enterprise  the  combinations  arc  merely 
conjectural,  but  tliat]a  great  Hank  movementou 
Johnston's  army  is  intended.  Time  will  fully 
develop  if  we  are  mistaken  in  our  calculations. 
The  army  at  Chattanooga  is  by  this  time  in 
motion  for  Tunnel  Hill  and  Dalton.  Its 
movements  may  have  been  delayed  by  cir- 
cumstances unknown  to  us,  but  it  is  under 
marching  orders. 

— A  correspondent  of  the  Now  York  Tri- 
bune writes  from  Johnson's  Island  that 
500  of  the  prisoners  there  are  ready  to 
take  the  oath  of  allegiance.  A  perfect 
reign  of  terror  is  maintained  by  the  in- 
corrigible traitors  in  the  prison  over  any 
they  suspect  of  being  desirous  to  take  the 
oath.  Not  long  since  a  Captain  wrote  a 
letter  to  one  of   his  friends  in   Alabama, 


hands.  He  asked  fifteen  minutes  to  an 
swer.  Tee  deputation  were  loth  to  de- 
part, and  were  urged  by  the  crowd  of 
prisoners  to  hang  the  Yankee  spy  on  the 
spot.  The  only  hope  of  escape  was  in 
the  arrival  of  some  of  the  guard  before 
the  expiration  of  the  alloted  time.  A 
corporal  reached  him  just  in  time  to  res- 
cue him  and  save  his  life. 

A  Contrast  'from  tlie  Census. 

The  rebel  journals  declare  that  the  op- 
pressions of  the  *'  Confederate"  govern- 
ment and  the  high  prices  of  materials  in 
the  South  have  produced   a  very  serious 
mortality  among  the   southern   newspa- 
pers, so  that   but  thirty-fivt;    dailies  now 
remain  alive  in  all  the  rebellious  States, 
The  southern  mind,    which   receives   the 
principal  part  of  its  instruction  on  stumps 
by  the  wayside,  probably   will   not  miss 
the  dead  journals,  and  the  world  general- 
ly will  be  none  the  worse  for  this  sudden 
demise;  but  still    it   is    curious    to   look 
back  to  the  census  of  1800,   to  see  what 
was  the  condition  of  the   southern  press 
four  years  ago.     In  that  year  there  were 
nine  hundred   and   seventy-nine  political 
journals  published  in  all  the  slave  States 
ar^ainst  two  thousand   two   hundred  and 
sixty-three  of  that  dsas  in  the  free  States. 
Of  this  number  ninety  one  were  southei-n 
dailies  ;  now  there  are,  according  to   the 
rebel   confession,    but   thirtyfue.      The 
dailies  in  the  free  States   fonr  years  ago 
numbered  two  hundred   and   eighty-one  : 
they  have  increased  since  that  time,   in- 
stead of  dying  out — but  then   we  of  the 
loyal  States  do  not  receive  wayside-stump 
instruction. 

By  way  of  comparison,  we  give  the 
census  statistic  by  States,  in  parallel  col- 
umns, taking  the  figures  of  18G0 :

These  figures  do  not  include  the  relig- 
ious, literary   or  miscellaneous  publica- 
tions in  either  section.     If  these  were  ad- 
ded, the  disparity  would  appear  still  more 
striking.    ThG  Kccrd,   as  it  stands,   is 
sufficiently   indicative   of   the   ditferencc 
between  South  and   North  in  intellectual 
progress  and  activity.      But  let  us  follow 
the  parallel  a   step    further,    taking,    for 
the  purpose  of  present  comparison,   the 
condition  of  the  states  yet  remaining  un- 
der rebel  rule,  where  southern  "  institu- 
tions" still  have  sway,  namely,  Alabanta, 
Georgia,    Mississippi,    North     Carolina, 
South  Carolina,  Texas  and.  part  of  Vir- 
ginia.    The  political  papers  published  in 
these  States  in  1860  numbered,  all  told, 
fifty  and  of  these  all  but  thirty  are  dead 
from  the  pressure  ol  want,     W^hile  Geor- 
gia, the  "Empire  State"  of  the  South,  in 
her  best  days  supported  only  seventy- 
five  papers,    (twelve  of  which   were  dai- 
lies) with  a   population  of  1,0.57,280,  the 
people  of  Massachusetts  bought  and  read 
one  hundred   and  twelve  journals  every 
year   (seventeen   of  them  dailies)  when 
the    whole   population  of   that  State  was 
but  1,231,006— not  200,0i)0  greater  than 
that  of  Georgia, 

Before  the  rebellion,  therefore,  the 
South  vastly  superior  to  the  North  in 
literary  enterprises — the  proportion  hav- 
ing been  nearly  as  one  to  four — while  the 
effect  of  the  war  upon  the  rebel  States 
is  suflaciently  indicated  by  the  rapid  de 
cay,  confessed  by  the  rebels  themselves, 
of  which  the  newspaper  mortality  Jiay 
be  taken  as  an  index.

Immediately  aft»r  the  prize  fight  be- 
tween John  C.  Heenan  and  Tom  King, 
the  American  champion,  Joe  Coburn,  is- 
sued a  challenge  to  the  victor,  oli'ering  to 
fight  him  lor  l$o,00<)  a  side,  in  Canada, 
and  would  allow  hiih  $1,000  for  expenses 
in  coming  over.  Coburn  showed  that  he 
meant  business  by  depositing  .$500  in 
the  hands  of  the  lisml  stockholder,  the 
editor  of  the  Clipper.  King  having  re- 
tired from  the  ring,  and  the  English 
champion,  Jem  Mace,  having  in  conver- 
sation with  some  New  York  sporting 
men,  who  had  gone  over  to  England  to 
witness  the  fight,  expressed  his  willing- 
ness to  cross  the  Atlantic  and  fight  Co- 
burn,  provided  the  latter  would  make  a 
match  for  a  sulTicient  stake  to  justify  him 
in  doing  so  and  albw  him  a  reasonable 
sum  for  expenses,  the  latter  transferred 
his  challenge  from  King  to  Mace,  offering 
the  latter  $1,000  expenses  to  fight  in 
Canada  for  .$5,000  a  side.  Up  to  this 
time,  no  reply  has  been  received  from 
Mace  to  this  specific  challenge  ;  but  by 
the  last  mail  we  perceive  that  Coburn's 
previous  challenge  to  King  had  beeii^  re- 
ceived, for  the  London  Sporting  "Sews 
thus  alludes  to  it : 

"Mace,  anxious  to  be  first  in  the  field, 
called  upon  us  yfesterday,  and  expressed 
himself  willing  to  give  another  American 
a  chance  of  obtaininir  pugilistic  honors 
and  reputation.  Jem  says  that  as  it  is 
well  known,  his  friend,  Tom  King,  will 
fight  no  more,  he  will  meet  Joe  Coburn, 
the  champion  of  America,  for  £500  or 
£1,000  a  side  and  the  belt,  allowing  the 
American  £100  for  expenses  to  come  to 
England.  Mace  informed  us  that  he 
would  not  care  to  visit  the  United  States, 
under  any  circumstances,  but  most  cer- 
tainly not  with  the  intentions  of  fighting. 
Mr.  Richardson  agrees  to  find  the  'sin- 
ews of  war,'  and  will  guarantee  Coburn 
that  the  match,  if  made,  shall  be  properly 
carried  out.  Tom  King  also  called  upon 
uiye:trday,  and  in  answer  to  Cobuin 
wishes  us  to  state  that  he  has  finally  re- 
tired from  the  Ring,  and  that  under  the 
circumstances  he  can  -entertain  no  more 
challenges  from  any  quarter." 

As  the  challenge  to  Mace  was  issued 
by  Coburn  on  the  strength  of  his 
(Mace's)  own  asssurance  that  he  would 
fight  him  in  the  British  Colony  of  Cana- 
da, we  do  not  think  Mace  can  retreat 
from  his  own  proposition  with  honor  or 
credit  to  himself.  It  will  be  observer!

Thj  a  h:ussion  which  His  Honor,  the  "local" 
(Mavwr,)  makes  in  the  same  article  is  re- 
freshing and  fully  proves  that  he  is  yet  ver- 
dant in  that  profession.  lie  tells  his  readers 
tliat, 

"  There  seems  to  be  more  or  loss  dissatis- 
faction with  the  result  of  the  police  rc-organi- 
zatio«."

Whatever  doubts  any  one  might  have  had, 
previous  to  our  exposition,  as  to  the  engage- 
ment of  the  Mayor  as  "  local,"  no  person 
doubts  but  that  the  Mayor  is  Mayor  still.  It 
there  was  a  "  doubting  Thomas"  in  the  com- 
munity he  must  certainly  have  l)een  convinced 
upon  the  reading  the  Mayor's  local  depart- 
ment yesterday  morning  and  tjeholding  the 
"ruk's  and  regulations  for  the  new  police,' 
laid  down  over  his  own  signature.  We  give 
one  of  the  rules  and  regulations  as  a  s.amplo  : 

"3d.  Xo  policemen  or  ofticer  of  the  police 
must  frequent  or  visit  houses  of  dl-lame,  with- 
out the  consent  and  direction  of  the  Mayor, 
save  when  called  upon  to  make  arrests,  or  to 
sujipress  disturbances." 

Just  SO!  Policemen  can  visit  houses  of  ill- 
ftinie  "to  ma'.  ■  ;;  r  Is  uv  to  suppress  distur- 
bances," but  if  they  wiOi  to  call,  or  frequent 
them  for  other  puip.jscs  they  must  obtain 
permission  of  the  Mayor,  and  he  will  then 
personally  direct  their  movements  Admira- 
ble arrangement.  Wonhy  of  the  mighty 
brain  that  brought  it  forth.  "The  consent 
and  direction  of  the  Mayor"  in  visiting  and 
frequenting  houses  of  ill  fame  is  all  that  is 
necessary  to  purify  the  morals  of  the  city. 
He,  of  cousc,  familiarized  himself  with  the 
"directions"  before  issuing  this  Bawdy  House 
Ordi'r,  and  is  prepared  to  furnish  them  on 
short  notice. 

We  have  been  reliably  informed  that  there 
are  over  one  hundred  such  houses  in  this  city 
and  wo  imderstiind  the  "IJawdy  House  Order" 
created  great  excitement  among  thim  yester- 
day, all  being  anxious  to  ascertain  which  ones 
the  Mayor  intended  to  supply  with  business. 
Some  even  went  so  far  as  to  send  their  cards 
to  the  Mayor,  with  the  street  and  number 
thereon,  for  fear  he  might  not  have  the  "direc- 
tions" which  he  proposes  to  furnish  the  police. 
We  presume  that  owing  to  the  "great  political 
iutluence"  of  these  institutions,  ho  will  dis- 
tribute the  patronage  of  his  police 
force  and  thus  maintain  a  happy  political 
ei'aiiibrium  which  would  otherw i.sc  bo  sadly 
disturl)ed.  Wc  are,  however,  somewhat  fear- 
ful lest  the  time  occupied  in  giving  his  "  con- 
sent and  direction"  to  the  members  of  the  po- 
lice whodcsire  to  "  frequent  or  visit  houses 
of  ill-fame,"  will  interfere  with  the  "  local"  ar- 
rin.ircment,  but  if  it  does,  he  should  remember 
that  his  duty  is  first  to  his  country,  and  if 
after  giving  his  "  consent  and  direction"  in 
the  administration  of  public  affairs,  he  then 
has  a  few  leisure  moments,  he  can  favor  the 
public  with  a  continuous  series  of  articles, 
eluciditing  the  point,  why  he  re-appointed 
t  le  Chief. 

Napoleon,  it  is  said,  was  in  the  habit  of  dic- 
tating six  letters  at  a  time,  and  history  records 
this  fact  as  an  evidence  of  the  remarkable 
mind  which  he  possessed. 

When  the  historj-  of  the  nineteenth  century 
i:  written  a  still  greater  prodigy  will  be  noted. 
It  will  be  there  recorded  that  a  certain  Mayor 
of  St.  Paul  was  enabled,  at  one  time,  lo  con- 
duct the  local  department  of  a  newspaper  con- 
taining elaborate  articles  showing  by  three 
hypotheres  why  the  Chief  was  re-appointed; 
give  his  "  consent  and  direction"  to  those  of 
the  police  force  who  desired  to  frequent  houses 
of  ill-fame,  and  to  issue  comprehensive  and 

cjnclusive  Bawdy  House  Orders.

Mr.  Barkc,  to  whom  his  Honor  has  given

Tliat  next  day 
lleck  visited  said  citizen  at  his  store,  and  there 
received  $10  hush-money,  and  said  citizen 
was  never  arraigned  to  answer  the  charges 
that  would  have  been  made  against  him.
